Health is fo great a bleſſing, that every attempt dis 
| rected towards its preſervation, muſt, at leaſt, deſerve 
ſome ſmall ſhare of public approbation. The air we 
breathe * has a great effect upon dur bodies; it is well 
known that we can exiſt much longer without food 
than without air; and the ſalubrious quality of this 
element redounds greatly to the well-being of the human 
frame; it is therefore of the utmoſt conſequence, in all 


our inveſtigations. of diſeaſes, to inquire very minutely 
into the ſtate of the atmoſphere; fince we may probably p 


have more occaſion to recommend a change of that, than 
of diet; the latter of which we ſometimes conſider as 


the immediate cauſe of indiſpoſitions, when, in reality, 


it may be from a fault in the air. 


The ſeaſons, in our climate, vary 60 much and ſo 
ſuddenly, that it requires the greateſt attention to 


guard againſt their effects, in the care of our cloathing, 


and in a proper regard to the non-naturals, North and 


north-eaſt winds are eſteemed bracing and healthy ; yet, 


to the yaletudinarian, ſouth and ſouth-weſt winds are 
5 A2 much 


Tur following Work, the. reſult of many years ex- 
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much niore comfortable. Dry ſeaſons are more healthy 
than wet: in winter we eat with keener appetites, and 
digeſt better, than in ſummer. The temperaments of 
the air have a great influence over theg tempers and 
diſpoſitions of the human body; and I have known per- 
ſons of a gay, chearful, and eaſy turn, who, in conſe- 
quence of long-continued eaſterly winds, have become 
iraſcible, peeviſh, and moroſe. 

We ſhould be particularly careful in the choice of our 
food: perhaps many of the complaints, ſo frequent in 
this city, ariſe from our inattentidn to this article. The 
luxury of the age, and the faſhionable mode of high 
and expenſive eating, are not only a diſgrace to our 
reaſon, but are deſtructive alſo of our fortunes and 
conſtitutions, 

A variety of diſhes introduces a variety of diſeaſes. 
Thoſe are the wiſeſt men who live the moſt ſimply, and 


eat moderately. Rich ſauces, ſpicy ragouts, and entre- 


nett heightened with the fragrant aromatics of both 
the Indies, however favoury and pleaſing to the taſte, 
are moſt aſſuredly the deſtroyers of the very beſt con- 
ſtitutions. The beauties of a deſert may be admired 


| by the eye; but beware how you indulge your palate. 


with too many confeCtions, and ſweet-meats : nothing 
palls the appetite ſo much, nor is ſo hard of digeſtion, 

Full and hearty ſuppers, even though we may. have 
had little or no dinner, are of dangerous tendency: they 
cannot well be too light and ſparing. 

Bread well baked, made of pure flour, and one day 
old, is the beſt. The fleſh of animals, in the vigour of 
age, is the moſt proper; mutton is preferable to any 

other butcher's meat, but more eſpecially if the animal 
be about ſix years old, 
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GALEN has obſerved, « That pork is the moſt nou- 
riſhing food for ſtrong and robuſt men, who are much 
uſed to ſtrong and violent exerciſes.” The Athletæ, 
who were trained up for the Olympic games; fed upon 
it; and whenever they altered their method of living, 
became leſs vigorous, and leſs fit to enter the liſts. Not- 

withſtanding this, it is remarkable that pork, fed i in Lon- 
don, is far from being wholeſome diet. 

Fiſh taken out of ſtagnant or ſtanding waters, and ſuch 
as are of a fat or ſlimy nature, are not eaſily digeſted: 
Aea-fiſh, on the contrary, are light and nutritious. They 
are beſt and eaſieſt of digeſtion, when boiled; fried and 
roaſted, they are not quite ſo ſalutary and nutritious; and 
if cooked ſoon after they have been caught, 25 are bet · 
ter than when kept for ſome days. | 

Water, which conſtitutes ſo great a part of our ir drink, 
and which is, the moſt natural, as well as the moſt 
wholeſome beverage, ſhould be limpid, and pure; light, 
with reſpe& to its ſpecific gravity, and without taſte or 
flavour. Our common water in London ' ſhould be 

| ſtrained through a filtering ſtone, or remain for ſome 
conſiderable time in earthen jars or veſſels, ſo that it may 
be purged of its impurities, which will, by this means, 
ſubſide to the bottom. In general, if water mixeth uni- 
formly with ſoap; or if peas are ſoon boiled: to  foftneſs 
in it, no inconveniences need be feared. 

Our ſleep as well as our exerciſe, ſhould be welds 
—Eaſe and luxury are the banes of health; many evils 
have ariſen from an inactive life, and an indulged appe- 
tite. 


HriPpocRATES informs us, « That the paſſions f 


the mind have a very you influence on our bodies, and 
a3 . 
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| ue of infinite conſequence in the RES 
health.” 


Every exceſs is an enemy to Nature: too. great a ple- 


nitude, as well as too violent an evacuation is dangerous. 
Habits ſhould not be too ſuddenly changed; the great 
ſecret of preſerving health, lies in a juſt knowledge of 


proportioning our way of living to our exerciſe ; for as 


moderate aliment nouriſhes, ſo does violent exerciſe debi- 
litate: we muſt therefore keep up the due equilibrium. 


More dangerous and more acute diſeaſes happen in 


conſequence of repletion, than from a contrary ſtate. 
The ſymptoms of a plethoric habit, a heavy, and inter- 


rupted reſpiration ; a ſenſe of weight ang fullneſs in the 


day, and reſtleſſneſs at night; uneaſy frightful dreams; 
pain, laſſitude, flatulency, attended in ſome habits with a 
diarrhcea, and in others with troubleſome dyſenteries, a 


florid complexion inclining to red, a heavy pain of the- 


head, an inclination to fleep during the day, are likewiſe 
ſymptoms of this habit. Temperance, _ exerciſe, and 
gentle evacuations, are, in general, the beſt cure. ; 


Immoderate exerciſe is generally followed by loſs of 


appetite and loathing of , food. This will ſometimes be 
attended with a pain and heat in the bowels, coſtiveneſs, 


rigors, or ſhiverings, weakneſs, laſſitude, and even with 


a ſyncope or fainting. In this laſt caſe, we may have 


recourſe to-a glaſs of wine, but with moderation: warm 


bathing, quiet and comfortable ſleep, and a moiſt nou- 
- riſhing diet, will have very happy and deſirable effects. 
There remains a greater evil, and yet not attended to, 


which is more alarming as it feeds the fair ſex; and 


which, I. am perſuaded, is very diſtreſſing to them; I 
mean the little regard they have to keeping their legs 
| and 
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and feet warm.— This ſalutary meaſure is unhappily 
neglected by them, when, at the fame time, their 
heads are frequently loaded with wool, and artificial 
and unnatural. urls, to the diſgrace of nature and of 
their own Char nis, a8 well as to the ruin of their bealth 
and conſtitutions. 

We may eaſily account for the puny rate ſo frequeiit= 
ly ſeen in the families of our nobility and rich citizens, 
when we' conſider that diffipating and pernicious cuſ- 
tom of fea-drinking ; nay, what is of ſtill more dreads _ 
ful conſequence, the too great. indulgence in wine and 
ſpirits, card-playing, and late hours; than which 
nothing can be more prejudicial. Hence chiefly ariſes 
that long and diſmal catalogue of complaints which 
accompanies chronical diſeaſes. It is a pity that coffee 
is not ſubſtituted for tea, ſince it is a much more whole- 
ſome, eſpecially-1 when it is boiled over-night, with an 
equal proportion of milk. This not only renders it a 
palatable, but a very deſirable breakfaſt. Coffee ſtrength- 
ens the ſtomach tea, on the contrary, relaxes it. 
They who indulge themſelves much in hearty meals 

of high ſeaſoned meats, ſhould drink largely of cold 
water, either during dinner or afterwards ; this might - 
ſave many the trouble and expence of going to Bath, 
Buxton, Tunbridge, or other places where that ele- 
ment is found to reſtore the health and appetite loſt by 
intemperate living, -Old men ſhould eat leſs, and 
drink more than young men. Too free an uſe of the 
bottle is deſtructive, eſpecially to young people. BaAc- 
chus and VENUS are deities to whom they ſhould by 
no means too ardently devote themſelves : they ener- 
vate both the body and mind.—Sobriety, Temperance, 
and Virtue, inſure vigour to the conſtitution, and keep | 
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the underſtanding free and undiſturbed.— This happy 
ſtate cannot but be the wiſh of all men, for, as Jurs- 


nal rightly expreſſes it.

As fevers are the moſt frequent of all 
diſeaſes, in a work of this kind they claim 
our firſt attention: and before we enter into 
ſpecific accounts of different fevers, it may be 
uſeful to give a general idea how they may 
be diſcovered at their approach: for in this 
ſtate of the difeaſe, great good may be done 
by the gentleſt means, and the alarming 
miſchiefs which are too apt to fucceed a

careleſs inattention be at this period pre- 
vented, —Fevers ſometimes invade. gradually, 
ſometimes ſuddenly. 

When they come on in the fir/ mode; a 
languor, debility, with ſoreneſs of the fleſh, 
ſuch as people feel after ſevere exerciſe or 
labour, attend: pain alſo, and heavinefs of 
the head; loſs of appetite, or nauſea, with a 
clammineſs of the mouth: theſe are ſuc- 
ceeded by exceſsive heat, violent thirſt, and 
inability to ſleep, perhaps without any pre- 
vious ſenſation of exceſsive cold, or with only 
flight and tranſient ſhiverings. 

When in the ſecond, they always make 
their attack with an uneaſy ſenſation of ex- 
ceſsive cold, attended with weakneſs and loſs 
of appetite : the cold is frequently accom- 
panied with rigor, or ſhivering, oppreſsion 
about the præcordia, and with nauſea or 
vomiting. Hence we may define. a fever a 
combination of exceſsive heat, thirſt, loſs of 
appetite, weakneſs, and mability to ſleep. 
We ſhall now ſpeak of thoſe of the con- 
tinued form, which are of five kinds; the 
ſimple, — —inflammatory,—- —=Nerv0us,—-Putrid,— 
and mixed and firſt, of the ſimple, and in- 
tlammatory fever —The ſimple continued ma- 
nifeſts

nifeſts itſelf by no- diſtinguiſhing ſigns of in- 
flammation, no very diſtreſsing nervous ſymp- 
tom, nor any, evident corruption of the fluids; 
and where the heat cannot be ſaid to be either 
of the truly inflammatory or of the putrefac- 
tive kind, the oppreſsion, nauſea, and weak - 
neſs, are not extreme; and the head, though 
uſually much pained, remains tolerably clear; 
the pulſe, though frequent, is uniform, and 
without any remarkable Hardneſs. 

But where there. is great. vaſcular ſtrength, 


and firmneſs in thę conſtitution; the blood 
denſe and copious, replete with the red gryor, 


ſhould the continued fever here make the at- 
tack, the heat and dryneſs, will be raiſed: to 
the higheſt degrees; and the groſs particles

Where the Cava are in the ankles 
degrees, in the ſimple continued fever, the 
affair may often be truſted to nature; enjoin- 
ing abſtinence in the patient, free dilution, 
and keeping in bed to encourage perſpiration: 
but if there is a good deal of opproſsion and 
heat, the pulſe full, and rather hard, fome 
few ounces of blood muſt be taken away: 

Dr. Mead lays it down as a rule, that all 
fey ers require bleeding in the beginning; but 
inſtances daily occur where great miſchief 
ariſes from this practice. Bleeding may be 
neceſſary at the beginning, in young petſons 
particularly; and the more ſo if the pulſe be 
full and ſtrong ; though this requires caution, 
more eſpecially in London, where inflam- 
matory diſeaſes ſoon aſſume a different ap- 
pearance, and require management varying 
from what they do in the country. The 
pulſe will beſt dire& us how much blood may 
be taken away, and when and how frequently 
it may be repeated. It is to be remarked, 
however, that perſons lately come from the 
country require larger and more frequent 


B 3 Pleed- 
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bleeding than thoſe who have been reſident 
in London for any time. Care however is 
neceſſary, in all caſes, not to requce the pa- 
tient too much, leſt he ſhould want ſtrength 
to carry him through the diſeaſe. After 
this, if the body is coſtive, a ſolution of ſome 
of the neutral purgative ſalts with manna, in 
weak white wine whey, ſhould be taken 
once in three. or four hours, till it procures 
three or four alvine evacuations, and at bed- 
time a * anodyne; ſuch as the follow- 
ing:

Theſe may be fo divided, that a ſixth, a

Small diluting liquors are to be uſed 
freely; and where there appears a putrid 
tendency, they may very properly be acidu- 
lated. Barley-water, baum and ſage-tea, 
whey, &c. are very proper drinks. For food, 
panada, barley-gruel, or light puddings ; 
but all kinds of animal food ſhould be abſo- 
lutely forbidden; even light broth, though 
made of the lean part of freſh meat, | 

An emetic will be very proper, eſpecially 


where a nauſea, or the ſuſpicion of a foul _ 


ſtomach, indicates it; bleeding being, if ne- 
ſary, firſt premiſed, 6600s th in full me 
thoric habits. 

Indeed in all caſes, where vomits are re- 
quiſite, in full habits, bleeding ſhould be

with great inconveniences during the pro- 
greſs of the fever, and ſometimes with im- 
mediate danger; and where there appears 
no fullneſs to require the uſe of the lancet, 
it will be Tight to adminiſter ſome aperient 
medicine, particularly in coſtive habits, be- 
fore recourſe ſhould be had to emetics, it 
always is a ſafe and prudent practice.

This laſt frequently vomits, procures a 
ſtool, produces a diaphoreſis, and terminates 
the diſeaſe, After the operation is over, 
and three or four hours allowed for the 
ſtomach to ſettle, let the antimonial julep 
or powder be again returned to, and con- 
tinued in the ſame manner, allowing the pa- 
tient to drink freely of diluting liquids.

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If this courſe is applied in time, we ſhall 
generally ſucceed ; but ſhould the ſymptoms 
increaſe, the head-ach grow more diſtreſsing, 


and no ſlòep be procured, more blood muſt 
be taken away, unleſs the patient be re- 


markably weak, and the pulſe ſinks; the 
antimonial continued in ſmall doſes, and if 
the body is not kept open by this remedy, 
a glyſter ſhould always be thrown * in the 
evening. 

But notwithſtanding theſe efforts, ſhould 
the fever run on beyond the fourth or fifth 
day, the ſymptoms encreafing in violence, 


we may look upon it as eſtabliſhed, and will 


continue for ſome days longer: however the 
ſimple-continued fever ſeldom excceds the 


fourteenth day ; during which time the pa- 
tient muſt be ſupported by ſheathing ſub- 
acid drinks; and fuch thin diet as the 


ſtomach can reliſh, and bear with eaſe.

diſtreſsing, bliſtering between the ſhoulders,

reſt. In caſe of acidities in the ſtomach 
and bowels, magneſia alba may be given with 


the julep above ; and towards the cloſe of the 
fever, if the pulſe begins to flag, and there 
appears a neceſsity for rouzing nature, give 


wine-whey, wine and water, or ſometimes 


pure wine, and preſcribe the following Julep ;

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favourable termination, which is generally 
completed from the eleventh to the four- 
teenth day, the force of the diſeaſe being firſt 
broken on the former, gradually ſubſides to 
the latter, the pulſe falling four or five 
ſtrokes in a day, till it gets even below its 
natural rate. And here it may be neceſſary 
to obſerve, in order to guard the young 


practitioner againſt giving too favourable a 


prognoſtic upon the apparent melioration of 
ſome of the ſymptoms above enumerated ; 
for in thoſe caſes. he will often be deceived, 
and the diſeaſe return with exaggerated vio- 
lence. The ſymptoms ſhould all tend to 
the ſame point, and continue for two or three 
days before we can depend upon the dif- 

eaſe being conquered. If the urine lets 
fall a copious ſediment, a ſweat be kept _ 
up, and the patient feels himſelf much 
alleviated, ſtill ſhould the pulſe continue 
its quickneſs and frequency, the cauſe is 
not ſubdued, and the train of uneaſy ſymp- 
toms may again return. | 

The mnflammatory fever differs little from 
this, except in the violence of the ſymptoms, 
and the peculiar diatheſis or diſpoſition of the 
conſtitution, which is of an inflammatory na- 
ture. 
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ture. Hence, the heat in this caſe is much 
encreaſed, the pulſe frequent, ſtrong, and 
hard, the urine high-coloured, and the func- 
tions of the ſenſorium a little diſturbed. 

In the beginning of this fever we muſt 
bleed, and eſtimate the quantity of blood to 
be taken away, from the degrees of ſtrength 
and violence of the ſymptoms ; and if the 
pulſe, in fix or eight hours, be little or not 
at all ſoftened, and the febrile ſymptoms 
do not abate, it muſt be repeated a ſecond 
time, though not in the ſame quantity ; 
and, indeed, a third, if the ſymptoms con- 
tinue to be urgent. But when the fever is 
advanced beyond the fourth or fifth day, 
bleeding is deemed improper, leſt nature 
ſhould be diſturbed in her operations in 
forming a criſis. However, there are caſes 
which will require a repetition in the more 
advanced ſtages of this diſeaſe, and thoſe in 
full and ſtrong habits, where the lungs are 
threatened with inflammation, which we 
may infer from the oppreſsion, and great 
difficulty of breathing; or where the brain 
is in danger of being furcharged with a 
load of blood, which will manifeſt itſelf 
from the ſevere pain in the head, with high 

delirium, 
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delirium, ſucceeded by a coma. In theſe 
caſes, bleeding at any time of the diſeaſe 
will be, proper, and may. "_ rclieve 
the patient. 

But, however, if the pulſe / is high, and 
inflammatory ſymptoms continue, to the

As the inflammatory fever; confiſts in an 
affection of the vaſcular ſyſtem, in which 
tere is an intenfeneſs of motion; this is 

founded on the nervous, which experiences 
thoſe morbid affections, conſtituting fever. 
Hence, in conſtitutions where the blood is 
poor and thin, and the nervous ſyſtem. re- 
2905 4 5 markably 
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markably ſuſceptible of impreſsions, when 3 
fever ſeizes, the heat is ſeldom high, the 
pulſe neither full nor ſtrong, though quick 
and irregular, and the thirſt ſeldom ſo violent 
as to create any great degree of uneaſineſs: 
but as the ſolids are in general in a ſtate of 
morbid relaxation, the ports of the ſkin, for 
the moſt part, allow the ſuboutaneous fluids 
to ouze forth in elammy fweats, while the 
weakneſs is ſtill more remarkable than in the 
inflammatory fever; | and there is a much 
greater tendency to ſpaſm, and tothe other 
ſymptoms, which depend on diforders of the 
nervous ſyſtem. Hence this fever is not ſo 
rapid in its progreſs, nor of ſo ſhort dura- 
tion as the inflammatory ſpecies; therefore 
called flow or nervous. This fever is brought 
on by exceſſes of any kind, bad food, too 
thin cloathing, a moiſt air, grief, &c.; and 
is frequently epidemic, after warm and moiſt 
weather; and prevails moſt in low and damp 
ſituations. People who drink freely of wine 
are obſerved to bo die leaſt e to this 
complaint. 

It may be iftingulthed by the following 
{ymptoms :—Dread of dying, which is ſome- 
times ſo great that the patient fears to ſhut

his eyes; à pale and deſpondent look, light 
chills and ſhiverings, great laſsitude and 
wearineſs all over the body, a ſighing, amaz- 
ing anxiety, and dejection of ſpirits, pain, 
load or giddineſs in the head, loathing of 
food, a white tongue, with a browniſh or 
yellow mucous lift running along the middle 
of it, ſometimes covered over with a thin 
white mucus; and after the fever is formed, 
and has continued fome days, grows dry, 
red, and chapped, but little or no thirſt ; the 
lips are dry; there is a nauſea, ſometimes 
encreaſed ſo far as to occaſion retching, 
which brings up nothing but inſipid phlegm, 
difficulty of, or oppreſsive breathing; a weak, 
quick, and unequal pulſe; the pulſe, heats, 
and chills, are very fluctuating and unequal; 
ſometimes a ſudden glow and florid colour in 
the cheeks, while the tip of the noſe and 
ears ſlrall he cold, and the forehead perhaps 
in a dewy ſweat; pale, limpid, urine, with 
a dull ſenſe of pain and coldneſs in the back 
part of the head, and drowſineſs, but without 
ſleep; at the firſt, better when in the air. 
All the complaints generally encreaſe towards 
night. About the time the patients have been 
W in bed ſeven or * days, the pain

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and heavineſs in the head becomes much 
more diſtreſsing and ſevere, and they are tor- 
mented with a noiſe and buzzing of the ears, 
which are the prelude to a delirium, which 
is ſeldom violent, but rather a continual mut · 
tering and faultering in their ſpeech; which 
as the fever advances, encreaſes, and, in ſome 
caſes, the power of pronouncing is loſt alto». 
gether. Sometimes miliary eruptions, and 
profuſe ſweats ſtrike out in this fever, but 
ſeldom give any relief. When the ears, face, 
and head are cold, the face ſeems fluſhed. 
The extremities are cold, while the blood is 
determined to the head.

once, without bringing any relief, but, on 
the contrary, ſtill weakening more and more;

But'we are to wel the W relief 
from bliſters; and their - early application, if 
they are apphed before the patient Keeps his 
bed, ſo much the more proper; for, if we 
wait till there is great diſturbance in the 
nervous ſyſtem, the ſenſe of hearing, feeling, 
and ſeeing, grow more acute than natural;

: CHAP. III. 
or THE PUTRID MALIGNANT FEVER, 


Taos fevers on which we have before 
diſcourſed ſeem not to have had much in- 
jury done to the craſis of the blood, at leaſt 
previous to, or at the commencement of the 
diſeaſe: but we frequently meet with aps 
| pearances and ſymptoms that manifeſt high- 
degrees of corruption and acrimony, and 
 ſhew the craſis of the blood to be much diſ- 
ſolved or broken as the fever advances, par- 
ticularly 
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ticularly thoſe which begin with high degrees 
of inflammatory heat: for from theſe cauſesthe 
blood often tranſudes through the pores of the 
ſubcutaneous arteries, or perhaps corrodes 
them, and eſcapes into the cellular parts of 
the ſkin, raiſing up the cuticle, and forming 


ſpots of various hues. But there is another ſpe- 
cies of continued fever, which, from the very 


onſet, appears to have the fluids in a corrupt 


or depraved ſtate: hence the name of this fever 


which we are treating of, called putrid, from 
the evident; tendency to putrefaction. The 
morbificjmatter which gives rife to putrid fe- 
vers appears. in ſome. cafes to be generated 
gradually in the body, and is deemed the 


conſequence of feeding. on Hl-cured animal 


food, without a fufficient quantity of ſound 
vegetables to correct the putreſcent tendency: 


At other'times putrid fevers are caught by in- 


fection, and are caufed by thoſe ſubtile mat- 


ters called miaſmata, which take their rife in 


different ways, and are capable of being con- 
veyed to diſtant places. The moſt diftinguifh- 
ing ſymptoms of this fever are,—more remark- 


able degrees of weakneſs, oppreſsion, and nau- 


ſea, either from the firſt attack, or very ſoon 
nluings . than what are met. with in any other 
| ſpecies ; 
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ſpecies; and this extreme and ſudden proſtra- 
tion of ſtrength is, for the moſt part, accom- 
panied with as remarkable a deſpondency, or 
dejection of mind; or, what is ſtill more 
alarming, with an uncommon degree of in- 
ſenſibility, and want of apprehenſion. 
Putrid malignant fevers are preceded by a 
vertigo, or giddineſs, and contuſion in the 
head: the head is ſooner attacked in this than 
in nervous fevers; and often is affected: wit 
a pain in its forespart, which ſhoots into the 
eye-brows,, one or both, and the bottom of 
the ſockets; the eyes at the ſame time ap- 
pearing full, heavy, and as it were inflamed; 
at other times they have a yellowiſh caſt : 
both proofs of the diſſolution of the blood. 
The patient from the firſt attack feels an ex- 
ceſsive burning inward heat, which far ex- 
ceeds the degree of cold that alternates 
with it, attended with nauſea and vomiting; | 
great and ſudden proftration of ſtrength ; he 
is heavy, very much dejected and watchful ; 
and in caſe of any ſleep, is not at all re- 
freſhed by it: the pulſe is ſometimes at the | 
firſt hard, tenſe, and quick, but ſoon be- 
comes languid, flow, ſmall, and unequal : 
the pulſation of the carotid and temporal ar- 
teries 
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teries inconſiderable: there is great oppreſ- | 
ſion at the præcordia, finnitus aurium, ſub- 
Pultus tendinum, delirium, coma: the tongue 
in ſome is clean throughout the diſeaſe; but, 
. in general, though only whitiſh and moiſt 
in the beginning, grows daily more dark- 
coloured and dry, until at length it be- 
comes almoſt black; and this blackiſh tinge 
does not diſappear for ſome days, even 
when the fever terminates in a favourable 
crits. The urine is equally various with 
the pulſe, both depending on diverſity of 
conſtitution, eſpecially in caſes where the 
fever originates from infection, and where the 
putreſcent diatheſis is very prevalent, the 
urine is thin, .crude, and often very offenſive 
in its ſmell, the nauſea and oppreſsive ſick- 
neſs. never abate, and it is uſual for the pa- 
tients to fetch deep, heavy ſighs often, and 
ſeem, as it were, to pant for breathi there 
is alſo an averſion to animal food ſooner and 
greater than in any other fever. The thirſt 
at firſt is but moderate, but increaſes every 
day as the fever advances: no kind of drink 
pleaſes, but all ſeem either bitter or mawkith. 
But when the caſe grows very bad, the pa- 
tient loſes the ſenſe of thirſt ; notwithſtand- 
D ing 
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ing the tongue, together with the lips and 
teeth, are at this time parched up, and co- 
vered with dark - coloured ſordes. On the 
fourth, fifthy, and ſeventh day, pelechie often 
appear without relief, which are therefore ra- 
ther ſymptematical than critical. The nearer 
they approach to a livid or blackiſh colour, 
the more alarming their appearance; though, 
if they continue of a brighter red, the more 
favourable the prognoſtiGdſ. 
The pain, heavineſs, and confuſion of the 
head, which are among the ſirſt ſymptoms, are 
ſoon followed by delirium, different in degree 
in different ſubjects, in forme accompanied 
with toſsing and reſtleſſneſs, in others with a 
doſing and lethargic diſpoſition; and it is ob- 
ſervable, that in theſe caſes, where the pa- 
tient is in this comatoſe ſtate, the pulſe is 
ſometimes not quicker, weaker, or more ir- 
regular, than in the time of perfect health. 
Fevers of this kind are moſtly accompanied 
with remiſsions in the beginning, which 
become leſs perceptible in their increaſe: 
they are ever attended with conſiderable 
danger, even when the ne ſeem 
moſt favourable. N

At the onſet of Maids deem en * 
fulneſs and ſtrength of the pulſe, ſometimes 
they put on the appearance of thoſe of the 
inflammatory type 3 but the pulſe ſond flags, 
eſpecially after bleeding, and ſometimes ſinks 
ſo low, that it can never be raiſed.

With eogard to the Cunx, all food muſt 
be avoided that has not a tendency: to 
acidity ; plentiful dilution with ſmall red 
wine, old hock, and orange-Juice, mixed with 
water, whey, barley-water, ſmall beer, &c. 
with a very free uſe of acids, will be proper. 

Bleeding in general is hurtful in this fever, 
unleſs particularly indicated by the pulſe and 
conſtitution, ſewing a tendency to inflam- 
mation, 

Some eminent praitionen TE that 
there is one period, at the beginning, for 


taking away blood; but the pulſe in theſe 


caſes will always be the beſt guide. No time 
is to be loft in theſe kinds of fever; for whatever * 
is to be done, /hould be done immediately, and in 
the beginning. After the operation of bleed- 
ing, if that be found neceſſary, on account of 
the hard pulſe and head-ache, we ſhould 

D 3 be- 
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begin the cure by giving ſmall doſes' of 
emetic tartar, with neutral ſalts, or ſenna, 
and repeating them every third or fourth. 
hour, till they either vomit, purge, or throw 
the patient into a plentiful fweat : but as 
the patient is to be ſupported throughout, if 
dat the firſt attack the debility ſhould be fa 
great as to forbid bleeding, all other profuſe 
diicharges are alſo to be avaided. Vomits 
and purges are moſt directly proper to eva- 
cuate the putrid matter, which ſeems firſt 
and principally to be in the firſt paſfages, 
Befides laxatives by the mouth, during the 
firſt ſtage, give a glyſter every twenty-four 
hours, of the common decoction, or, in want 
of it, warm water. After theſe, give as

in the ſmall-pox, and that partibularly 


when a profuſe colliquative ſweating is 
brought an by bad management; and have 
thereby occaſioned a favourable change 
ſooner than could otherwiſe have been ex- 
pected; with which, a free uſe of the bark

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and cordial liquors, they have rarely failed 
to effect a cure. Due ,evacuations being 
made by vomit and ſtool, the hark is to be 
given freely, without waiting for either in-

tated fibres, and as an antiſeptic, to correct 
the putreſcent ſtate of the fluids; and muſt 
be given as ſoon as the diſſolution of the 
blood is perceived, either from numerous 
petechiæ, or hæmorrhages.

Infuſion of common mint, called mint 
tea, 
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tea, is in this caſe yery uſeful ; a tea- cup 
of which may be taken now and then; and 
has commonly produced very good effects. 

If a profuſe diarrhea ſhould ſupervene, and 
threaten to fink the patient's ſtrength, it 
mult not be reſtrained ſuddenly ; we ſhould 
therefore try only ſmall doſes of ĩpecacuanha 
every third or fourth hour, in order to pro- 
mote a diaphoreſis, and by that means relievg 
the bowels; for ſometimes this diarrhœa 
proves critical, Mild opiates are recom 
mended; and a few drops of tinctura opii, 
properly repeated, will check a ſymptomatic 
colliquative diarrhœa. Wine, and panada, 
with orange juice, and a free generous regi- 
men, muſt be ordered, and cloſely adhered 
to, according to the exigences of the caſe. . 

After theſe fevers, people ſometimes become 
dropfical, or have adematous legs: tonics and 
ſtrengtheners, not purgatives, as in other 
| 9 are the remedies in this caſe. | 

Towards the decline of all fevers, as to 
hal kind of food 1s moſt proper, the taſte 
of the patient is generally the beſt guide. 
In eruptive feyers it is commonly allowed 
that the 1 ſhould be kept in bed, for 
ä fear 
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fear of checking the eruption. But this does 
not always prove true, for ſometimes the con- 
trary will happen; and ſitting up out of bed 
has even been found favourable thereto. 
I The air of the patient's room ſhould be 
kept as pure and well ventilated as poſsible, 
and the floor be frequently ſprinkled with 
vinegar. And after the diſeaſe is conquered, 
the place of confinement may be beſt cleared 
from infection by eig 1 it with an 

ſtone, or gunpowder. | 

To prevent a relapſe, it may be proper firſt 
to give a lenient purge, or two, by which 
an accumulation of any offenſive matter in 
the prime vie will be avoided, and then we 
mult attempt to recover the tone of the 
viſcera, and to ſtrengthen the habit in ge- 
neral, by means of light and eaſily-digeſtible 
food, moderately taken; by exhibiting aro- 
matic bitter infuſions of orange peel, cala- 
mus aromaticus, camomile flowers, or lignum - 
quaſsia, together with the uſe of chalybeate 
waters, * gentle exerciſe.

F OR in practice we very often find, that 
violent continued fevers are ſo indiſtinctly 
marked, and accompanied with the ſymp- 
toms both of the inflammatory and nervous, 
or putrid kind, fo equally blended, or run- 
ning into one another by ſuch imperceptible 
gradation, that there is no particular ſpecies 
they can be referred to. Thus extreme

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nauſea, and total loſs of ſtrength, which are 
diſtinguiſhing ſigns of the putrid fever, are 
often found along with great heat, and a 
quick, hard, and ftrong pulſe, which are 
- pathognomic ſigns of the inflammatory fever. 
Theſe ſymptoms appearing at the ſame time, | 
are obyious proofs of- both the nervous and 
vaſcular ſyflem being morbidly affected; 
and hence ſuch fevers are properly ſtiled 
mixed fevers ; hence, however, the mg 
toms are combined. _. 

We muſt take the indications of cure from 
thoſe ſymptoms which are moſt preſsing, and 
appear to demand moſt the antiphlogiſtic, | 
the cordial, and antiſpaſmodic, or the 
firengthening, and antiſeptic courſe : ac- 
cording as we happen to find the ſigns of in- 
flammation, nervous diſturbance, or putre- 
factive diatheſis to be chiefly prevalent.

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quantities of pale urine. Or, if the milk + is 
ſuddenly” repelted, the patient is fometimes 
relieved by a diarrhoea. 

In ſome women, indeed, of Boe? conſtitu- 
tions, this fever is found ſo ſlight, that ex- 
cept paſsing rather a reſtleſs night there is 
nothing of any moment occurs, eſpecialty 
if the infant is put to the breaſt. 

If it ſhould prove violent, eſpecially in 
young women of a plethoric conſtitution; we 
' ſhould: abate the inflammation by bleeding : 
however, this is rarely neceſſary. But, in 
every conſtitution, the body muſt be kept 
open by gentle cooling catharties, or clyſters. 
The breaſts may be drawn by the child; in 
preference to any other perſon, or contriv- 
ance ; but if the mother does not deſign to 

give ſuck, by ſome proper perſon, by whom 
no pain will be given by ſucking, and only 
ſo as to leſſen” (not empty) the-fulneſs of 
the breaſts. But this is rarely required, — 
If the breaſts are hard, very turgid, or in- 
flamed, emollient fomentations and cata- 
plaſms may be applied to them. The com- 
mon poultice of bread and milk, with the 
addition of a little oil, may be uſed on this

elder-flowers,. for a fomentation, or ſuch as 


are made partly of emollients, partly of diſ- 


cutient aromatics, in which a proper pro- 
portion of Venice ſoap has been diſſolved; 
all theſe ſhould be boiled in milk, by which 
they loſe much of the volatile ſtimulus of 
the aromata, and are particularly uſeful, 
when there is an infarction of the breaſts, 
along with an inflammation, not very violent. 


But where there is great heat, redneſs, and _ 


pain, then the moſt emollient remedies are 
to be preferred. The -patient. ſhould uſe a 
thin, ſlender diet, eonſiſting only of panada, 
or ſome other . farinaceous ſubſtances. Her 
drink may be barley-water, milk and water, 
weak tea, or the like.

CHAP. II. 


THE PUERPERAL, OR CHILD-BED FEVER, 


Tux puerperal fever is a diſeaſe peculiar | 


to lying-in women; and though it happens 
ſo frequently, yet it hath, till of late, been 
ſtrangely overlooked by authors, even thoſe 
who have written profeſſedly on fevers. _ 

It commonly begins with a rigor or chil- 
linefs, on the firſt, ſecond, or third day after 
delivery, followed by a violent pain and ſore- 
neſs over the whole hypogaſtric region. 
There is much thirſt; pain in the head, 
chiefly in the forehead and parts about the 
eye-brows ; a fluſhing in the face ; anxiety; 
a hot dry ſkin ; quick and weak pulſe, 
though ſometimes it will refiſt the finger 
pretty ſtrongly; a ſhortneſs in breathing; 


| high-coloured urine, and a ſuppreſsion of 


the lochia. Sometimes vomiting and purg- : 
| ing

ing attend from the firſt; but in general, 
in the beginning, the belly is coſtive : how- 
ever, when the diſeaſe proves fatal, a diar- 
rhœa generally ſupervenes, and the ſtools at 
laſt become in voluntary. | 

There have been ſeveral treatiſes written 
lately upon this diſorder ; but as the authors 
are not agreed as to the cauſe of the com- 
plaint, nor the proper mode of treating it, I 
ſhall not pretend to give any preciſe method 
of cure, In general, the good ſenſe of the 
phyſician will teach him that, when. the 
pulſe is ſtrong, and the pain, heat, and thirſt, 
are great, bleeding, laxatives, and the anti- 
phlogiſtic regimen will be requiſite : on the 
contrary, when -there is great debility, the 
patient muſt be ſupported, and all evacua- 
tions carefully avoided, | 
This fever has been conſidered in different 
ſtages to partake of the inflammatory and 
putrid type, or may even commence with 
the latter, practitioners have been cautioned 
therefore to be careful in the method they 
adopt; and have been adviſed to regulate 
their plan according to the type the fever 
aſſumes, whether tending to the inflamma- 
tory or putrid type; from the all of which

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patients ſeldom or ever recover when it | 
takes place. | 
This fever at different periods has been 
epidemic ; and generally commences about 
the ſecond or third day after delivery, with 
a violent rigor or ſhivering fit, ſucceeded 
by a great degree of heat, rapid pulſe, and 
ſevere pain in the abdomen, very tender 
to the touch, occaſioning on preſſure great 


uneaſineſs, without any hardneſs being felt, 


and frequently without even any fulneſs. 
There are alſo a number of deceitful remiſ- 
ions, the firſt of which takes place in twenty- 
four hours after the attack, and theſe remiſ- 
fions often uſher in an aggravation of ſymp- 
| toms; hence ſhould we always be very cauti- 
ous in our prognoſtications.— Though in 
: general fatal, ſome inſtances of recovery take 
place, and that by criſis on the eleventh day, 
by a ſweat, diarrhoea, and more rarely by 
external abſceſſes of the abdomen. 

On the firſt attack, within the firſt twelve, or 
twenty-four hours, ſucceſs has attended by very 
copious bleeding, to the amount of twenty, 
or twenty-four ounces—afterwards a diar- 
rhœa was brought on by the adminiſtration 
of ſome purgative medicines, and continued

The purging was induced, and continued in 
the following manner —Immediately after

rently ſevere, has been attended with the 

happieſt ſucceſs.

Ipecacuanha alſo by ſome has, in this fever, | 

been eſteemed ſpecific, given in doſes of *_

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ing.—In the ſame manner it is repeated the 
following day; if there is no remiſsion of the 
ſymptoms, is even continued to the third or 
fourth day. A favourable remiſsion being 
procured, wine 1s then to be thrown in, and 
the ſymptoms of irritation obviated by opium 


—Afterwards we muſt proceed as in cure of 
putrid fever.

REMITTENT FEVERS 


Ars0 have other names annexed, and 
of them great variety —friſing either from 
ſome 


— 
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ſome attendant ſymptoms—the caufe from 
whence they are ſuppoſed to originate—the 
ſeaſon of the year in which they appear— - 
or the placts wherein they have been ob- 
ſerved to rage with ſome degree of violenoe 
as bilious fever—yellow fever marſi fever 
—autumnal remittent—IWeft- CO 
—and camp fever. 
Fevers of the remittent claſs are ſuch as 
never totally loſe their febrile appearances, 
but have their violence for a time abated, 
which returns at determinate periods; in- 
deed, many of them, with chillineſs, or 
yawning, coldneſs, or ſome ſimilar ſpaſ- 
modic effort, with a ſubſequent encreaſe of 
heat and other ſymptoms, without any evi- 
dent cauſe, or procatartic principle. But 
ſometimes in their courſe. they often ſo 
nearly reſemble continued fevers that they 
are not to be diſtinguiſhed but by the moſt 
attentive and accurate obſervation. -They are 
indeed of a middle nature, between the con- 
tinued and intermittent, partaking perhaps 
more of the nature of the laſt than firſt, from 
their yielding to nothing with ſo much cer- 
tainty as the 'bark,—from their ariſing from. 
the fame cauſe, marſh miaſma ; in the ſame, 
E 4 Places, 
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places,—at-the ſame ſeaſon of years, each of 
them being epidemic together; and very often 
in the ſame man, the ſame diſeaſe which 
appears, ſometimes exhibits an intermittent 
type, ſometimes that of a remittent. | 
_ Theſe fevers generally proceed in the fol. 
lowing manner: — They begin with yawning 
and ſtretching ; nauſea, or bilious vomiting, 
and a ſenſation of cold; then ſucceed ex- 
treme heat, thirſt, pain of the head, back, 
and ſtomach; reſtleſſneſs; difficulty of breath- 
ing, and generally delirium. The pulſe is 
now hard, though ſeldom very full; the 
tongue white and moiſt ; with a yellowneſs 
very percewable in the whites of the eyes, 
and ſometimes over the whole body. Theſe 
ſymptoms continue for two or three days; 
ſometimes for five or fix ; at length, a ſweat 
breaking out preſerves the patient, and renders 
him tolerably eaſy far a few hours; but the 
fever again rekindles, ſometimes with, ſome- 
times without the cold fit, After the con- 
tinuance of a certain number of hours, diffe- 
rent in different ſubjects, this ſecond fit ſpends 
its force, and again remits ; to which a third 
acceſsion of the uſual ſymptoms ſucceeds;, 
and in this manner the diſeaſe proceeds, till 
| =. death, * 
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death, or perfect recovery. This will furniſh 
a general idea of remittents, which practical 
utility divides but into two ſpecies, inflamma - 
tory and putfid. . In the fit the ſymptoms 
of exceſsive heat, thirſt, and pain, all run 
remarkably high, attended with a dry ſkin, 
and a ſtrong, full, and hard pulſe.---1n the 

laſt, the ſymptoms of nauſeaz vomiting, op- 


preſsion, extreme weakneſs, and dejection ; .

CHAP. I. 
OF THE SIMPLE REMITTENT FEVER.” . 


'Tms Fever 8 comes on ſuddenly... 
and begins with a ſenſe of debility, and a 
very great lowneſs of ſpirits. Theſe ſymp- 
toms are attended with a greater or leſs de- 
gree of chillineſs, a giddineſs, nauſca, pains 
in the head and loins, and trembling of the 
hands; the countenance is pale, or has a 
yellow caſt, the ſkin is commonly dry, the. 
eyes dull, and ſometimes yellow, the pulſe 
quick and ſmall, and the breathing general- 
ly difficult: as the e Vit: increaſes, the 
nauſea

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| nauſea becomes more violent, or there is a 
vomiting of bile. Sometimes bile is alſo 
voided by ſtool. The tongue becomes foul, 
a delirium follows; a ſlight moiſture appeats 
on the face, and from thence ſpreads to the 
other parts, and a remiſsion enſues. On the 
fever's remitting, the pulſe returns almoſt to 
its natural ſtate. 
This is the mildeſt degree of this "EY but 
when the diſorder gains ſtrength, or is very 
violent, the remiſſion is ſcarcely obvious, 
and is immediately followed by another pa- 
roxyſm, wherein all the ſymptoms are in- 
creaſed. | The mouth, teeth, and inſide of 
the lips, are not only covered with a black 
cruſt, but the tongue becomes ſo dry and ſtiff, 
that the patient's voice can ſcarcely be heard. 
And when the diſeaſe proves fatal, the matter 
of the different excretions becomes almoſt ca- 
daverous; the ſtools are involuntary, 'the 
pulſe quick, ſmall, and irregular; a cold 
ſweat is diffuſed over the whole body ; the 
face becomes convulſed ; the patient is em- 
ployed in feeling and picking the bed- 
clothes; then comes on a ſubſultus tendinum, 
and convulſions, with which the ſcene cloſes. 
"_ more favourable ſymptoms are, inflamma- 
tory 
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tory ſpots in the laſt ſtage of the diſeaſe, 
particularly on the breaſts, arms, or belly : 
the greater the number of petechiæ, the 


more hope/ of an happy iſſue. A copious 
and univerſal perſpiration ; and the repeat- 


edly voiding great quantities of urine, are 


very beneficial. ' To theſe, as favourable _ 

prognoſtics, the abſence of the ae 

ſigns may be added. |, + 
Men of ſtrong rigid fibres, and valetudi- 
narians, are very liable, in the hot dry 
months, to ſevere bilious fevers. In both the 
danger is great, but greateſt and moſt ſpeed- 
ly ſo in the robuſt, Women, children, and 
thoſe of a tender habit are more rarely at- 
fected; nor are the ſymptoms in theſe pe: ; 
tients ſo alarming. _ 
If the pulſe be fulland hard, and the heat 

intenſe, bleeding may be performed; but this 
is to be ordered with ſome caution. Though 
the ſtrong tenſe pulſe, with laborious breath- 
ing, may indicate bleeding, and the patient 
feels himſelf more light and eaſy, his pulſe. 
more ſoft and open, yet in a few hours, the 
{ſymptoms will he more or equally violent, 
and the patient low, feeble, and very deject- 
ed, with rigors and an inſupportable load in 
the 
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. the precordia, &c. This ſhould be pecu- 
larly attended to in hotter climates. But 
when there is a ſtaring wildneſs of the eyes, 
wuoith redneſs in them, inattentiòn to the at- 
tendants, a profuſe bleeding at the noſe, a 
proneneſs to action, the pulſe low and feeble, 
pain in the hypogaſtric region, &c. a few

Alfter the evacuations, which ſhould be 
firſt upward, then downward, the ſaline 
draughts may be given, in order to bring the 

fever ſooner to a criſis, or to regular inter- 
miſsions. Every mitigated period ſhould be 
watched, and not a moment neglected, in 
which proper medicines may be given, to ſe- 
cure complete, though ſhort, remiſsions. To 
promote perſpiration, give the tartariſed anti- 
mony, in ſmall doſes with nitre, in any con- 
venient vehicle; if this fails, after giving a 

few doſes, add to each, a ſmall quantity of 
camphor ; or r join the mild antimonials with ipe- 
| N cacuſana 
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eacuanha and camphor; and, if needful, 
immerſe the patient in a tepid bath of water 
and vinegar. As ſoon as a remuſsion is per- 
ceived, the bark is to be thrown in, repeated 
very frequently, and in a ſufficient large 
quantity, during each remiſsion, in ſuch a 
manner and form that « dram, or two ſcruples,. 
may be given, and repeated every ſecond or third 
hour, ſo that five or ſix drams may be taken 
in the courſe of ten or twelve hours, leſt the 
opportunity ſhould be loſt of giving a ſuffici- 
ent quantity of the medicine; as the fits 
about this period, that the bark is admiſsible, 
are apt to become double, and the fever to 
run into a continued form.

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If the bark ſhould' vomit, or-purge, a few 

drops of tinct. opit may be added to each 

doſe. One ounce and an half of. the bark is 
generally ſufficient to put a flop to the fever ; 
but it is to be continued daily, though in 
fmall doſes, till the patient has recovered his - 
firength. | 

The bark, though it does not always unme- 
diately put a ſtop to the progreſs of the fever, 
yet it invigorates the ſyſtem, prevents the 
more dangerous ſymptoms, and brings on the 
criſis much ſooner, and with leſs diſtreſs than 
where things are left to themſelves. 

It is a miſtaken notion which has prevailed 
relative to the bark exerting too much of a re- 
ſtringent power, and thus ſuppreſsing natural 
diſcharges; for its exhibition has been ſuc- 
ceeded evidently by a laudable ſeparation in 
the urine, with warm, profuſe, univerſal 
ſweats, and plentiful bilious ſtools ; though it 
effectually reſtrains all thoſe premature and 
colliquative ſweatings, which are common 
in theſe and intermitting fevers. 

The patient's drink may be pure vater 
toaſt and water, or barley-water, acidulated 
with lemon: juice, cream of tartar, or ſpirit 
of vitriol. The air in the patient's room 
| ſhould 
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ſhould be kept as pure and cool as poſsible, 
and he ſhould be as much expoſed to it, as he 
can well bear. | | 

A frequent repetition of ſome proper laxa- 
tive is neceſlify, to clear the alimentary canal 
from indurated, &c. colluvies, which are 
always generating during the progreſs of this 
diſeaſe. If the milder laxatives fail, give five 
grains of calomel with half a drachm of rhu- 
barb for one doſe, which, if neceſſary may be 
aſsiſted with oily glyſters. Coſtiveneſs muſt 
be oppoſed with reſolution. | 

Before we quit this ſubject, it is neceſſary 
to obſerve, that in cold climates, a too early 
uſe of the bark in this fever is hurtful ; but 
that in hot climates, ſuch as the Eaſt or 
Weſt Indies, unleſs recourſe be had to the 
bark on the very firſt remiſsion, though imper- 
fect, the fever is apt to aſſume a continu 
and dangerous form. | | 

In the remittents of an inflammatory type, 
too early an exhibition of the bark may be 


dangerous. Their cure ſhould be begun with 


bleeding, cooling purges, and ſmall doſes of 
antimonials, to break the force of the fever, 
and procure a remiſsion; then the/bark may 
be given with advantage; but in thoſe of a 
| | putrid 
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putrid form, after proper evacuations have 
been made with mild purgatives, ſuch as 


manna, ſal polychreſt, tartariſed kali, &c. 


and the nauſea and vomiting have been reliev- 
ed by repeated doſes of anti- emttic mixtures, 
the bark may be freely exhibited, which ge- 
nerally completes the cure. | 
If this fever attacks a female patient, on or 
near the time of the menſtrual evacuation 
(which is moſt frequently the caſe) and 
either ſuppreſſes or prolongs that diſcharge, 
the event is generally fatal, unleſs relieved 
by free bleeding, or ſuch medicines as pro- 
mote or reſtrain the diſcharge, (as one or the 

other is required.) Bleeding therefore is 
more neceſſary in the firſt part of the diſeaſe, 
in ſuch caſes, than ever is obſerved with reſ- 
pect to men, and the more vigorous of either 
fex, who labour under this diſorder. 

Cleanlineſs is a great promoter of health, 

and a ſtrict obſervance of it in all mſtances is 

peculiarly refreſhing to the ſick, in this and all 

other. diſorders of the putrid-and the bilious 

kind. | 
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or THE ANGINA MATION, on 2vrRID 
| SORE THROAT. 

Tus Ster is d pultzd peimittent bt che 
eruptive ſpecies, accompanied with an ul- 
cerated ſore throat. It is epidemic at times 
in the different countries in Europe, very fa- 
tal among children, and, for the moſt part, 
has for its aſſociate a ſearlet efloreſcence on 
the ſkin. The inflammation is here more of 
the eryſipelatous than of the phlegmonic 
kind. It comes on with a giddineſs of the 
head, chillineſs, or ſhivering, followed by 
great heat; and theſe interchangeably ſuc- 
ceed each other during ſome hours, till, at 
length, the heat becomes conſtant "ati in- 
tenſe. There is at the ſame time a languor, 
ſickneſs, and vaſt oppreſſion; the pulſe is 
ſmall and depreſſed, but extremely quick; 
the breathing frequent, and laborious; the 
ſkin exceſsively hot but not perfectly dry; 
the tongue moiſt, eſpecially toward the root, 
covered with a whitiſh, ſoft mucus, like 
cream. om etimes a nauſea, a vomiting, or 
Purging, or both, attend; there is a pain in 
the head, ſoreneſs of the throat; the eyes are 

1 inflamed 
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inflamed and watery, as in the meaſles ; there 
is a faintneſs and anxiety, together with a 
florid colour on the inſide of the throat and 
tonſils. Inſtead of this redneſs, a broad ir- 
regular ſpot, of a pale white colour, is ſome- 
times to be ſeen ſurrounded with a florid red; 

and on the ſecond or third day of the diſeaſe, 
the face, neck, breaſt, and hands, to the fin- 
ger ends, become of a deep eryſipelatous 
colour, with a ſenſible tumefaction; a great 
number of ſmall pimples, alſo, of a more in- 
tenſe colour than that which ſurrounds them, 
appear on the arms, and other parts; though 
the effloreſcence on the ſkin docs not always 
accompany this diſeaſe; when it does it ge- 
nerally appears on the third day, but brings 
no relief; on the contrary, the oppreſsion, 
difficulty of breathing, and nauſea,- increaſe 
oftentimes with purging ;: and the patient, 
who by this time begins to grow delirious, is 
either conſtantly toſsing 1 in bed, or lies i in a 
comatoſe ſtate; the ſtrength which hitherto 
has kept up more than might be. expected, 
now entirely fails; the breathing becomes 
more laborious, and ſwallowing difficult; 


and, before the ſixth day, life ends by ſuffo- 
cation.

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The ſoreneſs of the throat is attended with 
floughs, which ulcerates, different from what 
happens in the aphthoſe fever; the parotid 
glands commonly ſwell, and are extremely 
painful; a delirium frequently comes: on, 
with heat and reſtleſſneſs, eſpecially towards 
night; and a gentle and agreeable ſweat 
breaks out towards the morning, and a re- 
miſsion enſues, which ſometimes gives this 
diſeaſe the appearance of an intermittent: 
a faintneſs, nevertheleſs, ſtill attends; the 
pulſe is quick and ſmall; in ſome ſoft and 
full, but ſeldom hard. An offenſive bad 
taſte in the mouth is perceived in this diſ- 
eaſe, and (in the otherwiſe weak and in- 
firm, who are chiefly the ſubjects of it) an 
acute pain affects the head. —The breath is 
infectious, and ſhould therefore be RY 
againſt, 

This fever moſt frequently occurs in the 
latter part of the autumn :. and attacks chil- 
dren and people with lax habits. 

We ſhould allow ſtrong whey made with 
mountain, or any other rich wine, very free- 
ly; ſage tea; and, in caſe of great ſickneſs 
at the ſtomach, mint tea, negus, or other

acidulated drinks, will be uſeful, if _ as 
not run off by ſtool. 

The patient ſhould be kept in bed mode- 
rately warm. 

Bleeding ſhould be attempted with the 
greateſt caution, and nothing ſhould induce us 
to preſcribe it, withaut the inflammatory ſymp- 
toms run at the beginning extremely high ; for 
it diſpoſes the blood to run too rapidly into 
a putreſcent diatheſis, and hurries on the fa- 
tal ſymptoms dependent on that cauſe. In- 
deed all evacuations, except gentle ſweats, 
are generally injurious in this diſorder ; and 
therefore, if a looſeneſs and vomiting ſhould 
come on, and prove violent, notwithſtanding 
the complaints in the throat, and other 
ſymptoms, may ſeem to indicate their utility, 
they ſhould be checked by ſtimulants and 
opiates. Though on the firſt attack -of the 
diſeaſe, a vomit is highly ſalutary, not only 
in cleanſing the ſtomach and inteſtines of 
any ſordes which may be lodged there, and 
aſsiſt in aggravating the complaint, but by 
very often putting a total ſtop. to the diſeaſe; 
An emetic, therefore ſhould be exhibited, 
and chamomile tea drank plentifully, by 

which 
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which means you may, in a great meaſure, 


ſtop the ſickneſs, and prevent a ſupervening 
looſeneſs, which very frequently attends in 
this diſorder; and then order thus:

INTERMITTENT PEVERS, ox AGUES, 
Tus fever takes its name from there 
being a total ceſſation of all febrile affection 
between the paroxyſms: as in remittent 


fevers, 8 is only an abatement or miti- 
gation

gation of the ſymptoms; ſo in this, there is 


a total freedom, and the patient feels, dur- 


ing that interval, as if not oppreſſed with 
the diſeaſe. Intermittents have been divi- 
ved into vernal and autumnal—endemical and 
epidemical—alſo into Q@UoTIDIAN where from 
the termination of one fit to the beginning 
of another the ſpace of twenty-four hours 
is conſumed ;—tertian, where that of forty- 
eight—quartan where of ſeventy-two ;—and 
when longer erratic.—They have alſo been 


farther divided, but there diviſions ſeem to 


be of no practical uſe; —as the modes of 
cure in all are very ſimilar. And here we 
muſt obſerve, that a quartan is more diffi- 


cult to cure than a tertian, or quotidian, 


which laſt is often conquered by half an 
ounce of good bark. Auartans frequently 
extend from autumn to ſpring.—An autum- 
nal ague is more difficult to cure than a ver- 
nal. QAuotidians and double tertians, (that is 
where a tertian returns every day the pa- 
roxyſms being unequal, but ſimilar every 
other day) eſpecially when they anticipate 
the hour of their return, are apt to change 
into continued fevers, and are then attended 
with greater danger, .

IxrERMTTrExT Fevers have three regu - 
lar ſtages, viz. the cold fit, the hot fit, and 
the ſweating. | 
The fir/t begins with yawning, „ firetwbing, | 
pain in the back, and at the ends of the fin- 
gers; to theſe ſucceed great coldneſs and 
ſhivering, which laſt js ſometimes very vio- 
lent.. There is alſo a difficulty of breathing, 
with great oppreſsion, nauſea, and frequent 
_ vomiting; the lips and: cheeks are pale; the 
nails livid, and the whole ſkin ſhrivelled up, 
and contracted ; the pulſe is weak but quick; 
and the urine, - if any is made during this 
ſtage, 1 1s thin, crude, and diaphanous. 

This cold fit will ſometimes continue four 
or five hours, in other caſes not laſt longer 
than half an hour, but in general it remains 
between one and two hours; afterwards the 
hat fit commences, in which the ſickneſs, 
anxiety, and difficulty of breathing remain, 
but go off by degrees as the pulſe gets fuller 


and ſtronger; along with the heat there is 


exceſsive thirſt, violent head-ach, and fre- 
quently delirium; ſometimes, in very dan- 
gerous caſes, a degree of ſtupidity, or coma.

The breathing is quick, but free; the pulſe 


ſtrong, full, and rapid; the urine high co- 


lour ed. ® 1 ; 5 | 
How long this fit will continue is not cer- 


tain, it has no determinate period, but as a 
froeat comes on, which generally does, all 


the febrile ſymptoms vanith, and appear to be 
carried off by this cuticular evacuatien. Then 


ſucceeds the interval of eafe, which is diffe- 


rent according to the ſpecies of the intermit- 
tent. 13 

Profuſe ſweats muſt never be promoted in 
the courſe of intermitting ſevers; for by ſuch 
methods you weaken your patient to ſuch a 
degree as to render the-diſtemper dangerous, 
and the cure difficult.

At the beginning of fevers, it is very 
often, nay almoſt always, impoſsible to tell 
whether they will turn out continued, re- 
mittent, or intermittent; and, therefore, if 
any thing is neceſſary to be done, the ſtate 
of the conſtitution will point out of what 


nature it muſt be. If the pulſe is full, and 


the habit plethoric, bleeding will be requi- 
red ; if the ſtomach appears loaded, or foul, 


an emetic ſhould be exhibited ; and ſhould 
it fail to clear the inteſtines, ſome proper

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purgative ſhould be given; or an emollient 
glyſter thrown up. Indeed a vomit ſhould 
ſcarce ever be omitted, when the fever has put 
on,” and manifeſted its intermittent type. 
Four ſpoonfuls of the following may he giv- 
en, and continued at proper intervals, till 
it has produced its effects.

By theſe means, very often the diſorder 
will be conquered ; but ſhould they fail, 
and the febrile affections ſtill keep their 
ground, ontimonials, as in cafes of continued 
fevers, may be had recourſe to. Let the 
fever be of what nature it will, the method 
here laid down will be proper; but, if in 
ſome time it clearly ſhews it to be a ſpecies 
of intermittent, if the paroxyſm appears re- 
gular, paſsing through the cold, hot, and 
ſweating ſtages, and the intermiſsion is at- 
tended with an even, ſteady, ſoft pulſe, 
and a well-charged urine, we may boldly 
venture to throw in the bark; but other- 
wiſe it is of great conſequence to be wary 
in the exhibition of it; as it, if not- well 
timed, might be * of very F 
ous obſtructions.

It is neceſſary to obſerve, and ſhould be 
conſidered as a practical rule, that patients 
ſhould, during the intermiſsion, take as much 
bark as is ſufficient for the prevention of the 
return” of the paroryſm, Adults generally 
require from ſix to eight drams; and the 
continuance of the apyrexy will point out 
the times in which it ought to be taken. In 
a quotidian, the bark ought to be given 
every ſecond hour; in a tertian, every third or 
fourth ; in @ quartan, the firſt day free from 
oO febrile 
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febrile aflection, the medicine may be omit- 
ted; but the ſecond and third r be taken 
every ſecond or third hour. 

This medicine, properly ee ſel- 
dom fails to ſtop the return of the fever in 
a ſhort time; then, in order to prevent a 
relapſe, after this has happened, the medi- 
cine ſhould ſtill be continued every fifth or 
ſixth hour for two or three days; then twice 
a day for one week; and once a day for 
another; the patient avoiding night air, and 
refraining from any ſort of food that is cold, 
flatulent, and watery. 

Some ſtomachs will not win the bark 
either in ſubſtance or decoction ; in which 
caſe it may be 2 taken in the fol-

Much depends on the goodneſs of that 
excellent drug the bark, with which ſuch 
mighty things are done in medicine : its 
taſte and colour are the chief figns by which 

| to 


to diſtinguiſh its goodneſs ; its inſide ſhould 
be of a yellowiſh, reddiſh, or ruſty i iron co- 
lour; its outſide of a light aſh colour, and 
its rolls ſnould not be much larger than gooſe 
quills; it ſhould break cloſe and ſmooth, 
and prove friable between the teeth; its 
taſte ſhould be very bitter, im, and 
in ſome degree aromatic. 

When bark fails of curing, it has been 
ſaid to be owing either to its not being taken 
a ſufficient length of time, given in too ſmall 
doſes, or in an improper form. Six drams of 
powdered bark in a julep, warmed with ſome 
ſpirituous water, is the, moſt effectual mode; 
but if this cannot be ſubmitted to, and a 
quantity requiſite cannot be taken, 7 
glyſters may be given.

five days in ſummer, nor above a week | in 
the winter feaſon. 

After an ague is cured by the bark, no 
purgative, or even laxative, muſt be given 
tor a great length of time. 

Pyrmont water, and riding on horſeback, 
will aſsiſt much in ſecuring the body from 
farther attacks; and where the viſcera are 
perfectly ſound, cold bathing may be of great 
uſe in preventing a return of theſe fevers; and 
the bark ſhould be taken at the end of every 
two or three weeks, and repeated at propet 
intervals occaſionally. | 

When the Peruvian bark has failed, the 
following method has been known to [ uc- 
ceed in the cure of a tertian:

Pills made of cobwebs have been known 
to cure the ague. Indeed there are few 
diſorders that have ſuch a multiplicity of 
empirical remedies recommended for the 
cure; Dr. Lind has collected no leſs than 
forty, in his Eſſay on Diſeaſes incidental to 
Europeans in Hot Climates, p. 297.

ERUPTIVE FEVERS. 


Ai ſuch fevers are Came etum 
tive or exanthematous, as are conſtantly at- 
tended with ſome erruptions chiefly on the 
ſkin—owing to ſome ſpecific infectious or 
contagious matter received by ſome means 
into the conſtitution, that is prediſpoſed to 
favour the progreſs of ſuch matter, and 
produce febrile effects in the habit; for 
there muſt be ſuch a prediſpoſition preva- 
lent before the effects peculiar to each can 


be produced for if ſuch a prediſpoſition 
ä be wanting in conſtitutiots at the time any 
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of theſe fevers are Epidemical, the effects 


peculiar. to contagious or infectious matter 


cannot be produced thence it happens that 


many people eſcape from theſe diſeaſes, 


though living in the ſame places, and in 
the ſame mode with, thoſe who labour un- 


der any of theſe maladies; Whilſt others, 


who have once had ſome of theſe com- 
plaints, live the remainder of their hves free 
from the attack, and probably for the ſame 
reaſon—becauſe that prediſpoſition can never 
again take place in a conſtitution which 
has been previouſly affected and theſe fe- 
vers receive different names, according to 
the nature of the eruption —viz.—ſmall- 
pox chicken or ſwine-pox—meaſles—ſcar- 
let fever--eryſipelatous fever -miliary fe- 

ver - aphthous fever or thrufn and theſe we

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The firſt ſymptoms of the diſtinct ſort are 
like thoſe of moſt other fevers, a ſenſation 
of cold, ſhivering, great oppreſsion, nauſea, 
and vomiting, with pain in the head and 
back, exceſsive heat and thirſt; ſtraight- 
neſs about the præcordia, drowſineſs, ſome- 
times a degree "of delirium, and, in young 
children, convulſions, which" in them are 
conſidered as u faoewtufable” ſymptom. In ſtrong 
plethoric patients the pulſe is frequent, full, 
and hard; the eyes red and nns wy 
ſkin moiſt and foft, 


About the ſecond, third, or fourth day 
from the firſt ſeizure, little red ſpots are 
ſeen, like flea-bites, which feet hard in the 
Ain, when preſſed with the finger; which 
hardneſs diſtinguiſhes them from other erup- 
tions, particularly the meaſles, which at their 
firſt appearance can ſeldom be felt in this 
manner, being rather effloreſcences, not 
elevating the cuticle; and theſe ſpots ap- 
pear on the face, hands, and fore part of 
the arm, neck, and upper part of. the 
breaſt, nnen, attended with reſtleff- 
neſs. 

The pain, fickneſs, oppreſsion, and fe- 
brile affections, decreaſe as the eruption ap- 

| 9 9 pears? 
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pears, and, except the ſkin continuing hot 
and moiſt, go off in a day or two. About 
the ſixth day from the attack, the puſtules 
begin to ſwell, grow hot, and painful, and 
round their baſis the colour of the ſkin ap- 
pears of a florid red ; the whole face, and 
particularly the eye-lids, are ſoon after ſo 
puffed up that the eyes are often cloſed ; 
and the whole countenance — and 
inflated, as to have ſcarcely any reſem- 
blance of the natural features. Now the 
febrile ſymptoms begin to be rekindled, and 
encreaſe until the ninth, tenth, or eleventh 
day, according to the particular circum- 
ſtances reſpecting the quantity of eruption, 
and ſeverity of the diſeaſe, The puſtules 
on the ninth day are at their ſtate; and 
now the face and eye-lids ſwell; and, if 
numerous, the eyes cloſe up; the hands alſo 
begin to tumefy; the puſtules having many 
af them acquired the ſize of peas, and be- 
ing arrived at complete maturation, and 
filled with yellowiſh pus, begin to turn of a 
dark colour, to dry, and become rough; on 
the tenth day, on the face; on the eleventh 
the ſwelling ſubſides, and, as that happens, 
the hands and feet puff up, and the puſtules 

| do 
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do not fall till the fourteenth or fifteenth, 
when the puſtules begin to ſcale off. 
In the confluent kind all the above ſigns 
are greatly aggravated ; the ſpots are more 
red, thick, and cloſe, and the ſpaces be- 
tween them much more inflamed ; hvid ſpots 
alſo frequently attend. This kind of pock 
firſt appears about the fourth or fifth day, and 
comes to its ſtate about the fifteenth. The 
fever does not give way on the eruption, 
as in the diſtinct. 4 ſpitting, in adults, is 
a regular ſymptom in the confluent ſmall-por, 
from the ſirth day till after the criſis, the 
ſudden ſtoppage of which is attended with 
dangerous circumſtances, unleſs it be ſuc- 
cceded by a. remarkable ſwelling of the 
hands. A diarrhcea, in children, often pre- 
cedes this kind of ſmall-pox. | 
In caſes where the ſurface of the body 


is, in a manner, entirely covered over with 
the eruption, and this hardening into a con- 


tinued cruſt, what with the abſorption of 
the purulent matter, what with the offer · 
hve ſordes from the inteſtinal canal, and 
what with the obſtruction of the cutaneous 
diſcharges, the blood again appears to be 
affected with a morbific. acrimony, which 
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raiſes a new fever, that frequently deſtrays 
the patient, in ſpite of every effort to avert 
the fatal cataſtrophe. 


' This fecondary fever, ſa called, ought, 
perhaps, rather to be attributed to the in- 


complete ſeparation and expulſion of the 
variolous matter; and from hence, alſo, pro- 
ceed nauſea, and want of appetite, hectic 
heat, inflammations of the eyes, cedema+ 
tous ſwellings of the hands and feet, ab- 
fceſſes, and untoward ulcers, eſpecially in 
ſcrophulous habits, and foolithneſs, a degree 
of delirium, without fever, a cough, and 
other phthiſical ſymptoms. The ſureſt re- 
medy for every one of theſe complaints 1s 
the cortex, as a tonic, an antiſeptic, and 
corrector of aerimony, and grand reſtorative, 
Joined to a proper courſe of diet, change of 
air, and the prudent interpoſition of cathar- 
ties. 

- The danger of this diſeaſe is generally 
eſtimated by. the number. and nature of . the 
puſtules, and chiefly by thoſe on the face; 
alſo, by the manner of. their coming out; the 
more ſlow and regular their appearance, the 
more ynivexlyt will be the ſeparation of the

the face, and about the throat, or on the 
breaſt, or the neck, the better.

the ſymptoms and ſeaſons of the year: the 
patient for inſtance, muſt be kept warmer 
in winter than in ſummer: a hot regimen, 
at all times, is now juſtly and univerſally 
exploded, 

The diet ſhould be light, and not heat. 
ing; the apartment thould be kept cool, 
and the patient fit up ſame hours every 
day, if the ſtrength will permit. 

The drink ſhould be cold water, or bar- 
ley-water, milk and water, mulk-porridge; 
barley gruel: ſmall white-wine whey, in 
ſome caſes may be allowed. Attenuating 
drinks cannot be too much inculcated in ei- 


ther the diſtinct or confluent pock; but, 


above all, the free admiſsion of pure air. 

It appears obvious, that the ſmall-pox is 
to be treated according to the nature of the 
teyer which accompanies. it; if the diſeaſe 

ſhould 
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ſhould ſeize people whoſe conflitution labours 
under an inflammatory diatheſis, and have the 
ſymptoms of an inflammatory fever, copious 
bleeding, and that repeated if the ſymptoms 
do not abate on the firſt evacuation, 3s ne- 
ceſſary; antimonials in ſmall doſes, with 
nitre, and cooling ſub- acid drinks; and glyſ- 
ters to empty the bowels. If, on the con- 
trary, thoſe of an oppoſite temperament, tho 
have been erhauſted by previous diſorders, or 
who have weak and relared fibres, with a poor 
and thin flate of fluids, and ſhould ſteal on in 
a gradual way, like a nervous fever, we mult 
endeavour to rouze the languid animal mo- 
tions, by giving warm wine, or ſtrong ſack- 
whey, with ſome drops of compound ſpirit 
of ammonia in each doſe; and, on no ac- 
count, to attempt to leſſen the quantity of 
blood, or give any thing that may bring 
on a number of looſe ſtools: a gentle eme- 
tic will be beneficial, as its action may not 
only tend to promote the eruption, but, 
alſo, by unloading the ſtomach, - may 're- 
move the heavy ſickneſs, and relieve the 
anxiety. en ee Ac

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But ſhould we know the fluids to be in 
2 putreſcent ſtate, and a putrid fever be 
the aſſociate, bleeding muſt, by all means, 
be avoided, and ſuch ſteps taken as have 
been before adviſed, in fevers of that type. 

In caſe of a looſeneſs, deco. cornu cervi 
cum cortic. cinnamom: will be. a proper 
drink; but we ſhould be very circumſpect - 
how we check the diarrhcea, unleſs it be 


too violent.

If the ſymptoms go on properly, and a 
coſtiveneſs attends, many chooſe to procure 
a ſtool by an emollient clyſter every ſecond 
or third day; others omit it tall the ninth 
day; but this laſt cannot ſurely be main- 
tained as a reaſonable practice; fince ex- 
perience evinces the propriety of keeping 
the bowels gently and regularly open. 

After the eruption is complete, ſyr. pa- 
pav. alt 3i. with aq. diſtillat. 3i. for a child 
of four years old, and ſo in proportſon, 
every night, is ſtrongly recommended by 

Ls many 
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many practitioners ; provided the body be not 
coſtive ; a circumſtance, as juſt now remark- 
ed, which ſhould be carefully guarded again}t, 
If a vomit hath been omitted in the be- 
ginning of the diſeaſe, a nauſea, and ſick- 
neſs at the ſtomach, will frequently be the 
conſequence; in this caſe, let the patient 
drink plentifully of warm water to empty 
the ſtomach, or give a gentle emetic; or a 
little white-wine whey, under ſuch a cir. 
cumſtance, will afford relief; or,

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In caſe a delirium and lethargic ſymptoms 
come on towards the criſis, with reflleſſmeſs, and 
difficulty of breathing, bliſters muſt be imme- 
diately applied to the legs and arms; but, 
above all, there ſhould be a full admiſsion 
of pure air, with as much cold water for 
drink as the thirſt requires, and the bowels 
ſhould be conſtantly kept open. 

Gentle cardiacs, in almoſt all caſes of this 
kind, ſhould not be omitted.

— Bleeding in this caſe is eſteemed in- 
jurious, though the pain may ſeem to indi- 
cate it.

Some phyſicians have lately recommended 


mercurials in the confluent ſmall-pox, ſo as 
to raiſe a gtntle ptialiſm ; this practice has 
in ſeveral inſtances been attended with ſuc- 


ceſs, though mercury has not been given to 
the extent of producing ſalivation—and un- 


doubtedly merits farther conſideration. 
Gentle purgatives are recommended to- 

wards the decline of this diſtemper; ſuch as 

infuſ. ſen. tinctur. ſen. ſal. Rupellenſ. vel 


kali tartar. afterwards ſtronger carthartics, 


ſuch as the extract. colocynth.. cum aloe 


gr. xv. vel, gi. Pro doſi, & n ad 


quatuor vel ſex vices. 

Some greatly diſapprove of ſevere purges 
after the ſmall-pox, ſuppoſing that they bring 
on various difeaſes: ſuch as ſcrophulous tu- 
mours, &c. It is moſt certain we often find, 
where they have been neglected at proper in- 
tervals, that many troubleſome diſorders en- 
fue ; ſuch as ſtrumous ophthalmies, ſwel- 
lings, &c. which, when they do happen, 
are beſt removed by alteratives and mild 
evacuations.— But if ſuch complaints ſhould 
ariſe, in tender habits, from too ſevere 
purging, or ſhould not ſubmit to the former 
method, we muſt have recourſe to the cor- 

tex, 
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tex, and to aſſes milk : perpetual bliſters, 
and, in groſs, ſcrophulous ſubjects, iſſues, 
at the decline of this diſorder, will be of 
inſinite ſervice. | | 
Small doſesof calomel are very ſucceſsfully 
- uſed after the fmall-pox, and injure the ten- 
der conſtitution leſs than profuſe purging. 


S — 
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IxocuLatION is the happieft mcthod 
of communicating the ſmall-pox: yet, not- 
withſtanding the great ſucceſs that gene- 
rally attends it, it requires preparation, with 
reſpect to the ſubject of inoculation, and 
diſcretion,, with reſpect to . the operator. 
The patients ſhould. be ſound and healthy, 
or at leaſt free from acrimonious humours. 

Whilſt children are at the. breaft before 
the time of getting their teeth, is conſider- 
ed as the beſt period for inoculation.— 
Should that time be paſt over, the next ap- 
| pears to be from two years, and upwards 
nay fome practitioners give it the-;prefer- 
ence, as the proportion of children- dying 
before that period ſhews how much they are 
| liable 
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liable to diſeaſes of other kinds. Indeed very 
young children are ſubject to have a great 
number of puftules, which aways indicate 
danger. 

As to the ſeaſons for inoculation, wens i 18 
no reaſonable objection to be made to any, 
unleſs ſome epidemic ſtate of the air prevails. 

With regard to the preparation, the great 
point is thought. to lie in reducing the pa- 


tient if in high health, and in ſtrengthening 


him if weak ; alſo to clear the bowels from 
all crudities. In order to effect this, it is 
proper to abſtain from all animal food, 
brotlis, butter, cheeſe, eggs, ſpices, and 
fermented liquors; and enter upon a diet 
of puddings, gruel, ſago, milk, rice, fruit, 
greens, potatoes and vegetables; with the 
.uſe of tea, coffee, and chocolate. This 
courſe is to be purſued for a week or ten 
days; during which time he is to take three 
preparative pills; or the medicine may be 
given in the form of a powder, and taken 
in currant- jelly or ſyrup, going to reſt ; and 
the next morning purged off with a doſe of 
Glauber's ſult diſſolved in barley-water or 
water-gruel. / 

The firſt doſe thould be given at the en- 
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trance of this courſe; the ſecond, three or 
tour days after ; and the third, on the eighth 
or ninth day ; and the inoculation ſhould be 
performed the day after the laſt doſe has 
been taken. Some caſes may occur, of 
weakly patients, where the above plan, 
both as to diet and medicine, may be diſ- 
penſed with; and boiled chicken or any 
light food may very judiciouſly be adminiſ- 
tered : and where a few alteratives, ſuch as 
æthiops, for ſome days, with a gentle purge 
or two, may be fufficient. 
The preparative medicine is to be 0 
of prepared calomel, and crabs claws, of each 
eight grains, and one eighth part of a grain of 
tartariſed antimony. Theſe ſhould be inti- 
mately mixed in a [glaſs mortar. This quan- 
tity is a full doſe for a healthy man or wo- 
man; and it muſt be regulated in propor- 
tion to the age and conſtitution. {+ 

For girls of ten or twelve years F have 
commonly given three grains of calomel, and 
three of crabs*. claws, and one ſixteenth 
part of a grain of tartariſed antimony. 

Notwithſtanding what has been ſaid on 
preparation, previous to inoculation, it muſt 
be acknowledged that many eminent prac- 

tiitioners 
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kitiondrs now doubt its efficacy, and boldly 
inoculate all perſons in health without any 
previous preparation. Perhaps this method 
is not leſs ſucceſsful, but it will ſcarcely 
ever be {0 acceptable to the patients or their 
friends, ſimplicity and want of myſtery be- 
ing always diſiked by the oy of mans 
kinds \ 

As to the manner of communicating the 
infection; a little of the matter is to be taken 
from the place of inſertion; if the patient is 
under inoculation, or from a puſtule, if in 
the natural way, on the point of a lancet. 
This 1s to be introduced in that part of the 
arm where iſſues are cut, deep enough to paſs 
through the ſcarf-ſkin, and juſt to touch the 
{kin itſelf; It is in general proper to make 
two of theſe punctures, cloſe to each other, 
in order to render the infection more certain. 
Neither bandage, plaſter, or covering is to 
be applied. 

Many recommend the taking the matter in 
a crude ſtate or during the eruptive fever; 
and it ſeems indifferent whether it be from a 
patient who has the ſmall-pox in the natu- 
ral way, or by inoculation: 

The ſooner the operation is pala 

H 2 after 
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after taking of the matter the better—at ap- 
pears to be more certain in producing its 

effects, and ſhews much more early ſigns of 
its having taken place. 

About the third day after the opbration, 
the ſmall punctures appear inflamed. . At 
that period it will be proper to give three 
grains of prepared -calomel, and as much crabs 
claws, with one-tenth part of a grain of tarta- 
riſed antimony, very intimately mixed, go- 
ing to reſt, in the form of a powder or pill; 
purging the patient next day briſkly with 

_Jalgp or vitriolated natron. This ſhould be 
repeated about the ſixth or ſeventh day, 
and by many is again practiſed during the 
eruption. About the ſixth or ſeventh day, 
pains come on in the arms, which indicate 
the eruption ; then follow pains in the head, 
back, loins, &c. with a foetid breath, and 
bad taſte in the- mouth. And now, the 
eruption being completed, little remains to 
be done, but to give a gentle laxative 
draught of infuſion of ſena and manna with 
$7. 07 35. of tartariſed kali, provided the fe- 
verith ſymptoms run high. 

Should the ſmall wounds not appear in- 


flamed, but remain pale and flat about the 
edges 


, 
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edges, with other unfavourable-appearances, 
then the powder or pill firſt ordered muſt 
be given over-night,. and purged off next 
day. 

At this period it is indiſpenſably nebel 
to keep the patient out of bed, and to let him 
have as much free air as poſsible, either by 
walking out, or (if the weather forbids that) 
by having the windows up, and that he be 
kept in gentle motion. Frequent caſes have 
occurred of very tender, delicate girls, who 
chuſe rather to ſit by the fire than more 
about; yet, upon their having a window 
thrown up, and a glaſs of cold water given 
them, even when the fever ran high, pleaſ- 
ing ſenſations of relief were the immediate 
0 

The ſucceſs of inoculation depends greatly 
upon this method of keeping the patient out 
of bed, and expoſing him to the cool air 
during the eruptive fever. | 

I have inoculated with matter taken dur- 
ing the eruptive fever, and with matter in 

the mature ſtate ; but am not able to deter- 
mine which is preferable, both having an- 
ſwered equally well. - 
I have never had a boil or ſwelling of any 
H 8 kind 
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kind complained of in this new method of 
inoculation ; yet have had frequent experi- 
ence of very troubleſome ſwellings in the 
old way. | 

Three doſes of ohyſie, after the eruption is 
gone, ſeem necellary to be given at proper 
periods. 

After the completion of the eruption, the 
mercurial antimonial medicine is recom- 
mended to be taken at proper intervals, till 
the puſtules are brought to their height; 
and any light purging apozem may be uſed 
to procure a ſtool or two every day. | 
The patient, during this ſtage, if he be ſo 
unfortunate as to have many puſtules, a thing 
which happens but rarely with ſkilful opera- 
tors, ſhould not be raſhly carried into the open 
air, becauſe nature may ſtand in need, and 
often does, of reſt and nouriſhment ; there- 
fore, lying on the bed, and being» at eaſe, 
muſt be the buſineſs of this ſtate. A plea- 
ſant drink is ordered, at this period of the 
diſeaſe, by ſome experienced inoculators, to 
be made with one part of diluted vitriolic 
acid, and two parts of /p. etheris vitriol. 
Half an ounce of this is to be added to three 
Pins of -barley-water, or as much pectorat 
decoction, 
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e and is uſed to much e as 
common drink. | | 

To conclude; the preparation in full 1 
| bits of body ſeems moſtly neceſſary; but in 
others it may be omitted : and inoculation 
has been as ſucceſsful, where it has been per- 
formed after one calomel pill and a doſe of 
phyſic, as after the long courſe. The laxa- 
tive ſtate of the body, with pure and cool 
air, during the eruptive period, appear al- 
ways neceſſary: and theſe, contrary to for- 
mer practice, are intended to abate any fe- 
veriſh ſymptoms, which are now looked 
upon as the greateſt enemy, inſtead of na- 
ture's friendly agent as heretofore.

OF THE SWINE AND CHICKEN POX., 


The Swine and chicken-pox differ but in 
name, and are of a milder nature than the 
i{mall-pox. | | 
Theſe pocks break out in many without 
any illneſs, or previous ſign ;_ in others they 
are preceded by a little degree of chillineſs, 
laſsitude, cough, broken ſleep, wandering 
H 4 pains» 
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pains, loſs of appetite, and feveriſhneſs for 
three days. Moſt of the eruptions are the 
common ſize of the ſmall-pox, but ſome are 
leſs; they are not confluent or numerous. 
On the firſt day they are reddiſh ; on the 
ſecond, on the top of moſt of them, there 
is a very ſmall bladder about the ſize of a mil- 


let-ſeed : this is ſometimes full of a watery, 


colourleſs, ſometimes of a yellowiſh liquor, 
contained between the "cuticle and ſkin- 
On the ſecond, or at the fartheſt on the 
third day from the beginning of the erup- 
tion, as many of theſe pocks as are nat hro- 
ken, ſeem arrived at their full maturity ; 
and thoſe which are fulleſt of that yellow 
liquor very much reſemble what the genu- 
ine ſmall-pox are about the fifth or ſixth 
day, eſpecially where there happens to be a 
larger ſpace than ordinary occupied by the 
extravaſated ſerum. When the little blad- 
der is burſt by accident or rubbing, as hap- 
pens ſometimes on the firſt day, there forms 
a thin ſcab, and the ſwelling of the other 
part abates without its ever being turned in- 
to pus, as it is in the ſmall-pox. The few 
which eſcape being burſt, have the little 
| 0 of liquor contained in the veſicle at 
the 
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the top of them turn yellow and thick, and 
dries into a, ſcab. On the fifth day of the 
eruption, they are almoſt dried, and covered 
with a ſlight cruſt, The patients ſcarce ſuffer 
any thing through the whole progreſs of the 
illneſs, except ſome languidneſs of ſtrength, 
ſpirits, and appetite. A proper regimen, 
with plenty of dilution, ſeems to be the chief 
intention neceſſary for the cure, with a few 
mild purges. The principal marks by which 
the chicken-por may be diſtinguiſhed. from 
the ſmall-pox are, the appearance on the ſe- 
cond or third day from the eruption of the 
veſicle full of ſerum upon the top of the 
pock, and the cruſt which covers the pocks 
on the fifth day; at which time thoſe of 
the ſmall-pox are not at the heighth of their 
ſuppuration. Thoſe who have once had the 
chicken-pox are not capable of having it 
again, It is proper to remark here, that 
they ſometimes are ſo large, and come to 
ſuch maturity, as to be miſtaken for the 
imall-pox. Theſe inſtances have given riſe 
to the ſuppoſition of ſome perſons having 
had the true ſmall-pox a ſecond time; and 
where inoculators have been ſo unwary as 
to take infection from them, have, beſides 
| | | injuring 
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injuring the reputation of the pracfice, oc- 
caſioned ſome falling ſacrifices to a fatal ſe- 
curity. The predominant epidemic, and the 
way in which the infection had been received, 
ſhould ever be enquired into before inſec- 
tious matter is taken from a natural ſmali- 
pock, attended with a very few eruptions. 
There is a cutaneous diſeaſe believed to be 
a more malignant kind of chicken-pox, and 
thus deſcribed : the diforder is preceded for 
three or four days by all the ſymptoms which 
forerun the chicken-pox, but in a much 
higher degree; on the fourth or fifth day the 
eruption appears with very little abatement of 
the fever; the pains likewiſe of the limbs and 
back ſtill continue, to whzch are joined pains 
of the gums. The pocks are redder than the 
chicken-pocks, and ſpread wider and hardly 
rife ſohigh; at leaſt not in proportion to their 
ſize. Inſteud of one little head or veſièle of & 
ferous matter, theſe have from four to ten or 
twelve. They go off juſt like the chicken- 
pox, and are, diſtinguiſhable by the ſame 
marks; beſides which, the continuance of 
the pains and fever after the cruption, and 
the degree of both theſe, though there be 
not above twenty pocks, are what never 
happen

happen In the ſmall-pox. The mode of 
cure is ſimilar to what has been delivered

CHAP. Ih. 
OF THE MEASLES. 


Tur Meaſles are known by the appear- 
ance of ſmall eruptions, reſembling flea- 
bites, over the face and body; but particu- 
larly about the neck and breaſt, not tending 
to ſuppuration. Many of theſe ſpots ſoon 
join, and form red ſtreaks, or ſuffuſions, 
larger or ſmaller, which inflame the ſkin, 
and produce a very perceptible ſwelling of 
the face; each ſmall ſpot is raiſed a little 
above the ſurface, eſpecially in the face, 
where they are. maniteſt to the touch; in 
the limbs and trunk they form only a rough- 

nels. | | 
The ſigns are a general uneaſineſs, chil- 
lineſs, and ſhivering, pain in the head, in 
grown perſons ; but, in children, a heavi- 
neſs, and ſoreneſs in the throat; fever, ſick- 
neſs, and yomiting, as happen in moſt fe- 
yers; but the chief characteriſtic ſymptoms 
3 | | —_ 
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are, a heavineſs about the eyes, twith "/ivellin g. 
mflammation, and a. defluxzion of ſharp tears, 
and great acuteneſs of ſenſation, ſo that they 
cannot bear the light without pain, together 
with a diſcharge of ſerous humour from the 
no/trils, which produces ſneezing, The heat, 
and other febrile ſymptoms, encreaſe very 
rapidly; to which ſucceeds a frequent and 
ery cough, a fiuffing, great oppreſsion, and 

. oftentimes retching to vomit, with violent 
pains in tlie loins, and ſometimes a looſeneſs; 
at other times there is great ſweating, the 
tongue foul, and white; the thirſt very 
great, and in general the fever runs much 

higher than in the milder ſort of the regular 
ſmall-pox. The eruptions appear about the 
fourth or fifth day, and ſometimes about the 

end of, the third. On the third, or fourth 
day, from their firſt appearance, the redneſs 
diminiſhes, the ſpots, or very ſmall puſtules, 
dry up, the cuticle peels off, and is replaced 

by a new one. The ſymptoms do not go off 
on the eruption, as in the ſmall-pox, except 

the vomiting; the cough and head-ach con- 
tinue, with the weakneſs and defluxion on 
the eyes, and a conſiderable degree of fever. 

On the ninth, or eleventh. day, no trace of 

| „ ; rednels 
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redneſs ts to be: found, but the ſkin aſſumes 
its wonted appearance; yet twithout there 
have been ſome conſideruble evacuations, either 
by the ſkin, kidneys, or by vomiting, the 
patient will not recover ſtrength but the 
cough will continue, the fever return with 
new violence, and bring on great diſtreſs and 
danger. A fimilar method nearly as in the 
ſmall-pox is here requiſite; only in this caſe 
the patient ſhould-be in a moderately warm 
air, keep in bed, uſe great quantities of weak 
tepid drink, dilution being very requilite, as 
the diſeafe is attended with inflammation ;- 
eſpecially of the lungs. 

Bleeding is abſolutely neceſſary, if the fe- 
ver be high, the pulſe hard, the load an! 
oppreſsion heavy, and all the ſymptoms. 
violent, and, if poſsible, before the appear- 
ance of the eruption: however, if it has not 
been done before, it muſt nevertheleſs by n6 
means be neglected, or muſt be largely re- 
peated, according to the urgency of the 
caſe; for as the lungs are chiefly concerned 
in this diſtemper, great regard muſt be had 
to them; and if the head and cheſt are 
much affected, blood ought to be drawn from 
the feet in preference to the arm.

- Vomits are to be uſed with great cautién 
here, as the blood is much agitated, and the 
pulmonary veſſels much weakened by cough- 
ing. Though ſmall dofes' of antimonials

| Tu IS fever takes its name from the ng 
let effloreſcence which appears on the ſkin 
of the whole body, not riſing above the ſur- 
face, attended with heat, dryneſs, and itch- 
ing. It commences with a chillineſs and 
ſhivering like other fevers, but without great 
ſickneſs; and theſe are ſucceeded by heat, 
thirſt and head-ach; ſometimes in a very 
moderate degree, at others more violent.— 
The ſkin is covered with red ſpots, more nume- 
-rous, much broader, of a Fuller red, but leſs 
uniform: than thoſe of the meaſles. The erup- 
-tion appears more like a red coloured effu- 
ſion, than diſtin ſpots, and by this may 
the ſoarlet fever be diſtinguiſhed from the 
3211 meaſles.

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meaſles. After two, three, or four days, 


the effloreſcence diſappears, the cuticle peels 
off, and there remains a kind of branny 
ſcales, diſperſed over the body, which ſome· 
times re- appears two or three times. 
It generally appears towards the end of 
ſummer, and particularly attacks children.

| ſtate, there is little required from art, but 


the kindly warmth. of the bed, confimng the

The fever here is not 
uſually more ſevere | nor diſtreſsing than 
where theſe do not make their appearance, 
and requires no interpoſition, except the fe- 
verruns high; then bleeding and the anti- 
phlogiſtic method may be had recourſe to. 
But the ſcarlet fever ſometimes puts on a 
very malignant appearance. It then attacks 
with a chillineſs, languor, ſickneſs, and op- 
preſsion; theſe are ſucceeded by great heat, 
nauſea, and vomiting, with a ſoreneſs in the 
throat, a ſmall quick pulſe, and a frequent 
and laborious breathing. The tonfils appear 
inflamed and ulcerated, though not much 
ſwelled; and on the third day the effloreſ- 
cence appears, but without any relief. When 
it proves fatal, it generally terminates, by a 
ſuffocation, before the ſixth day. | 
This dangerous kind of the ſcarlet-fever 
requires great caution and judgment in the 
method of cure. Bleeding - can hardly be or- 
_ dered with ſafety, but if inflammatory ſymp- 
toms ſhould prevail ſo as to indicate that eva- 
citation, it muſt be made by ſcarifying, and 
afterwards applying cupping-glafſes betwixt 
the ſhoulders, and repeating the operation as

In general it is termed eryſipelas; or St. An-

This fever is generally preceded by cold

Theface if that ſhould be the ſeat of the com- 
plaint, ſwells ſuddenly: with great pain, and 
a gloſſy, ſhining redneſs, inclining to yellow; 


' abundance of ſcurf or ſmall pimples appear, 
which often riſe into little bliſters, and ſpread 


conſiderably over the whole head, the eye- 


lids in the mean time being cloſed up by the 
ſwelling, which is puffy; a difficulty of 


breathing ſometimes attends. The Pain,

mixed; though in both the contained fluid 
has a ſouriſh ſmell, and is ſaid to have a very 
acrid taſte. This fever like other eruptive 
fevers, may be of different kinds, either of 
the impl continued, the inflammatory, pus 
trid, or nervous. When accompanied by the firft, 
it is generally of the mildeſt ſort, for in this, 
before the eruption, the ſymptoms are mode- 
rate, no great pain, thirſt or fickneſs; the 
pulſe rather depreſſed and hard; till the third 
or fourth day theſe increaſe, when the erup- 
tion makes its appearance, chiefly on the 
neck, back; and breaſt, preceded by a copi- 
ous ſweat, of a ſourith ſmell, a tingling fen- 
ſation in the ſkin, particularly in the fingers 
and an itching in thoſe places where the 
miliary eruption is moſt plentiful. The erup- 
tion, replete with ſerum, having an inflam- 
matory appearance, round the bottom of the 
ſmall veſicles, is generally completed in 
thirty hours.

The chillneſs of this fever is 
ſometimes ſucceeded by heat, and ſome- 
times immediately by a fweat, without any 
intermediate ſtate of heat, and the heat will 
ſometimes come on without any remarkable 
chillneſs previous to it; and the chillneſs has 
been obſerved to go off without being fol- 
lowed by heat or ſweat. The duration of 
theſe ſtages is ſeldom the ſame for three: fits 
together.---The hectic patient is little or not 
at all relieved by the coming on of the ſweat, 
but is often as anxious and reſtleſs in the ſweat 
as in the chillneſs and heat.

This hectic will return with great exactneſs, 
like a quotidian, tertian, or quartan, for two, 
perhaps three fits together, ſeldom or never 
for four; and the fit will now and then keep 
off for ten or twelve days, and at other 
times, eſpecially when the patient is very ill, 
it will return ſo frequently on the ſame day, 
that the chillneſs of a new fit will follow im- 
mediately the ſweat of the former. Pains 
like the rheumatiſm will often afflict hectic 
patients, even ſo ſtrong as to require opium. 
Swellings of the neck, trunk, and limbs, - 
will riſe up almoſt inſtantaneouſly, but they 
are not painful, hard, or diſcoloured, and 
they continue for ſeveral hours. | 

Sometimes it will attack thoſe in apparent 
tolerable health, in a violent and ſudden man- 
ner, like à common inflammatory fever, bring- 
ing the patient into imminent danger, then 
abate, and little fever remain; but that has 
never ceaſed but with . life. This though is 
rare, It commonly creeps on ſg flowly, 
that for ſome months people ſcarce think 
themſelves. ill, complaining only of being 
ſooner than uſual tired, of want of appetite, 
and of falling away, but if the pulſe beat 

; x 2 ninety, 
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ninety, perhaps an hundred and twenty times 
in a minute, there is the greateſt reaſon to be 
apprehenſive of the event. 

Though there perhaps is no diſorder, where 
the pulſe is of more uſe to direct our judge- 
ment, without great caution, once in twentʒ 
times we may be deceived, if we truſt entire- 
ly to it; for in that proportion, a patient with 
all the worſt ſigns of decay, from ſome incu- 
rable cauſe, which irreſiſtibly goes on to de- 
{troy his life, will not ſhew the leaſt degree 
of quickneſs, nor any other irregularity of 
the pulſe, to the day of his death. The cure 
olf tevers of this claſs depend on artificial ma- 
nagement, as ſcarce any is to be expected from 
nature, and as they are of ſuch long continu- 
ance, the dietetic regimen is thought pre- 
fcrable to the pharmaceutic. Hence courſes 
of goat's whey, afles' milk and freſh butter- 
milk, with the Seltzer and Briſtol waters, 
are recommended, and oftentimes the bark 
is given with advantage, as it is found to mo- 
derate the ſweats and prevent the violent 
paroxyſms of the fever; but -country air, 
cheerful company, and riding, or failing, 
contribute moſt ſpeedily to a recovery. 
Indeed there is little doubt, but if, before 
| | | the 
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the diſeaſe is gone tov far, patients would 
take a ſea voyage, many who are threat: 
ened with, or labour under a hectic. fever, 
would have their lives prolonged... . 

This affords a general ſurvey of the heRtic 
fever, and the mode of management ; but 
in ſome caſes, other means will be found 
neceſſary, which we ſhall conſider in the 
two fallowing chapters, under the titles of 
phthiſis pulmonalis, and tabes,

or THE PHTHISIS PULMONALIS, on PUL- 
MONARY CONSUMPTION. | 


A Pulmonary conſumption is attended 

with a cough, dyſpncea, a hectic fever, a 
total waſting of all parts of the body, and 
very often a ſpitting up of pus, proceeding 
from an ulcer, or tubercles in the lungs, 
An effort of nature to clear the lungs from 
any purylent matter irritating them, ap- 
pears to be the cauſe of all the ſymptoms; 
The cauſes inducing this are intemper- 
ance, —a very tender and delicate habit of 
body, —h æmorrhages,—pleuriſ y,—long con- 
k 3 |  timyed 
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tinued coughs,—bad digeſtion, —ſevere ſtu. 
dy,—grief,—ſchrophula,—ſometimes from a 
particular formation and ſtraitneſs of the 
thorax, or an hereditary taint in the habit. 
The occaſonal cauſe is almoſt always a cold 
caught from expoſure to cold, damp, or 
night air, or from wet clothes. | 

It is diſcovered by the ſucceeding ſymp- 
toms. In the beginning there is a dry obſti- 
nate cough, with a tone of voice more acute 

or {ſhrill than uſual; a weight and oppreſ- 
ſion of the breaſt, with difficult reſpiration 
in walking, flying pains and ſtitches, with 
uneaſineſs about the diaphragm, a fever 
which is conſtant, encreaſing after eating, 
with a circumſcribed roſy redneſs of the 
cheeks, while the reſt of the face looks pale, 
and as it were dirty, and grows thin. The 
fever is attended alſo with a ſmall, frequent 
pulſe, in the evening and night encrealing ; 
whence watching, much heat, and early in 
the morning a ſweat. But the ſever ſome- 
times. makes the attack like a peripneu- 
mony, with greater difficulty of breathing, 
ſometimes with ſpit rather bloody, and at- 
terwards with a more copious expectoration, 
which is purulent; hence thirſt, high-co- 
loured 
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joured urine, and emaciation encreaſes.—. 
The ſpits in the beginning are few, difficult 
to be expectorated, viſcid ; then the fever 
remitting, they become more copious, of an 
aih-colour,-rather ſweet, or ſalt and acrid to 
the taſte, fœtid, yellow when dry, and very 
viſcid ; when thrown into water they fall to 
the bottom, unleſs - ſupported by froth. 
Sometimes the ſpits are in the form of little, 
white, round lumps. When theſe ſymp- 
toms are violent, an hæmoptoe ſoon attends, 
in which the blood thrown up appears thin, 
florid, and frothy ; and afterwards it becomes 
paler, and then the diſcharge is gradually 
changed into pus. At length a colliquative 
diarrhoea comes on, ſuppreſsing expectora- 
tion; the nails grow curved, the ends of the 
fingers bulbous; the hair falls off, the body 
becomes extremely thin; and death, ſcarce 
ever foreſeen by the e. cloſes the 
ſcene. 

The ſymptoms may be FOR deſ- 
| cribed—Emaciation, and debility, attended 
with cough, hectic fever, purulent expec- 
toration, PR up of blood, and diars 
rhcea, 

The phthiſis may be conſidered of three

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kinds; Iſt, where the cqugh js not attended 
with any expectoration, but of a white 
frothy phlegm, in ſmall quantities, until 
near the cloſe; 2d, where there is a remark · 
able expectoration of uncoloured viſcid mu- 
cus at firſt, but in the progreſs changes to 3 
yellowiſh, fœtid, grey, or greeniſh matter; 
zd, where large and frequent er 
happen from the pulmonary veſſels. 

In our mode of cure, the diet ſhould con: 
fiſt of mild, light, nouriſhing food; jellies, 
viper-broth with eringo roots, thin choco- 
late, and milk; and above all, a milk diet 
ſhould be directed, with country air, gentle 
riding on horſeback, failing in a ſhip, 
agreeable company, and Briſtol waters drank 
on the ſpot. 

Small repeated dae; will be proper 
in the beginning, and even during the 
whole courſe of the diſeaſe, eſpecially in 
young ſubjects. If the veſſels are not ten- 
der, and no preceding hæmorrhage con- 
traindicates, frequent ipecacuanha vomits, 
about ag taken thrice a week, with an an- 
odyne at night, of pil, e ſtyrac. gr. v. ad 
viij. with as much pil. ex aloe cum myrrh, 
if neceſſary, and a conſtant aſe of butter-

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milk, or goat's whey, in the country, may, 
perhaps, ſucceed better in this diſeaſe than 
any other method: and a. decoction of 
the bark given at noon and evening, will 
greatly tend towards removing the fever, 
and ſtrengthening the habit of body. 1 
have ſeen its happy effects in a variety of 
inſtances; and even when the lungs were 
ulcerated, the ſymptoms have been reſtrain- 
ed, and life rendered, in ſome meaſure,

or THE TABES. 


Tur Tabes is a general waſting of the 
whole body, attended with debility and an 
hectic fever, but without any copgh, or 
ſpitting : which laſt ſymptoms diſtinguiſh it 
from the phthiſis. It is generally occaſioned 
by a collection of matter in ſome part of the 
body, but more particularly attends upon the 

inflammation of a fcirrhous gland. 
When it ariſes from an infarction, or ſup- 
A of the liver, it may be diſcovered by 
a yellow, 
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2 yellow, bilious, or browniſh ſediment in 


the urine; a fallow, or ſometimes a yellow- 
iſh complexion ; with a fulneſs, pain or ſenſe 
of weight in the right hypochondrium.— 
Sometimes alſo, and very ſrequently, a cough 
accompanies theſe ſymptoms ; but if the belly 
is tenſe, and there ſhould be a frequent diar- 
hea, with the common hectic ſymptoms, we 
may be pretty certain that it is the n 
which is ſimilarly affected. 
lien it ariſes from exceſsive indulgence in in 
libidinous pleaſures, it diſcovers itſelf by fre- 
quent nocturnal emiſsions, and a conſtant diſ- 
charge of mucus and ſeminal fluids from the 
urethra, pain in the ſmall of the back, with 
a ſenſation of crawling down the ſpine, - 
coſtiveneſs, and difficulty in making water, 
joined to the other ſymptoms of tabes. In 
order to form a cure, total abſtinence from 
thoſe laſcivious exceſſes which firſt induced 
the complaint is abſolutely requiſite ; and be- 
force the fever comes on, a courſe of aſſes milk, 
chalybeate waters, and the cold bath, may 
be ſucceſsful ; but after the hectic heats, | 
and colliquative ſweats. have made their 
appearance, little is to be expected. 
In the cure of chis malady, a wholeſame | 
air, 
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ait, gentle excerciſe, and a proper courſe of 
mild diet, are particularly neceſſary. The 
body, if coſtive, muſt be kept gently open by 
eccoprotic medicines; but in caſe of a 
colliquative diarrhoea, it muſt be moderated 
by opiates, and the teſtaceous powders. 
When a ſcirrhus in the liver, or meſenteric 
glands gives riſe to it, the cure muſt be at- 
tempted by the deobſtrubent gums, with 
ſoap and mild chalybeate medicines, aſsiſted 
by goats whey, aſſes milk, and the like. 
The myrrh draughts, asrecited when ſpeaking 
of phthiſis, ſeems here to be an uſeful medi- 
cine. Small doſes of calomel and cicuta 
ſhould be tried, and mineral waters which 
abound with foſsile alkali, ſuch as Seltzer, 
Tilbury, Clifton, &c. I/ the ſcirrhous gland, 
or abſceſs, be ſituated externally, the cauſe is 
to be removed by opening the fiſtulous 
ſinuſes which confine the purulent matter, 
or by extirpating the part which ſupplies 
the fomes of the diſeaſe. The bark, in 
ſome of theſe hectics, is often of great 
ſervice, to which may be joined other 
dietetie remedies proper in theſe caſes, in 
order to attempt to correct the acrid and 
putrefactive nature of the offending matter, 
if 
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if the cauſe ſhould be ſo fituated as to admit 
not of extirpation. It is obſerved, that the 
Bath waters are particularly hurtful in this 
ſpecies of hectic fever, as alſo in the phthiſis, 
which they never fail to increaſe.

CHAP. IV. 
or WORMS, AND THE WORM FEVER. 


Worms, which infeſt the human body, 
are of four kinds; the round, like the com- 
mon earth-worms ; the at and fhort white 
worm, like a gourd-ſeed ; the tenia, or long 
 tape-worm ; and the aſcarides, or ſmall white 
_ worms, with ſharp pointed heads. They are 
moſt frequently found in children, more 
eſpecially when they are ſucking, and are 
at the ſame time indulged with meat ; for 

L „ 
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their tender ſtomachs cannot digeſt ſolids, 
Such food, therefore, will corrupt, and pro- 
duce worms.—They are known to exiſt by a 
nauſea, with an inclination to vomit, looſe- 
neſs, whitiſh and turbid urine, fluſhing of 
one check in a circumſcribed ſpot, heetic 
fever, faintings, intermitting weak irregular 

pulſe, itching of the noſe and of the anus, 
and convulſions : they alſo may produce 
hunger, loſs of appetite, ſometimes, one, 
fometimes the other, voracity, coſtiveneſs, 
paleneſs, fœtid breath, grinding of the teeth, 
and even death; add to theſe, the ſtomach 
and abdomen are ſometimes much inflated. 
Beſides theſe general ſymptoms, it has been 
obſerved, that fudden gripings about the nave! 
denote the preſence of the round worms: 
a weight in the belly, as if a ball were rolling 
about in it, is held as a ſign of the tznia ;— 
and an itching about the anus, with a teneſmus, 
are ſigns of the aſcarides. 

The diet ſhould be light and eaſy of di- 
geſtion, with a moderate allowance of red 
port wine diluted. A pint of water in which 
zi. argent. viv. has been boiled, is an uſeful 
drink, The lumbrici, or thoſe like earth-

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worms; the flat ſhort white worm, and the

treacle, and given from one to two tea- 
ſpoonfuls faſting, often cures. 

So does /oap from Zij. to 31. in grown peo- 

ple; 
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ple; and lime- water, where the ſtomach has 
been chiefly concerned. 

Sea-water has been experienced to be 
effectual in deſtroying worms in general in 
children ; and, for adults, perhaps nothing 
exceeds the virtues of the ſulphur ſprings at 
Harrowgate, when drank upon the ſpot. 

Againſt the aſcarides in particular, a de- 
coction of the leaves of ſavin in water, is 
very uſeful; as are likwile clyſters compoſed 
of decoctions of wormwood and rue, in oil, 
or. milk, with a ſmall quantity of aloes diſ- 
ſolved ; or, what is as efficacious, blowing 
the ſmoke of tobacco, by a proper contriv- 
ance, into the rectum, as none of the reme- 
dies above recited are capable of diſlodging 
theſe worms, without the uſe of theſe 
glyſters. Oil has alſo been conſidered as an 
uſeful remedy,

prevent a relapſe. 

In the worm fever, bleeding and bliſters 
are often very neceſſary. Fomentations, and 
poultices of rue and wormwood, are alſo re- 
commended to the abdomen ; or mung 
the belly with ox gall.

| CHAP I. 


OF THE PHLEGMON, OR SUPERFICIAL 
INFLAMMATION. 


As all inflammations have for their im- 


mediate cauſe an excels or increaſe of oſcil- 
latory motion, and a diminution of the re- 
ſiſting power of the coats of particular ſets 
of the ſmaller blood veſſels, which occaſions 
a diſtenſion of theſe veſſels, a tranſudation of 
the red part of the blood through pores in 
their coats, and its progreſs into the minuter 
branches, which in health appear to carry 


only the ſerous fluids; we ſay that the 


phlegmon is occaſioned by an extravaſation 
of the blood, or by its ſtagnating in the 
capillary veſſels of the ſkin and parts adja- 
cent, which being preſſed on, at the ſame 


time, by the blood from behind, accumu- 
lates there. 


The 
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The ſigns are a circumſcribed ſwelling 
and hardneſs, heat, tenſion, pain, and in- 
flammatory redneſs in the part, with a ſenſe 
of throbbing, attended with a quick, full, 
and hard pulſe; which increaſing, the in- 
flammation, if not ending in reſolution, ter- 
minates either in ſuppuration, a mortifica- 
tion, or ſcirrhus. 

It ariſes often from external cauſes, as 
wounds, bruiſes, &c. and when not criti- 
cal, ſhould be, if poſsible, reſolved. For 
which purpoſe the diet ſhould be ſlender 
and ſparing, with refrigerating and diluting 
drinks, accompanied with reſt. 

Bleeding, in general, is highly e 
and ſhould be reputed occaſionally ; and 
afterwards ſtools muſt be procured by cool-

Inflammations ariſing from contuſion are 
the molt ſucceſsfully treated by immediate 
and large bleedings, applying vinegar to the 
part injured, and procuring ſtools ; this laſt 
caution is particularly neceſſary to be at- 
tended to, eſpecially in blows on the head, 
or legs. |

or THE FURUNCULUS, BOIL, OR BILE. 


THE furunculus, or boil, is a ſmall cir- 
cumſcribed tumor, or pointed tubercle, at- 
tended with redneſs, pain, and hardneſs, 
ariſing promiſcuouſly in all parts of the 
body ; theſe are ſeldom capable of being 
diſcuſſed; they commonly ripen or turn to 
matter, in the ſpace of ſeven or eight days, 
and after the diſcharge of their contents, 
which is not the pus of a common abſceſs, 
not ſo fluid, but conſiſts chiefly in firm. 
ſloughs, that form what is called, a core, 
frequently heal without much trouble. 

The common bread and milk poultice 
may be applied, or, in ſome caſes, gently 
adheſive and maturating plaſters, ſuch as 
the emplaſtrum commune, & commune 
cum gummi ; and, when the ſuppuration is 
complete, if the pus does not make its own 
way, the tumor muſt be opened. In this 
kind of inflammatory tumor, the ſlough, or 
core, muſt be caſt out before the ſore will 
heal, |

AN OPTHALMIA is diſcovered by a vo 
and redneſs of the eye, inability to bear the 
light with eafe; and effuſion of tears; af 
this there are two ſpecies, obſerved in 
practice moſt commonly—when the inflam- 
mation ſeizes the coats of the eye, moſt 
commonly the tunica conjunctiva, it is then 
named the opthalmia membrunarum; when 
| ſmall ulcers occupy the ſebaceous glands of 
the tarſus, 'and diſcharge a glutinous, or 
puriform matter—opthalmia tarfe. 
The opthalmia generally proceeds in the 
following manner : an inflammation attacks 
the 


— 
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the membranes which inveſt the eyes, 
eſpecially the tunica albuginea; and is at- 
tended with a pricking pain, heat, and red- 
nefs. This is only when the diforder is in 
a flight ſtate, but when it is more violent, 


it is attended with great pain, tenſion, tu- 
mots, heat, and redneſs; ſometimes with a 
_ pricking ſo great as if the eyes were ſtimu- 


lated by a nectile or- thorn fixed therein; 
they are tilled with a hot humour, and a 
pituitous diſcharge, , ſometimes ſmaller, ſome- 
times very copious in quantity, ſucceeds ; 
and alſo a certain kind of ſordes fill up 
the larger angles; and, when the diſeaſe is 


ſtill more violent, the parts, even to the 
cheeks, ſwell, the arteries all around beat 


violently, the ſmall veſſels become turgid, 


and are conſpicuous, which before were im- 


perceptible in health, in the white portion 


of the eye. It ſometimes extends itſelf to 
the retina, and very often makes the fight 


intolerable. It is moſt to be dreaded when 
an original diſeaſe ; when the temples ach, 
the forehead itches, and the body ſweats in 
the night. P 

It may be occaſioned by any internal 


cauſe W — of producing an 


inflam - 
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inflammgtion, though it frequently pro- 
ceeds from accidents. When attended with 
long continued head-achs, it is bit: and 
portends blindneſs. | 

All hot aromatic food, and wine, is bad : 
a low diet, reſt, and Keeping the part covered 
from the light, with plenty of dilution, will 
be here very requiſite. When light it may 
olten be cured by external applications alone, 
but when conſiderable, we muſt bleed plenti- 
fully and repeatedly, more or leſs, according 
to the degree of inflammation. After copious 
general depletion, if the inflammation does 
not yield, apply leeches alſo to the temples, 
and the externalangleof the eye, and cupping 
glaſſes between the ſhoulders; or, in children, 
bleed in the jugular z purge gently with infuſ. 
ſen. kali tartariſat. &c. and order perpetual 
bliſters, ſetons, or iſſues. If great heat, dry- 
nels, and ſevere pain, ſhew that the diſeaſe 18 
produced and ſupported by the increaſed 

oſcillatory motion, and want of ſufficient re- 
ſiſtance in, the coats of the veſſels, emollients, 
and ſedatives muſt be had recourſe to. There 
are a, varicty of collyria ordered by dif- 
ferent authors, many of them poſſeſsing 
high. characters for their efficacy in par- 
ticular caſcsg: but, as the diſeaſe proceeds 
from different cauſes, and is ſupported by 


different 
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different ſtates of the veſſels of the eyes, 
much will depend upon the ſagacity of the 
preſcriber in the proper ſelection. 

In inflamed eyes, where there 1s a great 
degree of irritation, the following has been 
conſidered a moſt uſeful application:

THIS is an inflammation of the throat, 
with pain and redneſs of the fauces; de- 
glutition and reſpiration performed with 
difficulty; and for the moſt part attended 


with febrile. affections. Frequently the 


uvula and parts adjacent are highly re- 
laxed and inflamed, and liquids often re- 


Jetted by the noſe, with redneſs in the 
face. | 


Of this diſcaſe there are five ſpecies, four 


ol them deriving their names from the par- 


ticular parts of the throat affected, and one 
from the ſpecific nature of the malady itſelf. 
1. Tonſillaris—which is above deſcribed. | 
Here the tonfils are chiefly affected. | 
2. Pharyngea—where th, inflammation 
ſeizes the pharynx and eſophagus; then

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no great degree of inflammation appears in 
the fauces, nor any remarkable external 
ſwelling, which, in the other caſe, ſome- 
times happens; the internal heat and pain 
are extremely violent, the breathing very

3. Parotidea,—In this the lMrtnitioh 
ſpreads from the parotid and maxillary glands, 
affecting alſo the hgaments and muſcles, 
which raiſe up and connect the lower with 
the upper jaw.

OF THE PHRENITIS. 
A PHRENITIS is an inflammation of 


the brain, or its membranes, with a con- 


ſtant delirium, and an acute continual fe- 
ver.

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The ſigns are, violent pain in the head, 
impatience of light, and noiſe⸗ ; continual 
watchings, fierce delirium, - redneſs: of the 
eyes and face; attended with difficult but 
flow perſpiration, a quick, hard, full pulſe, 
black and dry tongue, thin and diaphanous 
urine, ſudden ſtartings out of bet, pulling 
and fingering the bed-cloaths, &c. It is 
diſtinguiſhed from a common delirium at- 
tending fevers, by its coming on ſuddenly, 
and preceding, as it were, the fever. It is 

rarely met with in temperate olimates, but 
very frequent in hot ones, after having been 
expoſed much te the burning heat of the 
fun. | 71 

Bleeding is here abſolutely ä ad 
deliquum, together with ſtimulating clyl- 
ters, ſmart purges, ſinapiſms to the feet, 
with bliſters on the legs and arms; warm pe- 
diluvia, and embrocations for the head, it

A PLEURISY 5 is an W ie of the 
pleura, attended with a high fever, hard 
pulſe, an acute pain or ſtitch, increaſing 
always upon inſpiration, in the ſide molt 
commonly the right, under the fleſhy part 
of the breaſt, a difficulty of breathing, a | 
painful ſhort cough, dry in the beginning 
of the diſeaſe; afterwards moiſt, and fre- 
quently bloody. |

and ſhivering, which is ſucceeded by heat, 


thirſt, reſtſefſneſs, and a moſt ſharp pungent 


pain 1s felt on one ſide near the ribs, which 
extends itſelf towards the ſhoulder-blades, 
ſpine, and breaſt, and to the back. The pain 

is moſt violent when the affected fide is laid 
upon: it is alſo attended with a difficulty of 
reſpiration, nauſea, redneſs of the cheeks, 
and a dry cough. _ When matter is expecto- 
rated it is either phlegm, bloody, or yellow- 
iſh. The pulſe is remarkably hard, vibra- 
ting like a ſtretched cord, full and ſtrong. 
Spitting is not a conſtant ſymptom of this 
diſeaſe ; though, when it happens, it is 


conſidered as more favourable, provided it 


be well concocted. 

Bleeding i is the firſt thing to be done in 
this caſe, and blood ſhould be taken from a 
large orifice—and it muſt be repeated if - 
neceſlary.; that is if the fever continues 
high, and the pulſe remains hard, full, 
and ſtrong, or ſhould they abate in theſe 
particulars for ſome time, and then return 
with equal violence; —Afterwards cupping, 
on the part affected, with ſcarification, 
is very often attended with ſucceſs ; and ſo 
ze bliſters, laid on the part, or between

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the ſhoulders, which ſhould be, applied 
immediately, whether the heat and fever 
be great or not. 1 
Nitre ſhould be given vlentifully 3 in the 
common emulſion, linſeed-tea, barley-water, 
pectoral decoction, &c. 

The body ſhould be m_ neither too 
ſoluble nor too lax. 

Leeches are ſerviceable 1 to the part, 
aſter the patient cannot bear to have more 
blood taken from the arm. Æther may like- 
wiſe be externally applied. 

Frequently a cooling emollient clyſter 
prevents great miſchief, and anticipates the 
neceſsity of farther bleeding. 

Small doſes of antim. tartariſ. may be 
given after venæſection, ſo as not to create 
any ſtrong vomiting ; for emetics ſhould be 
given with very great caution, if at all; and 
the clyſter thrown up, which often reſolves 


the inflammation,

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There are ſome eminent phyſicians who 
avoid promoting expectoration in this dif. 
order, and think it requires no other treat- 
ment, except timely and copious bleeding, 
with plenty of diluting warm drinks, emol. 
lient fomentations, nitre and camphor, with 
opium to eaſe the pain. But if the expecto- 
ration be yellow and ſtreaked with blood, 
and comes up freely, by keeping it up 
with pectoral drinks, all will end well: and 
here bleeding ſhould be avoided, which 
would rather obſtruct the deſign of nature, 
However in ſeveral caſes it is neceſſary to 
aſsiſt nature in her efforts to clear the lungs, 
and therefore to promote the expectoration, 
the following may be exhibited.

able aſpect, we muſt, therefore, if the pulſe 
will bear it, bleed, direct warm ſteams to 
be drawn in with the breath, apply bliſters, 
and give antimonials in ſuch doſes as to 
bring on gentle vomiting, in order to renew 
expectoration and prevent ſuffocation from 
the lungs being overloaded.

It is worth obſerving, that there are few 
pleurifies met with now in this city, ſuch as 
were deſcribed by, and known to that candid 
and great phyſician SYDENHAM : nor will 
the caſes we ſee here in general bear large and 
0 EO repeated 
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repeated venaeſections; for if the body be 
weakly, and the pulſe ſinks on theirſt bleed- 
ing, you mult ſtop directly : and if, at the 
ſame time, the pain and difficulty of breath. 
ing continue, then 1 c. c. with bliſters 
will be very uſeful. 5 

Tn caſe of a diarrhea, apply emollient fo- 
mentations to the whole body ; and, if an 
abſceſs appears, it muſt be promoted by fo- 
mentation, &c. it ſhould be opened before 
maturation, and kept running as long as 
poſsible. 

If there is a ſcirrhus or r callus, &c. at the 
wound; no cure muſt be expected but 
from hard exerciſe, conſtant riding, and 
country air—with the application of exter- 
nal emollients, ſoap, juice of quick graſs, 
and whey. _ 

A metaſtaſis happening, and manifeſting 
itſelf by pain in the ſhoulder, ,back, &c. 
apply emollient fomentations, gentle fric- 
tions, - ſtimulating and drawing plaſters, e 
gum. labdani and empl. melilot. 

If there is much expectoration, ſteams of 
warm water ſhould be received into the lungs, 
the air ſhould be warm and moiſt, the legs 
ſhould be bathed in warm water; light di- 

luting 
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luting diet, ſaponaceous medicines, expec- 
torants, as honey, ox. ſcillit. rob. ſamb. &c: 

If a gangrene appears, treat it as gangrenes 
in general. £ 

After the loſs of much blood in this diſ- 
caſe, we ſhould be very circumſpe& and 
careful that the body be __ filled with 
healthy juices,

C HAP III. 
or THE PERIPNEUMONY., 

Tits is an - inflammation of the lungs, 
known by a great load and oppreſsion at 
the breaſt ; a difficult reſpiration, ſome- 
times the patient cannot breathe but in an 
upright poſture ; the breath is hot, attended 
with cough, and fever, the face is ſwelled, 
ind of a livid colour. There is a ſighing, 
ſobbing reſpiration, with great e and 
ways hard; but — full and ſoft, at 
other times ſlender and unequal. The cough 
in the peripneumony is commonly moiſt, 
| frequently bloody, the pain not ſo acute, 
or ſuperficial, nor the pulſe ſo full, or hard 

o 2 as 
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as in the pleuriſy, though the difficulty of 
breathing, anxiety, and oppreſsivẽ weight 
be more diſtreſsing. 

A white and uniform ſediment in the 
urine promiſes ſafety to the patient, and 
ſhortneſs of the diſcaſe : and ſo does a red 
ſediment changing gradually to white; be- 
cauſe it is a ſure ſign of a perfect concoc- 
tion, and change of the morbific matter. 

The treatment of the peripneumony is, in 
general, to be the ſame as in the pleuriſy. 

All viſcid food is very improper. Give 
panada, water-gruel, green tea, and milk, 
barley-water, Natter whey, and pecto- 
ral decoctions, ;...' 

The room in w hich the patient lies ſhould, 
if poſsible, be large and airy. Bleed in the 
beginning from a large orifice, and repeat 
it according to the exigency of the ſymp- 
toms : but great attention and care 1s re- 
_ quired, with regard to this operation; for 
if the habit of body be, ſtrong, the pulſe 
full, firm, and hard, it may be, repeated the 
more boldly ; but otherwife we ſhould be 
cautious in the repetition. 

Emollient clyſters are alſo immediately i in- 
dicated, with bliſters on the back and ſides. 

Gentle 
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Gentle purgatives, or eccoprotics, will often 
be neceſſary to keep the body open. 
In order to promote expectoration, and aſ- 
ſiſt nature in her work, recourſe muſt be 
had to the following.

In caſe the ſymptoms run high, give a ſcru- 
ple of nitre every fix hours in a draught of 
the decoct hord. comp. with a little juice of 
Seville orange, "SIT 

If the pulſe flags, add Di. confect aromat. 
to the fal. c. c. draughts: or if the blood ap- 
pears pale and jelly like, without the true 
buff, this with other ſymptoms contraindi- 
cate the uſe of the lancet; and if a ſpitting 
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comes on, * will be groxtly inju- 


rious. 

Should florid frathy blood be ſpit up free- 
ly, bleed as far as the patient's ſtrength will 
admit, and give plentifully of the lac amyg- 
dalz with nitre. 

Should it put on d putrid appearance, and 
bring on a thin defluxion on the lungs, with 
the blood like the lees of red wine, black and 
fetid, with a looſe craſſamentum, and red- 
diſh coloured ſerum, forbear the lancet. Ace- 
tum camphoratum, conſerv. lujule, red tine 
and water, with orange and lemon Juice, in- 
fuf. roſe, hartfhorn jelly, &c. are at this time 
very proper. All volatiles muſt be entirely 
omitted, and opiates very cautiouſly preſcrib- 
ed, if at all. 

Bliſters, iſſues, and ſetons, are very fre- 
quently of great uſe in theſe caſes, | 

We ſhould be very circumſpect in this diſ- 
eaſe, and not diſturb nature. In caſe the 
breathing be difficult, and the pain continues 
without any ſigns of expectoration, we mult 
endeavour to promote it; but be at the ſame 
time very careful not to bring on a diarrhea, 
| by being too free with the ſquills, &c. 

In this critical diſeaſe, a ſound and very 
diſtinguiſhing 
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diſtinguiſhing judgment 1s highly required, 
ſince the parts affected are ſo effential to life. 

Sometimes the termination of the two 
foregoing complaints cauſes two other diſ- 
eaſes. Named, Vomica and EMPYEMA— 
The firſt of which is an abſceſs, or collection 
of matter formed within the lungs ; the /e- 
cond, matter floating within the cavity of 
the thorax between the membrane which 
lines the cheſt, and the lungs. 

A vomica is known by the cough and 
difficulty of breathing continuing, though 
the pain has ceaſed ; by flight ſhiverings, 
ſucceeded by heat; by a quick weak pulſe, 
hectic fever, a general waſting of the body ; 
and by the patient not being able to lie 
down except on the ſide aftected, 

From this there will be little or no proſ- 
pect of eſcaping, unleſs the abſceſs ſhould 
diſcharge itſelf into the branches of the 
trachea ſo gradually as not to occaſion ſuf- 
focation, then, perhaps, the matter may 
be coughed up, and expectorated by de- 
grees. | | 

In empyema, as in vomica, there is a 


hectic fever difficult reſpiration with re- 


miſsion of pain, a dry cough, and often an 
o 4 enlargement 
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enlargement of the cavity, and an œdema- 
tous fulneſs of the ſkin and fleſlr of one fide 
of the cheſt. | 

When a vomica is once formed, gentle me- 
- dicines of the terebinthinate kind, with bal- 
ſamics, and diuretics, ſeem to promiſe the 
beſt ſucceſs, joined with afles' milk, gentle 
exerciſe, and a mild country air. Balſamic 
ſteams have alſo been recommended to be 
received into the lungs. In the empyema, 
when the matter points externally, an open- 
ing may be made into the cavity wherein 
it 1s contained, which by emptying may be 
attended with the moſt happy conſequences; 
if not, diſſolution is inevitable. 


CHAP. IV, 


OF THE GASTRITIS, OR INFLAMMATION OF 
THE STOMACH. 


Ix this diforder the patient is affected with 
feverxiſh ſymptoms, perceives a heat and 
pulſation in the part, with a moſt acute 
pain, which is always increaſed upon ſwal- 
lowing even liquids the moſt mild ; a ten- 
ſion at the pit of the ſtomach, vomiting, 


= extreme 
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extreme anxiety, and internal burning heat ; 
there is a retching and frequent hiccough, 
2 ſmall, quick, and intermitting pulle ; 
with proſtration of ſtrength. 

There are a variety of cauſes which give 
riſe to this complaint, hence in ſome of 
them a peculiar treatment becomes neceſ- 
ſary ; if it ariſes from the retroceſsion of any 
febrile exanthemata, little can be done with- 

out reſoliciting the eruption to the ſkin, 
which muſt be attempted by the inſtantanc- 
ous application of bliſters. —1f from ſwal- 
lowing poiſon, ſlight is the chance of ſucceſs 
without we are called immediately at the 
commencement, almoſt before the inflam- 
matory ſymptoms can be ſaid to have taken 
place, at leaſt in any degree ; then the ſto- 
mach ought to be emptied of its contents, 
and large quantities of new milk or freſh 
butter given; if arſenic has been the poiſon 
uſed, the alimentary canals ſhould be filled 
with ſheathing liquids; and if the corrofiye 

ſublimate has been taken, or any poiſonous 
metalline ſalt, we ought to aim at its de- 
compoſition by the uſe of alcaline alt, 
which will prevent an inflammation from 
taking place, if adminiſtered in time. Should 


wounds 
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wounds or other external violence be the cauſe, 
we muſt proceed in the antiphlogiſtic me- 
thod, and attempt the reſolution as ſoon as 
poſsible, in the very beginning; elſe will 
there be very little hope. 

Indeed from whatever cauſe inflamma- 
tion ſeizes this organ, we muſt aim at reſo- 
Jution in the moſt expeditious manner, for 
death within the ſpace of twelve hours may 
be the conſequence of too tardy application 
to the antiphlogiſtic plan.—Bleeding there- 
fore copiouſly is the moſt to be depended 
upon, with bliſters applied to the region of 
the ſtomach; emollient oily glyſters ſhould 
be thrown up into the inteſtines; fomenta- 
tions applied to the pit of the ſtomach, 
gentle anodynes given, and a healing medi- 
cine, ſomething like the following, may be 

preſcribed to be taken frequently:

or THE HEPATITIS, OR INFLAMMATION 
OF THE LIVER. 


IN caſe the liver be inflamed, though it is 
conſidered by many not as a very common 
caſe, except in the Eaſt Indies, it may be 
known by a pungent pain in the region of 
that viſcus ſhooting up towards the throat 
and clavicle, a dry cough, vomiting, loſs of 
ſtrength, quick pulſe, and a tenſion of the 
hypochondrium ; ſometimes alſo the eyes and 
kin will be yellow, the urine ſaffron- colour- 
ed, with a difficulty of breathing, watching, 
and coſtiveneſs : and it ſhould have been ob- 
lerved, that if the patient attempts to lie on 
the left ſide, there is an increaſe of pain; 
and to the touch alſo there is a ſenſe of ſore- 
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neſs. Theſe attend when the convex or ſu. 
perior part of the liver is the ſeat ; when 
the concave, the patient can turn with more 
eaſe, and the pain is not ſo ſevere. Here 
the greateſt danger is to be apprehended, 
ſhould a ſuppuration come on; in which 
caſe, the patient generally dies tabid. There. 
fore we muſt have recourſe to bleeding re- 
peatedly and early, in which the pulſe, 
and other attendant fymptoms, are to be our 
guide, with bliſters on the part: theſe pro- 
miſe the ſpeedieſt and moſt certain relief, 
together with ſuch antiphlogiſtics as are re- 
- commended in inflammatory diſorders in ge- 
neral; ſuch as {mall doſes of antimonium 
tartariſatum, or oleum Ricini, with rhubarb, 
ſal prolychreſt, or tartariſed kali, to keep 
the. bowels gently open, ſaline draughts, 
cooling clyſters, diuretic emulſions, emol- 
lient topical applications, and the pedilu- 
vium. . 

An inflammation of the liver is a very fre- 
quent diſeaſe in the Eaſt Indies. After the 
fever is ſomewhat abated by venæſection, 
and gentle purgatives, they have immediate 
recourſe to quickſſlver, as a ſpecific for this 
diſorder, raiſing a gentle ſalivation of fifteen 

or 
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or r twenty days continuance, by means of 
the mercurial ointment, rubbed upon or 
near the affected part, together with the 


uſe of mercurial pills, or calomel taken o- 


caſionally. 


When, in ſpite of the above Md as 
abſceſs forms in this malady, the liver fre- 
_ quently adheres to the peritonæum, and a 


tumor appears externally, which may com- 


monly be opened with ſucceſs, after for- 
warding the ſuppuration by emollient cata- 
plaſms, if the adheſion is perfect; if the 


abſceſs burſts internally into the cavity of 
the abdomen, death muſt be the inevitable 
conſequence. But this diſeaſe ſometimes 


terminates in a ſcirrhus, which moſtly hap- 


pens from too free an uſe of wine or ſpiritu- 


ous liquors, very little hopes of a perfect 


cure are left; it generally ends in a fatal 
and incurable jaundice or dropſy. Perhaps 
the following may be ſomewhat uſeful :

There is oſten a chronic inflammation of 
the liver, which in this country occurs much 
more frequently than the acute, and this 
is attended with flatulence of the ſtomach, 
fullneſs, diſtenſion, and frequent eructa- 
tions; pains in the region of the liver extend- 
ing to the Tight flioulder, conſidered as cha- 
racteriſtic of this diſeaſe; loſs of appetite, 
langour, want of ſleep, an obſcure fever 
encreaſing towards evening, a yellewneſs in 
the eye, emaciation, and a perceptible full- 
neſs in the region of the liver. This ſpe- 
cies of diſeaſe will laſt for months, and is 
in general the conſequence of drinking ar- 
dent ſpirits too freely. Mercury is the chief 
remedy to he depended upon in this diſ- 
eaſe, with the uſe of bitters, tonies and 
aſtringents, ſuch as quaſsia, eaitiomile, 
bark, &c. change of climate from a warmer 
to a colder ſituation, and a long ſea voyage 
have been recommended as very beneficial 
in this caſe. 8 e

OF THE NEPHRITIS, OR INFLAMMATION OF

Tuns diſorder is attended with a pungent 
burning pain in the region of the kidneys, 
ſhooting along the courſe of the ureters; 
pain alſo in the ſmall of the back, together 
with a fever, and a frequent diſcharge of 
urine, which is ſmall in quantity, red, and 
high-coloured ; yet in the higheſt degree of 
the diſeaſe, limpid and watery : the thigh 
feels numb, and there is a pain in the groin 
and teſticle of the ſame ſide, which is re- 
tracted, and in the ilium, with bilious vomit- 
ings and continual eructations. 

The pain in this diſorder is little influ- 
enced by motion, or preſſure, which dif 
tinguiſhes it from Rheumatiſm. ' - ' 

The regimen, and indeed the whole me- 
thod of cure, ſhould be very nearly the ſame 
as recommended in all other diſorders of the 
inflammatory kind. 4 |

tion, it often ariſes from a calculus, or gra-

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vel. In theſe caſes the urine is often mixed 
with blood and mucus, is gravelly, and the 
pain increaſed by ſevere motion, or riding 
or jolting in a carriage. Here alſo are re- 
commended nitrous medicines, warm bath- 
ing, and terebinthinate glyſters.

CHAP. VII. 


OF THE CYSTITIS, OR' INFLAMMATION OF 
| THE BLADDER. 


Ir the bladder be inflamed, an acute burn- 
ing pain and tenſion will be felt in the re- 
gion of the pubis, with a fever, a frequent 
inclination to go to ſtool, and a conſtant de- 
ſire to make water, a difficulty in making 


it, 
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it, or total ſtoppage, the pulſe becomes fre- 
quent and hard, the extremities cold; ſick- 
neſs, vomiting, and delirium often enſue. 

In this caſe, the ſame method is to be at- 
tempted, as preſcribed above for the nephri- 
tis, with warm bathing, & c. |

CHAP VIII. 
OF THE HYSTERITIS, OR INFLAMMATION 
OF THE UTERUS. 


'Tars diſeaſe, beſides the common cauſes 
productive of inflammation, often happens 
after abortion and child-birth, eſpecially 
when the lochia are prevented, by cold 'or 
other affections ; and is then attended with 
other ſymptoms than thoſe which, appear 
from an uterus not lately impregnated. 

In the firſt caſe, there is a pain at the 
bottom of the belly, . which in generat is 
neither throbbing nor acute; the pulſe is 
frequent, eſpecially after child-birth ; often 
imall; ſometimes irregular ; in ſtrong habits, 
and after early abortion, hard ; the patient 
is afflicted with delirium, ſubſultus tendi- 


P 2 | num, 
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num, and other ſymptoms of irritation ; the 
womb mortifies, and death cloſes the ſcene. 
In the ſecond, the pain is more conſtant, 
limited, and throbbing ; there is a heat in 
the uterus, attended with tumour; as alſo 
in the vagina: a pain in the hypogaſtrium; 
and os uteri when touched. The pulſe is 
hard, full, and ſtrong, with other ſymptoms 
of general inflammation; there is a heat, 
and difficulty in micturition, great coſtive- 
neſs, and pain in going to ſtool, and often 
vomiting. If the difeaſe riſes to a great 
height, and increaſes, the pulfe becomes 
ſmall and frequent, the fymptoms of irrita- 
tion attend, and ſuppuration is more liable 
to happen, In both, ſome of theſe ſymp- 
toms make their appearance, viz. ſtrangury, 
or ſuppuration of urine, tenefmus, ſwelling, 
and heat. 
An inflammation in the uteras, ariſing 
from common cauſes, as in this laſt caſe, 
thould . be treated hke that of any other 
part, with bleeding, gentle emollient clyſ- 
ters, a light diet, and warm diluting liquors, 
with reſt ; and apply fomentations, and af- 
terwards the milk and bread poultice, with 
oil, to the pudenda. In caſe it ſhould de- 
71 4 I generate 
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generate into a cancer, the palliative cure. 
is all that can be expected; perhaps frequent 
bleeding, gentle anodynes, and a due regard 
to the non-naturals, may do as much as can 
be expected. But when it is the conſe- 
quence of abortion, or labour, if the pulſe 
is hard, not very frequent, nor the patient 
much weakened, one bleeding may be ad- 
vantageous; it ſcarce: can be repeated; 
therefore relaxants muſt be our reſource; as 
the pulvis antimonialis, with ſaline draughts, 
taking care not to produce purging : to 
which may be added anodyne and antiſpaſ- 
modic fomentations and poultices. 

In delicate and feeble conſtitutions, after 
childbirth, and when there is no hardneſs, 
but great frequency of the pulſe, little can 
be done but keeping the patient in bed, 
moderately warm; exciting if poſsible, by 
farinaceous decoctions, in ſmall quantities 
at a time, but frequently repeated, gentle 
perſpiration, and conſtantly applying fo- 
mentations and poultices, the bowels may 
be occaſionally emptied, by repeated emol- 
lient clyſters, and the water drawn off, if 
neceſſary, Bliſters promiſe leſs in this than 
moſt other local inflammations, becauſe. 

Pp 3 they 
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they quicken the pulſe too much. If the 
pain continues, opiates may be .ſafely and 
advantageouſly given : but ſtimulants, aro- 
matics, and emenagogues ſhould not be 
adminiſtered till the fever and ſpaſms abate ; 
and at beſt, indeed, they are a dubious and 
uncertain remedy. But, notwithſtanding all 
| our efforts, ſhould ſuppuration come on, an 

exit muſt be procured for the pus as ſoon as 

poſsible, which will ſometimes point to the 


perinæum.

CHAP. II. 


OF THE GOUT, | 
Tus gout is a painful diſeaſe, ariſing 
without any evident cauſe, but for the moſt 
part has an unuſual den of the 0 
preceding. 
There are febrile affections attendant, pain 
in ſome joint, and moſt commonly attack- 
ing the great toe; certainly the joints of 
the feet and hands. It returns at intervals, 
and often alternates with affections of the 
ſtomach, and other internal parts. There 
is one ſpecies only of this diſeaſe : but ſome 
alterations, in particular circumſtances, re» 
htive to the apparent ſymptoms, have oc- 
caſioned authors to make ſome diviſions into 
varieties, Thus, when the gout comes on, 
attended with a pretty ſtrong inflammation 
of the extremities, 'or ſome part of them, 
continues for ſome days, and recedes gradu- 
ally with tumor, itching, and deſquamation 
7 4 . of 
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of the part affected, it is called REGULAn 
GouT: when it makes its attack with atony 
of the ſtomach, or ſome other internal part, 
and even without the expected and uſual in- 
flammation in the limbs, or with only flight 
pains; and theſe fugitive, and often ſud- 
denly alternating, with dyſpepſia or other 
en: of atony, it takes the name of 
ATON1c. \ When the inflammation in the 
limbs, ſuddenly receding, ' and atony of the 
ſtomach, or ſome other internal part, by- 
and- by ſucceeds, it is then denominated RxE- 
TROGRADE; and ERRATIC, when with an 
flammation of ſome internal part, the in- 
flammation of the joints have either not 
preceded, or, having providing; TAY 
difappears. ole 5243448. £934 7 z1i9Q | 
Thus the firſt} of theſe being ayled the 
REGUL AR, the three laſt conjunctively con- 
ſidered, are called the IRREGULAR GOUT. - 
This diſeaſe may be acquired; and when 
that is the eaſe; it proceeds from high liv- 
ing, a ſedentary life, exceſs in venery when 
young, drinking hard, ſitting up late, cloſe 
application to ſtudy, anxious and intenſe 
thinking, &c. It chiefly affects the ten- 
wont nerves, membranes and ligaments, and 
comes 
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comes on at firſt ſuddenly, about the end of 
the month of January or beginning of Fe- 
bruary. The patient js ſometimes troubled 
with crudities and indigeſtion before the at- 
tack, The pain reſembles that of à diſ- 
located bone, and is attended with a ſenſa- 
tion as if water juſt warm was poured upon 
the membranes of the part affected; and 
theſe ſymptoms are ſucceeded by a chilli- 
neſs, ſhivering, and a flight fever, About 
two in the morning the fit generally attacks 
the patient, who is diſturbed by the ve- 
hemence of the pain, which uſually ſeizes 
the great toe; at other times the heel, calf 
of the leg, the ancle, and metatarſal bones; 
at others, it reſembles the gnawing of a 
dog, or of a weight and conſtriction of the 
parts affected, increaſing often to an exqui- 
ſite degree. After much toſsing and anxie- 
ty, towards morning the pain is ſomewhat 
more tolerable, a breathing ſweat comes on, 
and the part ſwells. ' If there be much 
gouty matter, the pain will return again on 
the next day, as the evening approaches. 
In a few days after, it often ſeizes the other 
toot; and thus it goes on, till all the gouty 
virus is ſpent, This is called @ regular fit;

and this is certainly an effort of nature 
to free the habit from the morbific mat- 
ter; yet however painful may be the exer- 
tion, the ſharper it proves the ſooner the fit 
terminates, and the longer and more per- 
ſect is the intermiſsion. The fit generally 
returns once, ſometimes twiee a year, ſpring 
and autumn: it ſeldom attacks before the 
thirty-fifth or fortieth year. 

This diſtemper is more fatal in the decline 
of life, when it frequently ſeizes upon the 
nobler parts; ſuch as the __ n

The affected parts ſhould be kept 1 mode- 
a warm; 'the patient ought to go to 
bed early, and not to rife ſoon: he ſhould 
rather keep in bed entirely, until the fymp- 
toms abate; abſtain from fleſh, fiſh, and 
2 food.

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High, made pretty large, has been found to 

be of great efficacy. 
Soap and lime-water, with the uſe of Ho- 
machiic medicines, proper diet, and exerciſe, 
with Bath-water, and daily friction of the 
feet with flannels, bid faireſt to relieve, if 
not prevent the returns of the gout. | 
The powder called the Duke of Portland's 
has been much recommended to keep off the 
gout. It is compoſed of equal parts of the 
roots of round birthwort, and gentian ; of 
the leaves of germander, and ground-pine; 
and of the tops of the leſſer centaury. 
| Theſe are all to be well dried, pounded, 
and ſifted, ſo as to make a fine powder. 
The doſe is a drachm every morning for the 
firſt three months; for the enſuing three 
months, three quarters of a drachm ; and 
half a drachm for the next fix months. 
The ſecond year requires only half a drachm 
every other day. But it is to be remarked, 
that as this powder may, in ſome caſes, be 
very ſerviceable, fo an indiſcriminate uſe of 
it may do a great deal of harm. | 
A long continued uſe of bitters, has wa 
faid to deſtroy the . vigour of the conſtitu- 
_, probably by weakning the ſtomach, 
and 
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and injuring its digeſtive powers—but bark 
and ſteel, joined with regular exerciſe, and 
ſtrit temperance, may be had recourſe to, 
and continued with ſafety, and advantage. 
Some have ſpoken highly in favour of 
drinking water impregnated with ſulphur, to 
the quantity of a pint, or more a day; for 
this has been ſaid frequently to prevent the 
fit, and generally to abate its violence. | 
But a milk diet, with a total abſtinence 
from fermented liquors and fleſh meats, 
has, in many inſtances, cured effeQually 
the gout; but then it may be queſtioned 
whether it does not bring on worſe com- 
plaints. The ſtomach, in particular, is ſo 
much weakened by it, as never afterwards 
to bear any ſolid food. Beſides, the young 
and vigorous, or thoſe of very ſtrong conſti- 
tutions, ſhould make the attempt; for the 
weak or aged, or ſuch as are much broken 
down with the diſeaſe, cannot bear to live 
ſo low. And it muſt alſo be obſerved, that 
the diet muſt be perſiſted in during the 
courle of life; for, on a return to the for- 
mer mode of living, the gout generally re- 
turns — mms Nolenee. 


CHAP. 
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OF THE RHEUMATISM. 


Tur Rheumatiſm is either acute, or chro- 
nic, The acute is that which is attended 
with febrile ſymptoms; and the chronic, 
that which is without fever. The former 
can only be relieved by conquering the in- 
flammation; the latter generally proceeds 
from a defect of the glandular and muci- 
laginous humour in the joints, inſtead of 
which a ſharp irritating acrimony prevails. 
A local rheumatiſm is to be nnn 

from a more general one. | 

The acute rheumatiſm commonly affects 
thoſe who are in the prime of life, and is 
known by wandering pains, with ſwelling 
and redneſs in the part, which increaſe to- 
. wards the evening, and when the patient 
grows warm in bed, and 1s preceded by a 
rigor, ſhivering, and thirſt, A fever at- 
tends, with anxiety and coſtiveneſs. 

The pain of the joint is encreaſed by the 
action of the muſcles, the courſe of which 
it purſues—it attacks the larger joints, ra- 
ther than thoſe of the hands and feet; 

a ſome- 
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ſometimes one part is attacked, while ano. 
ther is quite free from pain; ſometimes dif. 
ferent parts are ſeized at the ſame time; 
and indeed ſometimes all parts at the ſame 
inſtant. | 

There is ſcarce a diſeaſe more hereditary 
than this. 

That it proceeds from a ſerous humour, is 
evident from many ſymptoms which attend 
this complaint. | 

Though an inflammatory 3 it 
differs from other inflammations in as much 
as it neither terminates by ſuppuration or 
gangrene, though ſometimes there is a ſe- 
rous or gelatinous effuſion—it is apt to wan - 
der, and being driven from one part it is 
apt to occupy another the attendant fever 
obſerves the quotidian type, with exacerba- 
tions, and encreaſe of pain during the even- 
ing and the night. 

Bleeding is neceſſary, and mould be re- 
peated, eſpecially when the diſeaſe is at- 
tended with great inflammation. 

Aſter this, if the patient be of a ſtrong 

habit of body, nitre may be given in as large 
quantities as the ſtomach can bear. It is 
| beſt exhibited in water-gruel, 3ij to a quart, 
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and a 83 taken every ſecond boyr. 


It the ſtomach ſhould reject it, when taken 


in ſuch quantities, it may be exhibited in 


ſmaller doſes, and combined with other 


things; as,

Or the warm bath 
may be made uſe of, after the proper eva- 
cuations. And when the patient can bear 
frictions, camphorated oil, or the linim. 
ammon. may be ordered to be rubbed in 
warm, and the parts to be afterwards wrap- 
ped in flannel; and as the matter of the 
rheumatiſm is beſt carried off by the cuti- 
cular pores, diaphoretic and ſudorific medi- 
cines are beneficial; and in this mode the 
cure is commonly completed. Decoction 
of ſeneka may be given in ſuch large quan- 
tities as to raiſe a ſweat. ;

The CHRONIC RHEUMATISM, which 
ſhews itſelf in various parts of the body, 
without fever -or inflammation in the part, 
is ſometimes the effect of the inflammatory 
ſpecies ; but chiefly attacks thoſe who are 
advanced in life. The pain ſeldom ſeizes 
ſo many places at a time as in the acute 
ſpecies, neither are the parts affected ſo 
liable to become red or tumified; it is at- 
tended by paleneſs, diminiſhed appetite, 
relaxation, debility, and torpor in the ſyſ⸗ 
tem. 

A milk diet, N attended to, has 
great efficacy; ſo has bleeding, if the pulſe 
wil admit of it: if not, begin with calo-

or THE LUMBAGO, AND THE SCIATICA, 


Tur Lumbago is a fixed pain in the ſmall 
of the back, particularly upon ſtirring, or 
endeavouring to raiſe the body; without 
nauſea, and other ſymptoms peculiar to the 
nephritis. They may belong either to the 
gout or rheumatiſm, but moſt commonly 
the latter. When the ſciatica is of the 
arthritic ſpecies, the pain is more deeply 
ſeated than when to the rheumatic. Hence 
they ſeem to be the ſame complaint, only 
varying their ſeat, and from thence take 
their names. The /ciatica, termed alſo, 
iſchias, is a fixed pain in the hip, and by 
ſome is called the hip-gout. 

| | We 
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We ſhould be careful to diſtinguiſh the 
acute from the chronic; for, like the rheu- 
matiſm, they may be of either ſpecies, be- 
cauſe in the former, bleeding is neceſſary, 
and repetitions occaſionally; nitre, plenti- 
ful dHution, ſaline purges; and in the lum- 
bago, terebinthinate glyſters, &c. Indeed 
they both demand very nearly the ſame 
treatment as the rheumatiſm, but are much 
more tedious and difficult to cure. The 
pilulæ terebinthinatæ, and thoſe deſcribed 
in p. 232, are particularly recommended; 
and bliſters near the part affected, and on 
the thigh, have often proved efficacious; 
alſo iſſues above or below the knee, though 
not always to be depended upon ; the cauſe 
of the diſeaſe lying too deep to be affected 
by ſuch ſuperficial applications as ' velica- 
tories. Volatile remedies, ſuch as ol. te-. 
rebinth. æther. given in the quantity of 
thirty or forty drops in decoct. guaiac.. 
ſeems to bid the faireſt, together with an 
outward application of the epithema vola- 
tile. A Burgundy-pitch plaiſter, with one 
eighth part of euphorbium, and terebinth. 
Venet. q. ſ. is alſo well adapted to the diſ-

2 good effect. As has likewiſe muſtard whey

But mercurials ſeem moſt to be depended 
upon, given as directed in caſe of chronic 
rheumatiſm ; as the lumbago, and fciatica 
are generally of that claſs, though ſhould 
they be of the acute kind, they muſt be 
treated in the method recommended in the 
acute rheumatiſm.

Tur Head-ach is a painful ſenfation ſeat- 
ed in the contents of the cranium, as the. | 
brain, 
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brain, dura or pia mater, or in the muſcles, 
membranes, nerves, or other parts of the 
head. It is called cephalalgia, if the head 
appears full, and as it were overloaded with 
a dull pain, attended with heavineſs; ce- 
phalea, if inveterate, or extremely acute, 
having a ſpaſmodic tenſion, a ſoreneſs of 
the exterior parts for its aſſociates; and a 
hemicrania, if only one ſide or part of the 
| head is affected. If the pain be fixed to a 
point, it is called clavus hyftericts. 
_  . Theſe affections are conſidered chiefly 
ſymptomatic, and ariſe from ſuch a variety 
of cauſes, as to require different treatment, 
it will therefore always be ufeful, if poſsi- 
ble, to diſtinguiſh the acting one, as it may 
_ derive its origin from rheumatiſm or gout,— 
from a plethora, or inflammatory diatheſis,— 
an entermittent fever, —venereul virus, —foul- 
neſs of the fiomach, or ſome other nervous 
affection of the prime vie,—a diſtenſion of 
the nervous fibres, —convulſions,—or @ ſudden 
tranſlation of matter. 

Where the Stomach is in fault, which it 
generally is in the hemicrania, vomits will 
be very proper, and bitter purges, &c.

Should it ariſe from polypi in the noſe, 
as it ſometimes does, from whence the af-

Theſe rules hold good, as to ha in ge- 
neral, when taken into the ſtomach. If there 
be a plethora, or the pulſe be ſtrong and 
full, it will be very neceſſary en he 
above cure to take away blood. | 
When the mouth and fauces appear exco- 
riated and ulcerated, as they will do ſome- 
times when corroſive: ſublimate, nitrous, 
vitriolic, or muriatic acid have been taken, 
little doubt remains of the cauſe ; but when 


theſe appearances are wanting, and death 
ä has 
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has enſued; and on opening the body, ero- 
ſions, livid and mortified -ſpots, appear on 
the coats of the ſtomach, we are not raſſily 
to conclude that poiſon has been taken, beeauſe. 
theſe may originate from internal. cauſes ;. 
therefore the contents of the ſtomach ſhould 
be examined: and ſubmitted to different 
trials, in order that the ſpecitic nature of 
the poiſon, if any has been taken, may be 
diſcovered.— IR A WHITE POWDER 1s found 
in the ſtomach, and-THAT ARSENIC, it has 
a milky whiteneſs, is gritty and inſipid: 
part of it ſwims on the ſurface of cold wa- 
ter, like a pale ſulphureous film; the great- 
eſt portion ſinks to the bottom and remains 
there undiſſolved; thrown on a red-hot iron, 
it does not flame, but riſes entirely in thick 
white fumes, which have the ftench of garlie, 
and cover cold iron held juft over them with 
white flowers. If it be incloſed between 
two plates of copper, and put into the fire 
and made red-hot, the copper will become 
white. Ten grains boiled in Ziv. of clear 
water, and then paſſed through a filter, I 
divided into five equal parts, and put into 
as many glaſſes.—In one I poured a few 
drops of ſpirit of ſal ammon.—into another 

"i | ſome 
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ſome of the aqua kali,—into a third ſtrong 
vitriolic acid, —into the fourth ſome muri. 
atic acid, - and into the fifth ſome ſyrup of 
violets. The firſt, threw down a few parti- 
oles of pale ſediment, — ie ſecond. gave a 
white cloud, which hung a little above the 
middle of the glaſs ;—the third and fourth 
made'a conſiderable precipitation of a light- 
1th-coloured ſubſtance, which in the former 
hardened into glittering cryſtals, ſticking to 
the ſides and bottom of the glaſs.—Syrup 
of violets produced a beautiful pate green 
tincture, &c. Theſe are methods we muſt 
make uſe of for the certain diſcovery of its 
exiſtence, and conſequently its effects. 

Another method is to ſoak a piece of bread 
in the liquid contents of the ſtomach, and 
give it to a dog, and then from the con- 
ſequences it produces form our concluſions. 
It is neceſſary to be as certain in theſe 
points as poſsible, that when called before a 
bar of juſtice, in the unhappy caſes of peo- 
ple being poiſoned, to give evidence, we 
may act with clearneſs and preciſion.

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MURITATED QUICKSILVER. 


Beſides the general cure for expelling poi- 
ſons delivered above, the antidote for cor- 
roſive fublimate is a weak ſolution of any 
mild alkaline ſalt; about one ounce of ſalt 
of tartar, falt of wormwood, or common 
pear]-aſhes, may be diſſolved in a gallon 
of water, and the ſtomach filled: with the 
ſolution, which will decompound the ſub- 
limate, deſtroy its ſaline ſpiculæ, and if ap- 
plied in time prevent its deleterious effects. 


VEGETABLE POISONS, 


The plants which chiefly produce un- 
happy effects are, ſome kinds of mufhrooms ; 
—hemlock gathered for parſley, and eaten 
in ſallads ;—the roots of the hemlock-drop- 
wort, eaten inſtead of carrots,—and the ber- 
ries of the deadly night/hade, which chil- 
dren eat by miſtake for wild cherries. 

All the poiſons of this claſs ſeem to prove. 
mortal rather from a narcotic or ſtupefying, 
than an acrimonius and ſtimulating quality.

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and voice, ſtupor or fury, convulſions, ani 
retchings to vomit, are the chief ſymptoms. 
The patient ſhould immediately take a 
ſolution of the zincum vitriolatum purifica- 
tum, and repeat it till it cauſes him to vomit 
plentifully, aſsiſted by a large quantity of 
warm water, and other ſoftening fluids, as 
above recommended. After the operation 
of the vomit, and the evacuation of the in- 
teſtinal canal, by oily and emollient clyſters, 
the patient ſhould continue to take large 
quantities of water, or whey, ſweetened 
with honey or ſugar, and medicated with a 
conſiderable quantity. of vinegar, which 1s 
eſteemed a ſpecific, or antidote, againſt this 
fort of poiſons. 


OPIUM. 


This excellent drug, when taken by miſ⸗ 
take, or otherwiſe, in too large a quantity, 
is converted into a poiſon. The cure is to 
be the ſame as already deſcribed, except that 
there may be a. greater neceſsity for ſpeedy 
veneſection, as the effect of this poiſon 
is to produce ſymptoms ſimilar to thoſe of 
the ſanguineous apoplexy. Bliſters may be 
applica betwixt the ſhoulders, and to the 
ancles, 
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ancles,. and vinegar to the noſtrils, and di- 
lute vitriolic acid, cream of tartar, lemon- 
Juice, or any convenient palatable acids may 
be added liberally to whatever liquor the pa- 
tient drinks.

'T HE colic is an acute pam, and obſtruc. 
tion in the inteſtines. When the colic-pain 
is accompanied with vomiting of bile, it is 
called a bikous culiv. When the pain ariſes 
from flatus, without any inſtammatory ot 
bilious ſymptoms, it is termed the Aatulent 
or uind culic.I it takes its origin from hy. 
ſteme complaints, it is named the hyferic colic, 
When it is accompanied with tenſton in 
the abdomen, ſoreneſs to the touch, febrile 
affections as heat, thirſt, quick pulſe, and 
other inflammatory fymptoms, it gets the 
name of inflammatory colic. When it is at- 
tended with an obſtinate conſtipation of the 
bowels, and a vomiting of every thing that 
is taken, indicative, from the nature of what 
is diſcharged, that the paſſage through the 
inteſtines is entirely cloſed, the diſeaſe 1s 
termed the iliac paſsion. When the pain is 
violent, and ſeated in the umbilical region, 
ſtriking through to the back, with obſtinate 
coſtiveneſs, and a retraction of the nave], ſuc- 
ceeded by ſpaſmodic contraction, or pally of

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the lower extremities, it is called the nervous 
colic.

BILIOUS COLIC, 

The bilious colic generally ſeizes the pa- 
tient about the beginning of ſummer, with a 
vomiting of a yellow greenzſh caſt ; a bitter 
taſte in the mouth, with great heat; eireum- 
ſcribed pain about the region of the navel; 
ſometimes with moſt excruciating pain all 
over the abdomen ; then ſhifting from place 
to place; little or no diſcharge of urine ; a pul- 
ſation in the abdomen, with a ſenſe of cold 
about it: frequently it is attended with a 
hoarſeneſs, which continues during the whole 
ſtage of the diſtemper, with thirſt, fever, and 
coſtiveneſs; and ſometimes terminates in the 
iliac paſsion. 8

FLATULENT COLICT --- 


The flatulent colic i is known by a {Me 
ing pain in the bowels, following the track 
of the colon, attended with borborygmy, 
which abates when the air is ſet free ; the pain 
is not exaſperated by preſſure, but rather te- 
lieved; there is no extraordinary thirſt, and 
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the pulſe but little diſturbed. The habit 18 
generally, nay indeed almoſt always, coſtive, 
and ſometimes ſo ſtrong, that the periſtaltic 
motion of the bowels-is inverted, and the in- 
teſtinal contents puſhed upward, and ejected 
by the'mouth. This as well as ſome other 
ſpecies of colic is ſometimes attended with 
nephritic ſymptoms ; hence the nephritic or 
ſone-colic., However, they may be eafily diſ 
tinguiſhed from the nephritis, by the pain not 
being fixed in the kidney, and propagated to the 
genitals, but being more extended towards the cen- 
tre of the belly, and by the ſudden relief after « 
diſcharge by fa. In the colic, after cating, 


the pain increaſes, but in the nephritis it is 


rather mitigated." - In the nephritis, the 
urine is firſt clear and thin, and afterwards 
lets fall gravel or other ſediment: in the colic, 
the urine is generally thicker in the beginning, 

Though we know that this diſeaſe ariſes 
from ſpaſm in ſome part of the alimentary ca- 
nal, the moſt common places are either the 
valve of the colon, or its flexure, where it 
turns up under the fpurious ribs to the leſt 


| fide, the lower part of the duodenum, the 


pylorus, or cardia. Vet ſtill it is very dith- 
cult to diſcover what is the cauſe, there are 
5 8 ſo 
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fo many different ones; "moſt of which can 
only be gueſſed at; therefore the patient's 
conſtitution is to be enquired after with great 
nicety, reſpecting its particular nature, as 
well as conduct reſpecting the non-naturals 
previous to the attack. - For the obſtruction 
may ariſe from acrid biles,—different kinds of 
ſuburra, —flopptges of the duetts communis cſio- 
ledochus, from ſpaſm,” or from biliary concre- 
tions, —hardened faces, —toorms,—TUPLUTEs,— 
remains of undifſolved food, —earth or. ſtony con- 
cretions lodged in the inteſtines, —compreſsion of 
the inteſtines from tumors many of the contiguous ' 
viſcera, —introſuſception or voloulus of the mteſ= 
tine. a thickening of its coat from fehirrous, 
cancer, &c;—hence whatever the cauſe, we 
muſt endeavour in our plan of cure to take off 
the ſpaſm, and promote a fret n — 
the bowels downwards. 

If the patient be plethorie, or of a ſtrong 
habit of body, bleeding is generally neceſ- 
ſary; after which order him to drink plenti- 
fully of warm water, or chamomile tea, fo as 
to promote vomiting; then procure ſtools by 
emollient clyſters, which muſt be repeated, 
and made ftronger, if neceſſary, till an

Women of a groſs and lax habit of bod v. 
of an irritable diſpoſition, and thoſe who have 
juſt recovered from very difficult labours, are 
particularly ſubject to it. It attacks the re- 


gion of the ſtomach, and ſometimes the parts 


* below it, with violent pain, and is ac- 
companied 
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companied with exorbitant vomitings of green 
or yellow matter ſucceeded by great lowneſs 
of ſpirits. The pain goes off in a day or two, 
and frequently returns again, in a few weeks, 
with as great a violence as ever. It is ſome. 
times attended with a jaundice, which va- 
niſhes ſpontaneouſly in a few days. 

When the ſymptoms are all gone off, and 
the patient is pretty well recovered ; grief, 
anger, walking, or any other exerciſe uſed 
$00 ſoon, will occaſion a relapſe. 

Bleeding and purging, in this ſpecies of 
colic-generally do harm ; unleſs the woman be 
of a ſunguineous conſtitution and robuſt make, 

and then they are very proper. 
Ihe patient muſt drink a large quantity of 
warm poflet-drink, whey. or carduus tea, till 
there be a thorough evacuation of the con- 
tents of the ſtomach ; after which,

INFLAMMATORY COLIC. 
. In the inflammatory colic, a vehement 
burning fixed pain is felt in thoſe parts which 
are moſt affected, alſo accompanied with a 


preternatural heat of the whole body, quick 


ude. 


When the inflammation. is in the upper part 


of the inteſtines, the ſtomach will be diſtended 
with wind; and where it is very violent, 
convulſions will ſucceed in the diaphragm, 


attended with . vomiting, painful inflation, 


T _ rumblings, 
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rumblings, and ſharp griping twitches, which 
may at laſt be productive of tlie paſsĩo iliaca. 

When the ſharp pain, attended with fever and 
nauſea, appears to be betwirt the navel and the 
pit of the ſtomach, it may then be ſuſpected 
that that part of the colon is affected which 
lies under the ſtomach. If it be in the right 
hypochondrium, under the ſpurious ribs, 
then that part of tlie colon which joins the 
ilium, may be inflamed ; but when the pain 
is in the middle of the abdomen, about the na- 
vel, it indicates the ſmall inteſtines to be af- 
fected, 

In the inflammatory colic, bleeding largely 
and repeatedly will in general be abſolutely 
neceſſary; eſpecially if the patient be pletho- 
ric, and the ſymptoms urgent: in this we 
mult take care not to be deceived by the 
pulſe, for from the blood being ſolicited in- 
ternally by the local irritation, a leſs quan- 
tity will circulate to the extremities, conſe 
quently the pulſe will not give that indica- 


tion of fulneſs ſufficient, from this circum- 
_ fiance alone being conſidered, to induce the 


young practitioner to bleed; the want of 
which may be an irrecoverable error, he muſt 
therefore be directed by the urgency of the 

| other 
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other ſymptoms ; on bleeding he will find 
the pulſe increaſe, which will be a certain 
mark of the propriety of the operation; alſo 
warm ſoftening emollient drinks and clyſters 
ſhould be preſcribed. After theſe, if the vo- 
miting be violent, an anodyne may be pro- 
per, given in the ſaline draught in the act of 
efferveſcence, and repeated occaſionally. 
Warm fomentations are alſo uſeful, and the 
ſkins of newly killed animals, applied warm 

to the abdomen ; or bags filled with common 
ſalt, or oats, heated; and if theſe ſhould 
fail, we muſt have recourſe to the ſemicu- 
pium, and warm bath. Bliſters are like- 
wiſe adviſed, and directed to be applied 
to the part affected, immediately after bleed- 
ing, be the cauſe either n or fla- 
tulence. | 

"Freſh weak broths are the beſt for drink, as 
well as for nouriſhment. 

After bleeding, ſtools muſt be procured.

Should any 
of theſe means ſucceed, the patient muſt 
continue for ſome time his courſe of cathar- 
ties and opiates occaſionally, till all the ſymp- 
toms perfectly vaniſh, and the freedom of the 
alvine evacuation convinces us all the harden- 
ed fæces are entirely removed. To prevent a 
relapſe, crude flatulent. vegetables, animal 
food of difficult digeſtion, ſhould be avoided,

But 15 notvithfndinn the helps bag 
preſcribed, the fever ſhould continue, and 
clammy ſweats come on, with paleneſs, di- 
arrhœa, foetid black ſtools, or like the waſh- 
ings of fleſh, with a ſmall intermitting pulſe, 
and at laſt a total ceſſation of pain, you may 
prognoſticate a gangrene coming on, and that 
death 1s near-at hand, 


ILIAC PASSION, 


THe iliac paſsion is owing to an inflamma- 
tion and obſtruction, in the inteſtinal canal. 
ſo as to allow no paſſage for Either the faces or 
flatulence. It may be occaſioned by harden- 
ed fæces violent vomitings—ruptures—earthy 
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or 2 concretions' lodged in the intęſtines 
umors—intraſuſception, or rolvulus of the in. 
ere thickening of the coats of the in. 
teſtines &. and is attended with an acute 


pain of the bowels, an oppreſsion at the 
| ſtomach, tenſion of the belly, bilious or 


even ſtercoraceous vomiting, great thirſt, 


heat, fever, and at laſt with ſingultus, cold 


ſweats, delirium, ne 1 and 
death. 

The method of cure is nearly the 4 
prefcribed in the inflammatory colic, the iliac 
paſsion being only the greateſt fe of that 
diſeaſe. | 

Ihe common drink ſhould be OY hits 
ken-broth, | beef-tea, chamomile-tea, or the 
decoct. hordei comp. the lac amygdalæ may 
likewiſe bo drank freely; and a quantity of 
nitre may be added to it. 

Bleed largely aud repeatedly, more articu- 
larly if it ariſes from a ſtrangulated rupture; 
next inject emollient, oily, and ſtimulating, 
clyſters; and give oily aperient remetlies, by 
the mouth: but the chief hope here is in 
bleeding, catharties and opiates.

This ae is alſo called colica man 
colic of Poictiers; Devonſhire colic; convuſſire 
colic ; painters colic; and in the Weſt Indies, 
where it is endemic, * term it the Dry 
belly-ach. | 
It differs from the common colic,” in its 
attack being ſeldom ſudden—it ſteals on by 
grees with a ſenſation of weight or uneali- 

neſs in the belly, particularly about the na- 

. - wel ;* encreafing in a ſhort time to ſlight pain, 
not conſtant, but always encreaſed after eat- 
ing, till at laſt it becomes violent and con- 
ſtant, not only in the ſeat of the diſeaſe, 
but in the arms and back, terminating at 


laſt in a palſy. It is attended ae with loſs 
of 


— — 
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of appetite, yellowneſs in the countenance, 
a ſlight degree of ſickneſs, and coſtiveneſs. 
A vomiting ſucceeds of acrid ſlime, and ons: 
raceous bile. 

The pain, will Gequently: 4 0 to the 
region of the navel, and ſhoot from thence 
to each ſide with exceſsive violence. Its ſeat 
appears to be the centre of the meſentery ; 
and the inteſtines ſeem as if drawn in to- 
wards the ſpine, with convulſive ſpaſms; ſo 
that it is ſometimes impracticable to throw 
up glyſters. The pain does not, as in moſt 
colics, abate and increaſe ſeveral times in a 
tew minutes; but generally obſerves the 
ſame tenour, for- ſeveral hours together. 
The pulſe is commonly low, and as quiet as 
in health, without any appearance of fever 
or inflammation ; but rather on the contra- 
ry, a faintneſs and lowneſs of ſpirits. | As 
the diſeaſe adyances, violent nervous fymp- 
toms come on—as blindneſs, loſs of vgice, 
and at times apoplexy, and palſy. When 
the pain has continued long and violent, 
and begins to abate, the patient commonly 
feels an unuſual ſenſation and tingling along 
the ſpina or, n oxteniing to the .

arms and legs, they thus become weak and 
paralytic. 

Before the diſorder is confirmed, its pro- 

egreſs may perhaps be ſtopped by glyſters of 
the decoctton of colocynth, fena, and the 
carminative ſeeds, diſſolving therein com- 
mon ſalt or crude ſal ammoniac, with a 
proper quantity of oil, eſpecially oleum ri- 
cini, and keeping the body open with mild 
aperients, of which the caſtor oil is the moſt 
effectual. The patient ſhould avoid catch- 
ing cold, and be careful that he takes no- 
thing acid or indigeſtible by way of diet. 
- This colic is often the effe& of lead ac- 
cidentally taken in drinks, ſuch as cyder, 
&c. and too frequently eating and drinking 
things of an auſtere acid quality. It is com- 
mon in cyder counties; and often happens 
to plumbers,” painters, arid thoſe who at- 
tend\ the ſmelting of lead, or eee f. of 
white ledl. 

It is brought alſo by cold, ey often ap- 
pears in the warmer climates, as a conſe- 
quence of intermittents improperly ' cured. 

When it is confirmed, the following me-

quantities, and watery ; afterwards more co- 


pious, turbid, and alſo bloody, if the ſtone 
be pointed and rough, ſtrangury, coſtive- 


neſs, a painful retraction of the teſticle of 
the affected ſide, and a numbneſs down the 
thigh and leg. When the obſtructing matter is 
got into the bladder, the pain in the kidney, 
abates, but is perceived in the bladder, 


eſpecially about the neck; the urine be- 
v comes 
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comes turbid, and is diſcharged in drops, 
with a frequent inelination to make water, 
and it is oftentimes bloody in conſequence 
of riding, or being jolted in a carriage; there 
is alſo a frequent deſire to go to ſtool, a ſenſe 
ef weight in the perinæum, an itching in 
the penis, and a mucous ſediment in the 
urine. If from the ſtimulus occaſioned in 
the kidney, or in the ureters, an inflamma- 
tion ſhould be induced, it muſt be treated as 
ſet down in the nephritis. 

Bleeding is, in general, very proper, and 
we muſt obſerve, that it is abſolutely necel- 
ſary to take off the inflammatory ſymptoms, 
if any fuch occur, before we venture upon 
the uſe of ſtimulant diuretics—or tonics.

Soap, and oyſter or cockle-ſhell lime-wa- 
ter, long perſiſted in, have ſometimes. been 
attended with much ſucceſs, as ſolvents for 
the ſtone. - The kali purum, or aqua kali 
puri, is generally thought to be the moſt 
efficacious. The: patient muſt begin with 
ſmall doſes, ſuch as x. XX. or even XXX. 
drops, to be taken in half a pint of veal- 
broth, or new milk, and gradually increaſe 
the quantity of lixivium as far as the ſtomach 
and urinary paſſages will bear, 

An infuſion of the ſeeds of daucus ſylveſ- 
tris, or wild carrot, ſweetened with honey, 
is greatly extolled by ſome in complaints of 
the ſtone and gravel. And a decoction 
made by boiling thirty berries of raw coffee 
in a quart of water till it becomes of a deep 
greeniſh colour; and taken night and morn- 
ing to the quantity of eight or ten ounces, 
with ſpir. ætheris nitroſi gutt. x. and occa- 

uv 3 tionally 
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fionally purged with caſtor dil, has been 
known to bring away gradually a large 
quantity of calculous matter. Acids are 
alſo ſaid to be as powerful ſolvents in ſome 
kind of calculous concretions as even the 
pure kali. The acidum muriaticum may 
be made uſe of for this purpoſe. 

The uva urſi has likewiſe been much re- 
commended as a lithontnptic ; from which 
much relief has been obtained—it may be 
adminiſtered in the following form:

A compoſition named agua mephitica al- 
culina has been eſteemed highly ſerviceable 
in gravelly complaints, and been thought to 
prevent a relapſe, which in thefe caſes are 
frequent—at is made by diflolving a portion 
of pure kali in any given quantity of water, 
and impregnating the ſolution with fixable 
air the doſe is ſuch a part as may contain 
about half a dram of the ſalt— and that re- 
peated twice a day viz.— four drams diſ- 
ſolved in fixteen ounces will make eight 

doſes of two ounces each. 
During the uſe of all ſolvent medicines, 
the 
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the body ſhould be kept open now and then 
with ol. ricin. or ſome other gentle carthartic. 
But it ſometimes happens that the attempt. 
at diſſolving is not only iinpracticable, but 


may be dangerous; we have then no other 


relource but palliatives: hence the body 
ſhould be kept open occaſionally with ſome 
eccoprotic ; and mild diuretie infuſions and 
decoctions, ſuch as are pleaſant and the 
ſtomach will eaſily bear, and will paſs free- 
ly, ſhould be adminiſtered. 

With reſpect to diet, heavy and flatulent 
food ſhould be avoided, as alſo high ſeaſoned 
viands, or ſuch as are apt to turn rancid: like- 
wiſe butter, fatty ſubſtances, and acids. The 
diet ſhould be of the lighteſt kind, eaſily di- 
geſtible, and ſuch as wil rather Prove laxa-

or THE ISCHURIA, OR SUPPRESSION OP 
URINE, 

A Total ſuppreſsion of urine is called 

by authors iſchuria, and differs in its ſymp- 


toms according to the parts affected ; when 
v 4 the 
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the x1DNEYs, ſome diſeaſe having preced- 
ed, there is a pain and uneaſy ſenſation of 
weight in the renal region, without any 
tremor of the hypogaſtrium or ſtimulus to 
micturition.— When the unk TER, ſome 
diſeaſe of the kidneys having preceded, 
there is a ſenſe of pain or uneaſineſs in ſome 
part of the ureter, without any tumour of 
the hypogaſtrium or deſire to make water. 
When the BLADDER, there is a tumor of 
the hypogaſtric region, with pain at the 
neck of the bladder, and a frequent ſtimu- 
lus to make water.—When the urETHRA, 
there is a ſwelling of the hypogaſtric region, 
with a frequent deſire to make water, and 
pain in ſome part of the urethra. 

Of this ' diſorder there is a very great 
variety, ariſing from different cauſes, affect. 
ing the parts from whence the name of 
the ſpecific diſeaſe is taken, and which 
will be found in SAUVAGES NOSOLOGIA ME- 
THODICA—or in that of Dr. Cullen.—And 
according to the exiſting cauſe ſo muſt our 
remedies be adapted. We refer our rea- 
ders to theſe authors, becauſe in a work of 
this nature now before us ; ſufficient room 
cannot be left, to enter ſo fully as might 

| 454 be 
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be wiſhed into the ſubject. We can only 


therefore recite ſuch as moſt commonly oc- 


cur, recommending it to practitioners to 
conſult, in caſes of difficulty, ſuch authors 
as have treated the ſubje&t more at large; 


which enquiry will in many inſtances amply 


repay them for the labour they beſtow. 

A partial and painful ſuppreſsion of urine 
is called DYSURIA, or STANGURIA, which 
have different ſymptoms according to the 
cauſes; and is either attended with heat of 
urine without any evident diſeaſe of the 
bladder,—or a ſpaſm communicated from 
other parts with the bladder,—or with ſigns 
of calculus in the bladder, —or with a large 
ercretion of mucus; or it is occaſioned by 


preſſure from the neighbouring parts affecting 


the bladder, —or from theſe parts being i in- 
flamed. 


As there are ſo many cauſes which give 


riſe to theſe complaints, we muſt particu- 
larly advert to them in our modes of cure. 
If it is cauſed by inflammation, we muſt 
depend upon the antiphlogiſtic method as 
laid down in nephritis and cyſtitis. —If from 
ipaſmodic affections, to opiates, terebinthi- 
nate $'yſters and the warm bath.—If from

ſuperabundance of mucus, to ſaponaceous 
medicines and ſtimulating diuretics, viz, 
horſe-radiſh, muſtard-ſeed, fſquills, with alca- 
tefcent fubfiances, and terebinthinate balſams as 
attenuants.—If from gravel or calculus, no 
inſlammation being attendant, to lithontrip, 
tics. 5 

Total ſuppreſsion of urine, when from 
cauſes exiſting in the kidneys, or ureters, is 
feldom cured, unleſs they ariſe from ſpal- 
modic affections; but when it is partial our 
hopes may be more flattering. —The ſymp- 
toms attending this ſpectes are pain, nau- 
fea, vomiting, coftiveneſs, coldneſs of the er- 
tremities, numbneſs of the thigh, retraction 
of the teſticle, ſucceeded ſometimes by con» 
vulſions and ſyncope, 

The ſymptoms here gencrally ariſe from 
ſpaſmodic affections, and therefore we mutt 
have recourſe to warm bathing, glyſters, 
which act as fomentations to the parts, as 
well as evacuants.— Demulcents and opium 
in repcated doſes, till the ſpaſm is relieved. 
The following demulcent mucilage is re- 
commended.

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It thould have been obſerved, that 
though the affection may be of the ſpaſ- 
modic claſs, ſhould it be attended with 
ſtrong febrile ſymptoms and the habit ple- 
thoric, bleeding and antiphlogiſtics may 
be had recourſe to. 

It has been ſaid that electric ſhocks ſent 
through the loins, have ſeldom failed to 
expedite the paſſage of calculi into the blad- 
der. 

If urine gets into the bladder, and is there 
ſuppreſſed, this is known by a ſwelling of 
the hypogaſtrium, pain at the neck of 
the bladder, and frequent veſical teneſmus, 
Should the common methods fail of ſuc- 
ceſs according to the cauſe, the catheter 
ſhould be paſſed with. caution, and be had 


occaſional recourſe to till the original de- 


fect be cured, whether it ariſes from in- 


flammation, weakened tone of the coats | 
of the bladder, paralytic affection, a ſtone 


plugging up the neck, an ulcer there, or 
the womb preſsing upon its neck, which 
happens in caſes of pregnancy. But as 
ſuppreſsion moſt commonly proceeds from 


ſpaſms or inflammations of the neck of 


the 
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the bladder, bleeding, Fm and 
clyſters muſt be purſued.

Tf the fuppreſsion till continues, repeat 
the bleedings, have recourſe to the warm 
, bath, and give ſolutions of gum Arabic, 
&c.—Sometimes the introduction of the 
bougie, firſt oiled, may aſsiſt much in re- 
moving thefe complaints by its flight irrita- 
tion, and gently dilating the paſſages. 

When there is a total ſuppreſsion of urine, 
the catheter or bougie muſt. be uſed to draw 
it off. If we try the latter, it muſt be al- 
lowed to remain in the-paſſage for a length 
of time, and on its being drawn away, the 
water moſtly follows ; it gives leſs pain, and 
is eaſier introduced than a catheter, but is 
not ſo certain.

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coats of the bladder, during the uſe of the 
catheter, the cortex and cold bath are ad- 
viſeable, with cantharides, or probably a 
bliſter to the ſacrum might be attended 
with advantage. 

If from an ulcer in the neck of the bladder, 
detergent bougies and injections we muſt 
depend upon, and a courſe of ſulphureous 
waters may be beneficial. —[f from preg- 
nancy, the preflure muſt be removed occa- 
ſionally by elevating the uterus, inflamma- 
tory affections prevented from coming on, 
the body kept conſtantly cool and open, 
and in a recumbent poſture as much as may 
be till nature removes the cauſe, which 
will happen in due courſe, and bleeding 
muſt be now and then ſubmitted to, 

If a painful diſcharge of urine ariſes from 
caruncles in the urethra, they are moſt effec- 
tually removed by bougies, which ſhould at 


firſt be uſed with lenity and caution ; and 


if on their firſt introduction (being previ— 
ouſly ſmeared with oil) any inflammatory 
ſymptoms come on, bleed and purge, -and 
confine the patient to his-bed ; and when 


theſe complaints are gone off, let him con- 


tinue to uſe them conſtantly till the diſ-

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| CHAP. XIV. 


OF THE HEMORRHOIDS, OR PILES, 


Tur Piles are painful tumors in the hw 
part of the inteſtinum rectum. 
Thoſe who lead ſedentary lives, are of 2 
looſe texture of fibres, high feeders, hard 
drinkers, and ſuch as are conſtitutionally 
coſtive, or have uſed themſelves to aloetic 
purges, &c. are more n ſubject 
to theſe diſorders. 

Sometimes they are internal, phe occa- 
ſion great pain in going to ſtool: when ex- 
ternal, they are likewiſe very painful, and 
apt to bleed: after which, the pain gene- 
rally abates. | 

The piles admit alſo of another diviſion; 
viz. active or paſsive. The fir/t is uſually 
-preceded, and attended by giddineſs, and 
head-ach, weight and pain in the back 
and loins, ſometimes by numbneſs in the 
thighs, ſenſe of coldneſs in the extremi- 
ties, flatulence in the lower belly, hard 
pulſe ; dryneſs of the fauces, pale and de- 
ficient urine, with frequent inclination to 
make. water. The ſecond generally occurs 

| 4 | in 
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in people of relaxed, debilitated habits, and 
are chiefly at firſt only attended witli pain 
locally ſituated, but by continuance occa- 
ſion thoſe ſymptoms attendant on relaxa- 
tion. Such as a quick and weak pulſe, 
fluſhing heats in the face; now and then 
chilly fits, with a ſenſe of crawling or 
creeping down the back, diſturbed reſt, 
and unrefreſhing ſleep. Now according as 
this diſeaſe is of the active or paſsive kind 
ſo will it require a mode of treatment adapt- 
ed to the particular cure. | 

If the patient be plethoric, bleed ; and or- 
der a light cooling diet, ſuch as broths, 
gruels, whey ; and avoid liquors, which are 
heating and inflaming. 

Foment with the fotus commun. and in 
caſe the piles bleed much, with a decoction 
made of flor. roſar. p. ij. ſambuc. p. i. vin. 
rub. Florentine. #8. gently ſimmered to ſbi.

This laſt has been found very uſeful. 
During the flux little can be done but 
keeping the body moderately open, cool, 
and quiet. And ſuch gentle medicines given 
as determine the fluids to the ſkin. Towards 
the concluſion moderate aſtringents may 
X Ft. 
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be had recourſe to, ſuch as ſmall doſes of 
peruvian bark, conſerve of roſes, chaly- 
beate waters, &c. but the more powerful 
aſtringents muſt be avoided ; indeed the 
greateſt caution is neceſſary how we repel 
the piles, the habit of body being, in gene- 
ral, much relieved by their appearance, 
and they certainly free it from many acute 
diſeaſes; for a ſudden ſuppreſsion of any 
habitual evacuation has been the primary 
cauſe of the worſt and moſt dangerous diſs, 
eaſes ; ſuch as apoplexies, epilepſies, mad- 
neſs, &c. 

Where the habits are relaxed, and that. 
appears to be cauſe of the diſeaſe, we may 
then employ more powerful tonics and 
aſtringents with ſtimulants, generous diet, 
cool air and exerciſe, and the body muſt 
be kept open by ſome of the foregoing gentle 
aperients. „ 

Should the tumors. be external, leeches 
may be applied, or if the pain be violent, 
the ſaturnine opiated applications may be 
made uſe of, or the following is recom- 
mended.

In order to prevent a relapſe, and give 
ſtrength to the parts, waſhing the parts every 
morning with cold water is very ſerviceable 
in bracing up the coats of the varicoſe veins, 
or hardening the fungous excreſcences. 

Sometimes though the piles have been 
injudiciouſly ſtopped by the uſe of power- 
ful aſtringents, which has brought on more 


troubleſome and dangerous complaints—it 


has, therefore, been thought adviſeable to 
have them reproduced, which has proved 
ſalutary, for which bleeding in the foot 


has been recommended, and ſmall doſes of 


aloes given, and repeated, every night till 


the deſired end has been anſwered.

CHAP. I. 


OF THE TETANUS. 


TETANUS is a rigid and painful contrac- 
tion of the muſcles of the neck, and trunk 
of the body. It is divided into two ſpe- 
cies: the opiſthotonos ; and the epiſthotonos, 
or emproſthotonos. In the former, the whole 
trunk of the body is convulſed and drawn 
backwards in a curve, with the head bent 


- towards the ſhoulders ; in the latter, the trunk 


of the body is drawn forwards, with the 
chin to the breaſt. This diſeaſe is moſt fre- 
quent in hot climates, and is ſaid to be en- 
demic in South Carolina,, eſpecially among 
the negroes. It ſometimes comes on ſud- 
denly; then the patients rarely ſurvive 
more than forty-eight hours; ſometimes 
gradually; firſt affecting the back part of 
the neck, and about the ſhoulders, with an 
uneaſy ſtiffneſs, the rigidity of the muſcles 


in general gradually increaſing. From the

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manner of the attack muſt the danger of 
the diſeaſe be eſtimated: the more gradual 
and ſlow, the better; and if nine or ten 
days are got over, the patient generally re- 
covers. A painful drawing in under the 
ſternum is the- diflinguifhung characteriſtic of 
this diſeaſe. 

The cauſes of this diſeaſe, are N and 
moiſture, particularly ſudden viciſsitudes, 
or ſome irritation of the nerves, in conſe- 
quence of local injury, as puncture, inciſion, 
&c. The former of theſe cauſes are ſudden 
in their operation, the latter does not take 
effect for ſome days. Beſides theſe, viſcid 
mucus in the ſtomach, and inteſtines, par- 
ticularly at the head of the duodenum, 
worms and meconium are enumerated, 

Now wherever any of theſe cauſes can 
be diſcovered, immediate application ſhould 
be made for their removal, by emetics and 
cartharties; of the firſt claſs, antimonials are 
conſidered the beſt ; of the laſt, calomel, join- 
ed with ſome other purgative. 

If it ſhould happen in conſequence of an 
irritation from a wounded nerve, or tendon, 
divide it directly, and dreſs the wound to 
bring on a proper digeſtion, and cicatrix,

But if the cauſe is not diſcoverable, the: 
irritability of the ſyſtem muſt be attempted 
to be relieved, and the prediſpoſition con- 
quered, chiefly by the very liberal uſe of 
opium, to which muſk and eamphor may 
be added, and the doſes muſt be adapted to 
the exigencies of the caſes. Twelve grains 
of muſk, and one, two, or three grains of 
ſolid opium, with theriaca, in a bolus; may 
be given and repeated every four or fix 
hours, with the julepum e camphora. Forty 
drops of tincture of opium have been given 
every half hour,- till one ounce has been 
conſumed in 24 hours, without produc- 
ing any intoxication; one dram of opium, 
and half an ounce of muſk, has been given 
every 24 hours, by which the patient has 
been cured. If the patient cannot ſwallow, 
opium muſt be given in clyſters, with the 
addition of oil, or turpentine diſſolved in 
the yolks of eggs: the body at the ſame 
time ſhould be kept open by manna, fal. 
amar. ol. ricin. &c. or by clyſters. In the 
mean time, the warm bath muſt be made 
uſe of, and when the patient is taken out, 
he muſt be wrapt up in warm flannels, and 
put in bed; the belly muſt be ſomented,

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and a bladder, half- full of warm water, muſt 
be applied to the pit of the ſtomach.

Dr. Ruſh, of Philadelphia, condemns the 
uſe of opium, and gives three ounces of 
peruvian bark, in three pints of wine, with- 
in the ſpace of 24 hours, by which he ſoon 
relieved his patients, and cured them in a 
tew days.

If the pulfe, during the convulſive ſpaſm, 
is firſt ſmall, languid, and flow, then quick, 
intermitting, and irregular, cordials ſhould 
be interpoſed, ſuch as caſtor, ſpir. amm. 
fœtid. ſal. cornu cerv. &c. and fœtid glyſ- 
ters injected occaſionally. 
Where you ſuſpect a tetanus coming on in 
children, evacuate gently by ſtools, and give 
ſmall doſes of muſk and opium, and you may 
frequently prevent the bad conſequences of 
the approaching fit, 

To reſtore the patient, after the tetanus, a

is to be tried, and the ſpine is to be rubbed 
with ſome ſpirituous liniments. But bliſters,

CHAP. II. 


OF THE LOCKED JAW. * 


Tris diſeaſe is termed, by SAUVAGES, 
triſmus tonicus, and is a rigid contraction 
of the muſcles, which raiſe the lower jaw. 

"A It 
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It may be either primary, or ſecondary 
that is, either ariſe ſpontaneouſly, without 
any evident cauſe, or be the conſequence 
of wounds, or other morbid affections. 

The true ſpecies are divided into that which 
affects infants within the firſt fourteen days 
from their birth; and that from a wound, or 
cold, which attacks all ages. 

The treatment is nearly the ſame as that 
preſcribed for the tetanus. A bliſter may be 
applied between the thoulders, or acroſs the 
throat, and the jaw anointed. with the oleum 
lateritium; and purgatives given by the 
mouth, or opening glyſters 1njected, and re- 
peated occaſionally. On the intermediate 
days the following draught may be given:

ſhould be given internally, and the other 
means uſed as propoſed in cures of tetanus, 

Mercury has been lately given internally 
with ſucceſs in this dangerous diſorder ; and 
the unguent. hydrargyri, rubbed on the 
parts moſt contracted, and purſued till ſali- 
vation commences, has been found ſervice- 
able; exhibiting opium at the ſame time. 

This may be conſidered as a ſpecies of te- 
tanus; only. the affections are more partial: 
and alſo may that diſeaſe, called caToCnvs, 
wherein there is a general rigidity and ſtiff. 
neſs of the muſcles, accompanied with in- 
ſenſibility, or without the pain and dith- 
culty of breathing, which are peculiar to 
the tetanus; though this is of the chronic 
kind, whilſt the other is a diſeaſe belonging 
to thoſe of the moſt acute claſs.

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CHAP. III. 


OF THE HYDROPHOBIA, OR CANINE MAD- 


NESS, 


We may eaaſily diſtinguiſh a dog to be 
mad, by his dull and heavy look, endea- 
3 | vouring 
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vouring to hide himſelf, and ſeldom or ne- 
yer barking ; and yet he is angry and ſnarls 
at ſtrangers, and fawns and leaps on his 
owner; by refuſing meat and drink, droop- 
ing, hanging down his ears and tail, and 
laying often down as if going to ſleep.— 
This is the firſt ſtage of madneſs, which is 
dangerous, though, doe ty not ſo infec- 
tious. | 

Soon after this be nels to breathe quick 
and heavy, ſhoots out his tongue, ſlavers a 
good deal, and froths at the mouth; looks 
half aſleep, flies ſuddenly at the bye-ſtan- 
ders, and runs forward in a curve line.— 
As theſe ſymptoms increaſe, he knows not 
his owner; his eyes are thick and dim, and 
water, hke tears, runs from them ; his tongue 
is of a lead colour; he grows faint and weak, 
and often falls down; then riſes and at- 
tempts to fly at ſometing, grows mad and 
furious. —This is the laſt ſtage, in which he 
ſeldom lives above thirty hours. The nearer 
to this ſtate, the more dangerous 1s the hite, 
and the more direful its effects. 

The general ſymptoms, attending the bite 
of a mad dog, are, 

4 little time before the diſtinguiſhing 


ſymp- 
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ſymptoms make their appearance, the pa- 
tient is affected with languor, a general un- 
eaſineſs and heavineſs, diſturbed ſleep and 
frightful dreams, accompanied with toſsings 
of the body, ſudden ſtarting and ſpaſms, 
ſighing, a love for ſolitude; and anxiety. 
Theſe ſymptoms confinue through the 
whole courfe of the diſtemper, increaſing 
daily. Pains begin to ſhoot from the place 
where the ſkin was torn, all along up to the 
throat, with a ſtraitneſs and ſenſation of 
choaking, and a horror or dread at the fight 
of water or other liquids, (and ſome ſay on 
ſeeing a looking-glaſs), great tremor, and 
loſs of appetite. The perſons affected can, 
in general, ſwallow any thing which is ſoft 
and ſolid; but when their lips come but in 
contact with a fluid, they ſtart back in the 
greateſt fury and agony, though this does 
not always attend the inability to ſwallow 
from the firſt: there. have been inſtances 
where people have been extremely deſirous 
to drink, and have made the attempt in va- 
Tious ways; they vomit a bilious matter; a 
fever with great heat comes on, attended 
with a continual watching, ſometimes with 
a priapiſm ; the tongue becomes dry and 

| rough, 
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rough, and often lolls out of the mouth ; the 
voice becomes hoarſe; the thirſt is very 
conſiderable, and yet they cannot drink; 
they endeavour to ſpit at the by- ſtanders, 
even involuntarily, with an apparent deſire 
of biting thoſe they can come at ; and yet 
have ſenſe enough -to beg they would keep 
from them, for fear of an accident of that 
kind; they rage, and foam at the mouth; 
they cannot bear to ſee a dog come into 


the room, and diſlike a perſon in ſcarlet; 


their pulſe ſinks, and their breathing fails; 
cold clammy ſweats come on, with convul- 
ſions, which finiſh the melancholy tragedy. 

This diſeaſe has been known to come on 
ſpontaneouſly, ſometimes ; and in hyſteric 
caſes it has been met with in an inferior 
degree, the patients finding ſuch extreme 
difficulty, in ſwallowing, that they can 
hardly be prevailed upon to take any liquid. 

The wound ſhould be immediately en- 
larged, or the part entirely cut out, or 
this may be attempted three days, or even 
a week after the patient has been bitten; 
then apply a cupping-glaſs with a ſcariſica- 
tion; after which, cauterize the wound, 


wathing it daily with ſalt-water and vinegar, 


and 
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and keep it open with eſcharotics. Some 
prefer rubbing the wound daily with the un- 
guent. hydrargyri fortius. Some recommend 
the application of the lunar-cauſtic in pre. 
ference to the knife. 

Bleeding is recommended, by ſome, to 
eight or twelve ounces; but that is not ne- 
ceſſary, unleſs the patient be of a re 
habit. 


Emetics, eſpecially the hydrargyrus Vis 


triolatus, may be very proper; and at night,

together with bathing, &c. ſucceſsively, for 
four, ſix, or ſeven nights, if the animal was 
nving mad; and for three or four nights 
at the next full moon, and the change. 

The hydrargyrus vitriolatus has been re- 
commended as an excellent preſervative a- 
gainſt the hydrophobia. There are ſeveral 
examples given by Dr. JAMEs, in his Trea- 
tiſe of Canine Madneſs, of its preventing 
madneſs in dogs that had been bitten; in 
ſome, of its performing a cure after the 
madneſs was begun. From fix or ſeven 
grains to a ſcruple are to be given every 
day, for a little time, and repeated at the 
two or three ſucceeding fulls and changes 
of the moon. Some few trials have likewiſe 
been made on human ſubjects, bitten by 
mad dogs; and in theſe alſo the vitriolated 
quickſilver, uſed either as an emetic or al- 
terative, ſeemed to have good effects. 
Quickſilver, applied externally, is alſo pro- 
poſed as an efficacious preſervative againſt 
this malady. The unguent. hydrargyri fort. 
may be rubbed in gradually, ſo as to excite a 

| flight 
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flight ſalivation, which ſhould be continued 
for ſome weeks. 

There have been inſtances where the pa. 
- tients have refuſed to undergo the operation 
of the knife, and have been ſucceſsfully 
treated by firſt ſcarifying the wounds, and 
then applying hot vinegar, ſharpened with 
vitriolic acid. 

In caſe the e eee has „ the 
patient before aſsiſtance has been had, bleed 
freely, then proceed on the ſame principles 
as laid down by the ingenious Dr. Nv-. 
GENT, in his Eſſay on the Hydrophobia, 
Opium and muſk are what we are chiefly 
to rely upon. Solid opium, to the quan- 
tity of gr. if. may be directed to be given, 
in the form of a pill, every three hours; 
and a bolus, with moſch. gr. xv. cinnab. 
fact. di. every fix hours. At the ſame time 
ſponges dipt in hot vinegar, may be con- 
ſtantly put to the mouth and noſtrils ; and 
a piece of thin flannel, moiſtened in the 
following liquor, may be applied to the 
throat, three or four times a day :

A caſe has lately occurred, where the 
greateſt benefit has been derived by the ap- 
plication of oil thrown into the habit, by 
every means, by the mouth, by the anus in 
form of a glyſter, and by general frictions 
frequently repeated: the laſt mode we 
ſhould recommend to be moſt depended 
upon, as the largeſt quantity of oil miay be 
thrown into the habit by theſe means, in the 
ſhorteſt ſpace of time; and perhaps'it-is to 
this that the efficacy is moſt to be attri- 
buted. Though the application of oil in 
this dreadful mtalady is mentioned by Celſus, 

19:28 * who 
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who recommends a bath of warm oil, ſtill that 
mode has proved inefficacious; therefore we 
ſhould have recourſe to friction and the other 
methods, when practicable, in preference. 
The methods here recommended, are 
much more to be depended upon than ei- 
ther the Ormſkirk powder, or the Tonquin 
remedy, which from their compoſitions, the 
muſk excepted in the laft, appear to be 
medicines perfectly inert—or the Carnatic 
pill, the principal ingredient of which is

OF SPASMS AND CONVULSIONS. 


Tursx complaints though they have ap- 
pearances which diſtinguiſh them obviouſly 
from each other, are very often conſidered 
in the fame point of view, and are thought 
to require the ſame modes of treatment; — 
lor they are both certainly affections of the 
nervous ſyſtem. They are divided into ro- 
NIc—and CLONIC—When the muſcles are 
contracted, and continue in that ſtate, they 
receive

receive the firſt appellation; when they do 
not remain in the contracted ſtate, but have 
contraction, and relaxation, quick alternating 
with each other, occaſioning a violent agita- 
tion, the ſecond. Hence theſe we are now 
to treat of are involuntary contractions of 
the muſcles, which invade accidentally, the 
patient remaining ſenfible ; owing to an irre- 
gular influx of the nervous fluid, irritation, 
weakneſs, pain, &c. e 
Spaſms are now and then attended with a 
fever, thirſt, coſtiveneſs, aſthma, anxiety, 
pain, thin, pale and crude urine; reſtleſſ- 
neſs and diarrhoea, Bleeding ſhould not be 
preſcribed in theſe complaints but with the 
utmoſt caution ; when they ariſe from ina- 
nition, occaſioned by preſſure, diſcharges, 
or evacuations, medicine is of little uſe, ex- 
cept ſuch as is eſteemed dietetical : a light 
nutritious diet, with plenty of warm ſup- 
pings, ſhould be recommended; and theſe 
are to be varied according to the ſtrength and 
other circumſtances of the patient. x; 
I they ſucceed wounds or erternal injuries, 
after bleeding, according to the circum- 
ſtances of the caſe; emollient cataplaſms 
and liniments are to be applied, and opiates

Dance, is a ſpaſmodic diſeafe, chiefly inci- 
dent to children of both ſexes, but more eſ- 
pecially girls, from ten to fourteen years of 
The characteriſtic ſymptoms of this diſ- 
eaſe, are convulſive motions of the limbs 
and trunk, with ſuch regularity as to repre- 

ſent 
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fent the geſticulations ſometimes uſed in 
dancing, from whence in a great meaſure 
the diſeaſe takes its name. 

In this malady, not only the legs and arms 
are in conſtant convulſive agitations ; but ſo 
is the head: lolling out the tongue, inarti- 
culate ſpeech, and a ridiculous drawing of 
one of the legs after them like ideots, at- 
tend theſe patients. If a glaſs of liquor be 
put:into their hands to drink, they cannot 
direct. it properly up to their mouths, but 
uſe a thouſand odd geſtures, and when it 
reaches their lips they drink it very haſtily, 
28 if they meant to divert the ſpectators. It 
is conciſely deſcribed; convulſive motions, 
partly voluntary, for the moſt part on one 
ſide, in the motion of the hands and arms, 


reſembling the antic geſtures of buffoons; 


attacking the younger part of each ſex, from 


ten to fourteen moſt frequently, who alſo in 


walking rather drag one foot after them than 
raiſe it up.

In general, a light animal food, red wine, 
chearful company, and a good clear air, with 
moderate exerciſe, are of great importance in 
this diſorder. Drinking tea, and ſuch like 
tepid relaxing fluids, ſhould by no means be 
indulged. Bleeding in the plethoric may 
be ſometimes neceſſary, but the cure conſiſts 
chiefly in whatever tends to ſtrengthen the 
ſolids, and the whole habit in general; and 
nothing will effect this more ſucceſsfully than 
a long continued uſe of the mineral chalybe- 
ate waters, riding on horſebaek, W 
r e &c.

motion of the muſcles of the thorax and 
abdomen, occaſioned by any thing that 
irritates the ceſophagus or lungs, and puts 
the muſcles of thoſe parts into ſudden and 
repeated action. 

DuRETvs, that admirable commentator of 
HIipPOCRATES, ſays, A cough is nothing 
elſe than a concuſsion of the thorax, endca- 
vouring to ſhake off what is offenſive to it; 
but this concuſsion ariſes from nature, irri- 
tated by a morbific cauſe : for there is a 
peculiar faculty in all the official parts, of 
agitating themſelves to throw off what is to 
them offenſive ; as, what is ſneezing, from 
"0 noſtrils ; from the ſtomach, hiccough- 

; that is coughing from the thorax: and 
lo nature has inveſted the kidneys, blad- 
der, ſpleen, liyer, and diaphragm, with the 
ſame faculty.” 

It is often cauſed by change of they 
ſhifting one's cloathing, damps, what is call- 
cd catching cold, &c. 

In phlegmatic and relaxed habits, the 


cough is moiſt; and in the hypochondriac

and ſcorbutic, dry. The diſcharge is fre. 
quently viſcid, and lodges in the glands of 
the trachea: when its more fluid parts eva.

A regular warmth is here of uſe. Malt li- 
quors, ſpices, high meats, and wines, ought 
to be omitted; inſtead of which, recommend 
linſeed-tea, barley-water, bran-tea, light

Bleeding is ſometimes . unleſs 
extreme weakneſs and old age forbid it. A 
vomit of ipecacuanha is often indicated, eſ- 
pecially in caſe of. nauſea, or where tough 
phlegm is lodged in the ſtomach or bron- 
chia.—Stools may be procured, and the ir- 
ritation on the lungs, ſo troubleſome at 
night, may be * ad the n 
method: ;

Tus is a quick, violent, convulſive cough, 
attended with an acute ſonorous inſpiration 
like the crowing of a cock, together with 
an effort to vomit, occaſioned by a viſcid 


and thick matter lodged about the bronchia, 


trachea, and fauces, ien. ſticking cloſe, 
cannot be eaſily expectorated; and there- 
fore tlie poor infants, who are moſt ſubject 
to this diſeaſe, in endeavouring to bring it 
up, ſtrain moſt violently, till they become 
almoſt ſuffocated, and convulſed. - 

The diſorder is infectious, and is conciſe- 
ly defined, a convulſive ſtrangulating cough 
with hooping, relieved by ſpontaneous vo- 
miting.

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For the moſt part it begins with flight 
febrile affections, the cough gradually in- 
creaſes, with a ſound like the crowing of a 
cock ; then a clear mucus is only expecto- 


rated; a tickling of the throat, or a kind 


of ſenſe of ſuffocation, precedes the pa- 
roxyſm : in the fit the veins ſwell, the arte- 
ries beat forcibly ; there is a pain in the 
head ; the eyes look prominent ; tears trickle 
down the cheeks ; the eye-brows ſwell ; the 
face appears turgid, red, or livid ; the pa- 
tient, in ſome caſes where the ſymptoms 
run high, would ſoon expire, unleſs there 
was an hemorrhage from the noſe, or the 
breaſt, or he vomited. Thoſe who vomit 
are in the beſt ſtate. If neither occurs in 
the violence of the coughing fit, convulſions 
or apoplexy are to be feared, and, from the 
length of the diſeaſe, a phthiſis. 

It is ſometimes epidemic; and once in 
life attacks moſt people, but more particu- 
larly infants, which has been attributed to 
the laxity, and weakneſs of their viſcera. |

CHAP. I. 
OF THE APOPLEXY. 


Ax Apoplery is a ſudden privation in 
ſome degree of all the ſenſes and motions 
of the body, except thoſe of the heart and 
lungs, attended with fleep, and ſometimes _ 
ſnoring. It may be divided into two ſpe- 
cies, the ſanguineous and ſerous.” They are 
diſtinguiſhed by attending to the different 
ſigns of the ſanguineous and phlegmatic 
conſtitutions. The firftis cauſed»by the blood 
diſtending the veſſels, and compreſsing tie 

brain; or by an extravaſation of blood. 
The ſecond ariſes from a collection of ſerous 
or pituitous humours in Wn ventticles 1

The chief difference: between a perfor in 
an apoplexy and one aſleep is, that one can 

be waked, but the other not. 
We ſhould very carefully attend to the diſ- 
uneklon between the ſanguineous and ſerous 
Aa 3 apoplexy: 
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apoplexy: the latter of which is often fol- 
lowed by a palſy. The ſanguineous apoplery 
is ſuppoſed to attack more ſuddenly than 
the ſerous; without much oppreſsion, or 
unuſual ſleepineſs, the face appears red, 
fluſhed, and bloated ; the veins of the head 
and neck turgid, the eyes protuberant and 
ſuffuſed with tears; the reſpiration tolera- 
bly free, though accompanied with Anor- 
ing and' rattling in the throat, the heart 
beats ſtrongly, the pulſe full, and the ani- 
mal heat high. The {/erous apeplery is apt 
to be preceded by unuſual heavineſs, giddi- 
neſs, ant! drowſineſs; the countenance pale, 
and bloated; pulſe weak and languid. A 
coldneſs in the extremities, loſs of memory, 

and decay of faculties; flow ſpeech, thort 
breath during motion, ſwollen and watery 
eyes, and univerſal tendency to dropſy. And 
after the ſtroke the face is not. remarkably 
red or fluſhed, the veins are, not turgid, the 
reſpiration is more ſtraitened, and there is 
more of the rattling and ſnoring, with a 
working of froth from the mouth: the pulſe 
is not ſtrong, nor RAY ful and in- 
clines to intermit. 


But extravaſated blood appears: to be "the 
moſt 
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moſt common cauſe of this diſeaſe ; as out 


of 98 patients afflicted with this complaint, 
whoſe heads were opened after death, by 
Dr. G. Fordyce, in all extravaſated blood 
was diſcovered, 

In the ſanguineous bleed plentifully and 
boldly from the jugular, by a large orifice; 
alſo cupping the back part of the head, with 
deep ſcarification, in order to open the occi- 
pital veins, is of great uſe. Bleeding in the 
foot is alſo proper; indeed nothing but ex- 
treme weakneſs can contraindicate a loſs of 
blood. —Next, neck ſtimulating and ſharp 
clyſters.

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fect. —Apply bliſters to the head, back, 
legs, and thighs, and ſinapiſms to the feet 
and if none of thefe means ſhould rouſe the 
patient, put an actual cautery to the ſoles 
of the feet. After he returns to his ſenſes, 
the body ſhould be kept open with vinum 
aloes, or ſome other gentle cathartic. 

During the fit, the patient ſhould be ſup- 
ported in an upright poſture, in order to 
prevent the 'accumulation of blood in the 
veſſels of the brain; and his room ſhould 
he kept very cool. When recovered from 
the fit, the patient ſhould hve temperately 
in a cool air; take conſtant exercife, have 
recourſe to tonics, and aſtringents; and be 
extremely careful in avoiding every thing 
that has a tendency to induce debility. 

As emetics are highly dangerous in the 
ſanguineous apoplexy, ſo they are often 
eſſentially neceſſary in the apoplexy ariſing 
from a pituitous or ſerous humour. .

Iſſues, ſetons, and perpetual bliſters are of 
great advantage in theſe cafes. If the re- 
covery is from a ſanguineous apoplexy, the 
patient ſhould carefully avoid malt li- 
quors, and all ſalt acrid diet; ſuch as ſalted 
and high- ſeaſoned meats, muſtard, onions, 
ſpices, generous wine, &c. and ſhould con- 
fine himſelf chiefly to a ſott, mil. opening 


vegetable regimen. 


But this kind of diet will be very proper 
after a recovery from the cold pitwitous apo- 
plexy; aſsiſted with emetics and cathartics, 
repeated at proper intervals, and a courſe of 
chalybeate waters, briſk exerciſe, and dry 
frictions. 

When apopleries are known to» be occaſion- 
ed by blows upon the head, or from falls, oc- 
caſioning a concuſsion of the brain, we mult 
have recourſe to large and repeated bleed- 
ings, with briſk purges; when from exce/- 


five drinking, or taking too much opium, acids 
are chiefly to be relied on, as lemon-juice 


and vinegar, which ſhould be poured freely 
down 
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down the throat, and perſiſted in occaſion- 
ally till the ſtupor abates; or the ſaline 
mixture may be copiouſly adminiſterel.

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OF A COMA, LETHARGY, AND CARUS. 


THESE diſeaſes have a great affinity to 
the apoplexy : indeed by ſome noſologiſts 
they are arranged with apoplexy. They ſeem 
but to differ in ſome flight appearances ; 
and the modes of cure are ſimilar to what 
we have before laid down under that head. 
In a coma, the patient fleeps profoundly ; 
but when called, awakes, opens his eyes, 
anſwers, and immediately falls aſleep again. 
A lethargy, conſidered by ſome as a 
ſlighter kind of ſerous apoplexy ; is a more 
profound ſleep, attended ſometimes with a 
fever, and ſometimes with delirium.—A ca- 
rus is of the ſame kind, in which you get 
ſome broken incoherent anſwers from the 
patient; when called, he ſcarce opens his 
eyes 1 yet, if he be pricked, he has ſeel- 
ing.— 

Theſe 
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Theſe diſorders ſhould be treated by ſti- 
mulating clyſters, volatile fœtids, bliſters, 
cauteries, cupping, and vomits. Out of the 
fit, if the patient be plethoric, or the pulſe 
be full and ſtrong, bleed.

A Vertigo is the appearance of objecb 
which are at reſt, turning in a circular di- 
rection, attended with a fear of falling, and 
a dimneſs of ſight. This diſeaſe may ariſe 
from - plethora, —affections of the flomach,— 
and too great irritability in the nervous .- 

tem j— 
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tem as it is a complaint hyſteric people 
are very ſubject to. F it owes its origin to 
the firſt cauſe, or ſhould a ſanguinary pleni- 
tude attend the ſecond or third, bleeding in 
the jugulars, or cupping, with ſcarification 
between the ſhoulders, or rather in the back 
part of the head, demand the firit atten- 
tion; then apply bliſters and ſetons, which 
ſhould by all means be kept open.—Vomit- 
ing is neceſſary when it proceeds from a 
foul ſtomach, and afterwards a few drops of 
the acidum vitriol. dilutum may be taken 
two or three times a day. Lenitive purges 
are generally adviſable in all caſes of this 
malady.

A Catalepſy, called alſo catoche, catochus, 
catalepſis, and congelatio, is a very rare and 
uncommon diſtemper, in which there is a 
ſudden loſs of ſenſation, and yolition ; the :

leſs as a ſtatue, in whatever poſture he is 
when ſeized, or put into. He neither hears, | 
nor ſees though his eyes be wide open; 
neither does he feel, though ever ſo ſevere- 
ly pricked or burnt. He generally ſwal- 
lows voraciouſly whatever is offered him, 
his countenance appears florid, and towards 
the cloſe of the fit, he ſighs very deep, and 
thus recovers himſelf, 

Women are more frequently attacked by 
it than men.—Terror, grief, diſappoint- 
ment, profound meditation, ſtoppage of the 
catamenia ; and worms, have all occaſion» 
ed this complaint. 

Bliſters, cupping, vomits, and cathartics, 
with the moſt active nervous ſtimulants, ſeem 

to promiſe the greateſt advantage; ſetons,

We ſhould, if poſsible, endeavour to find 
out the occaſional cauſe, and adapt our re- 
medies to that where practicable. If theſe 
cannot be diſcovered, our general plan 
muſt be to attempt to unload the veſſels,

of its proper action. 

It is obſerved by authors, that the cata. 
lepſy is a very acute diſtemper, generally 


proving mortal in three or four days; and 


that it ſometimes changes into an epilepſy, 
apoplexy, or melancholy. 


. 
OF THE PALSY. 


A PALSY is a diminution or total priva- 
tion either of ſome voluntary motion often 
attended with drowſineſs, and ſometimes with 
- loſs of feeling. When it happens to all the 
parts below the head, or to the lower half of 
the body, it 1s called paraplegia; if one whole 
ſide be affected, it is termed hemiplegia ; and 
if it be confined to any particular limb, or 
ſome muſcles, it is conſidered and called pa- 
ralyfis partialis. | 

When the muſcles of the face are para- 
lytic, the ſource of the diſorder is in the 
drain; but if thoſe be free, the nerves 
only of the ſpinc, or medulla oblongata, are 
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palſies may ariſe from a conſtant, and ex- 
ceſsive uſe of warm water. Extreme cold is 
alſo very injurious to the membranes, and 
nerves, in the ſmalleſt of which it is capa- 
ble of producing obſtructions, and thus give 
riſe to paralytic diſorders. Again, moiſt 
and cold air may cauſe this diſtemper ; for 
by moiſture the veſſels of the human body 
are generally relaxed, by which means their 
action upon the humours is diminiſhed ; in 
conſequence of which the true cauſe of heat 
in the body will be ſoon weakened. Palſies 
ſucceed the colica pictonum,—venereal ex- 
ceſſes in elderly men,—the fumes of certain 
metallic ſubſtances, ſuch as lead, or quick- 
ſilver ;—may be occaſioned by worms—gout 
—ſcrophula—the retroceſsion or repulſion 
of eruptions &c.—alſo by an apoplexy, and 
different ſpecies of coma ; the moſt common 
is that which follows an apoplectic ſtroke, 
which, when that happens, or comes on in 
old age, it is ſeldom cured. The two beſt 
ſymptoms attending a palſy are when a ſenſe 
of1tching is perceived in the parts affected, or 
a fever coming on, theſe afford hope of a re- 
covery. | | 
It is only the lighter degrees of palſy in 
B b which 
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which we can hope for relief, and where the 
ſenſe of feeling remains, a perfect cure is more 
likely to be accompliſhed than where that is 
loſt, as well as the power of motion. 

The regimen ſhould be light, nouriſhing, 
and ſtrengthening where the ſanguinary mals 
is rather inclined to a watery ſtate. 

Clyſters, and vomits, ſeem to be the firſt 
and immediate indication ; then bliſters, free- 
ly and long continued, —Muſtard ſhould be 
externally uſed, the flower of which mult be 
mixed with water, and the parts well rubbed 
with it; internally, likewiſe, it ſhould be 
ſwallowed whole: ſtimulants alſo of differs 
ent kinds may be adminiſtered—as,

electricity has been alſo tried to advantage 


moderately applied, and long perſiſted in, 
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for ſmall ſhocks invigorate while ſtrong ones 
exhauſt the vital energy, and debilitate the 
ſyſtem—Dry frictions, and ſcourging with 
nettles are alſo recommended. But the 
Bath waters have moſt frequently ſucceeded, 
where medicines have been unſucceſsful. 
The arnica montuna, has from its ſucceſs 
been much recommended, for it is a pene- 
trating aromatic bitter, poſſeſſed of ſome 
tonic power, and has been in ſeveral caſes 
efficacious, either given in extract to the quan- 
tity of one dram, or from 32 to 31s of the 
flowers infuſed in boiling water, every day, 
When the.blood ſeems to be in a ſtate of 
viſcidity, attenuant gums, with. fixed alka- 
line ſalts, and chalybeate waters, promiſe to 
be of the greateſt uſe, accompanying ſuch 
external applications as ſeem likely ta ſti- 
mulate the living ſolids and nervous ſyſtem 
to action. But when palſy ſucceeds the 
rheumatiſm, ſcurvy, ſcrofula, lues venerea, 
or nervous colic, it will be neceſſary at the 
ſame time to advert to the primary diſeaſes, 
and adminiſter ſuch things as may be ſervice- 
able in theſe caſes according to the nature of 
the complaint. 
Tremors, or paralytic nin or trem- 
blings 
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blings of the hands and other parts, fre- 
quently follow upon hard drinking, profuſe 
venery, or any other exceſſes in the non- 
naturals, and may, in general, be treated as 
a partial palſy, omitting the evacuations, 
which would in theſe caſes be injurious. In- 
deed in all cafes of inveterate palſy powerful. 
evacuants ſhould be avoided. The medici- 
nal waters both of Bath and Briſtol, under 
proper regulations, are very adviſeable in 
theſe circumſtances, | 
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CLASS VI. 
OF MENTAL DISEASBS. , 
CHAP. I. 
OF MELANCHOLY AND MADNESS, 


'Th ESE are diſeaſes nearly connected, 
though they are diametrically oppoſite in 
' ſome of their ſymptoms ; for the firſt is at- 
tended with great fear and penſweneſs ; and 
the latter with great fury and boldneſs ; but 
they both agree in being accompanied with 
a conſtant delirium, without fever. 

They have been conſidered by ſome as 
two ſpecies of inſania, which 1s defined per- 
manent delirium without fever Melancholy, 
Inſanity, accompanied by ſadneſs; Madneſs, 
Inſanity accompanied by rage, in the former 
fear prevails; in the latter anger; but in both 
we have delirium. | | 

Melancholia, by ſome noſologiſts, is de- 
fined a partial inſanity without any dyſpep- 
ſia, by which is meant, when a man is in 
ſuch a ſituation, that the relation of things 
altogether falſe are conceived in the mind, 


ſo that his palsions and actions may be ex- 
cited 
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cited beyond all natural bounds, or contrary 
to reaſon ; and as hypochondriaſis and me- 
lancholy cannot always be diſtinguiſhed ; 
when they are, there appears no other ſign 
but that in the firſt, dyſpepſia is always preſent, 
in the laſt, it is often totally abſent. 
Melancholy and madneſsmay be occaſioned 
by whatever ſo diſturbs the brain as to affect 
the mind; ſuch as intenſe thought, anxious 
cares and troubles, watchings, frights, fear- 
ful and ſhocking dreams, ſtrong paſsions, 
profuſe evacuations, or common evacuations 
obſtructed. Whatever renders the blood 
and fpirits too volatile, cauſes the mirthful 
and raving; and whatever, on the contrary, 
depreſſes them, will occaſion the melancholy 
ſpecies. If hereditary, they ſcarce admit of 
a cure, nor do thoſe which grow up with 
people from their early youth, nor in gene- 


ral, is that which has continued above a 
year. 


* 


The general ſigns, preceding melancholy, 
are ſadneſs and dejection, without any ante- 
cedent cauſe; timidity, fondneſs of ſolitude, 
troubleſome nights, fretfulneſs and fickle- 
neſs, coſtiveneſs, little or no urine, indo- 
lence, and paleneſs of viſage. —On the con- 
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trary, in maniacs there is an unuſual bold. 


neſs, with all the ſtrong appearances of irre- 
gular paſsions; riſing ſometimes. ſo high, as 
to give room to apprehend the patient may 
attempt his own life. 

Boerhaaye has well depicted the Postet 


of melancholy; he ſays, patients in this 


diſeaſe, are pale and bloated, but by degrees 
they contract a livid hue, and grow very: 
thin. They loſe their ſleep, and commonly 
their appetite, although many inſtances are 
found of aſtoniſhing voracity.—Reſpiration, 


and the pulſe become weak and flow ; the 


habit coſtive in the extreme, the whole ſyſ- 
tem torpid. A ſullen gloom takes poſſeſsion 
of the countenance, anxiety and grief hang 
heavy on their eye-lids, and their imagina- 


tion is haunted inceſſantly with fearful ap- 


prehenſions.— The perſpiration, and all the 
ſecretions are diminiſhed, and coldneſs pre- 
vails in the extremities an obſtinate jaun- 
dice ſometimes ſupervenes, and when the 


body is diſſected, the gall-ducts commonly 
are found diſtended with black and ſtagnant 


bile, which reſembles liquid pitch.“ 
With regard to the cure as ſpontaneouſly 


effected by nature, it has been obſerved 


either 
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either to be by inflammatory gout in the ex- 
tremities—the hemorrhoidal fur an irrup- 
tion on the ſrin—diarrhea—or by the return of 
the catamenta. 

Medical practice adviſes 3 but 
not to acquaint the ſick with the occafion. 
New ideas are to be introduced, and oppoſe 
them to the preceding ideas. 

In bold maniacs, a ſlender and weak regi- 
men is required; ſuch as gruels, thin pana- 
das, whey, water, and fruits, barley gruel, 
butter-milk. Bleeding is proper in the be- 
ginning, and ſhould be frequently repeated 
in ſmall quantities: but the pulſe and other 
ſymptoms, will be the beſt guides. Clyſters 
and romits ſhould not be ſ pared ; for they are 
moſt undoubtedly of yery great uſe, and 
| ſhould be either antimonium tartariſatum, 
vin. antimon, or ipecacoanha, according to 
the ſtrength of the patient. Purging muſt not 
be forgotten; nor iſſues, bliſters, ſetons, &c,— 
The hot bath is often of the greateſt ſervice, 
in maniacal caſes ; bleeding and nitrous medi- 
eines being firſt premiſed for promoting the 
diſcharge by urine copiouſly, that by the 
cutaneous pores are conſidered of the utmoſt 


conſequence in theſe caſes.

characteriſtic is, an immoderate deſire of

The ſigns at firſt, are 
melancholy, great taciturnity, though with 
laſcivious caſting about of their eyes, and a 
redneſs of the face. As the diſeaſe increaſes; 

they ſcold, cry, then laugh, Im 
The cure conſiſts in removing the heat and 
irritation by refrigerants and evacuants, and 
interpoſing gentle anodynes. The diet ſhould

getables. Bleeding 1s proper, and ſhould be 
repeated, eſpecially where the pulſe is quick 
and ſtrong.

rate exerciſe, compleated the cure within 
two years. This plan is therefore recom- 
mended in nymphomania; and when the 
cauſes are conſidered, ſeems well calculated 
to anſwer the purpoſe—From 15 to 20 grains 


of camphor with nitre, and ſmall doſes of 
tinct.

TIIs diſtemper is likewiſe called affectio 
hypochondriaca, vapours, and ſpleen. The 
characteriſtic ſymptoms are difficulty di- 
geſtion—languor, and want of energy—dejec- 
tion of mind, and apprehenſion of evil, more ęſpe- 
cially reſpecting health, without ſufficient cauſe, 
with a melancholic temperament.—lIt is a 
chronic diſeaſe, in which the patient ima- 
gines himſelf in danger of dying from pal- 
pitation of the heart. Eructation, borbo- 
rygmi, or other diſagreeable, though ſlight 
and mutable ſymptoms, ariſing without any 
evident cauſe. Men are known to be hypo- 

2 chondriacal, 
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chondriacal, becauſe they ſpeak to us of mul. 


tifarious miſchiefs connected together by no 
evident principle, often only to be difco. 
vered from the relation of patients, which 
are.delivered with a ſcrupulous attention to 
the moſt minute circumſtances, and in the 
very terms of the medical art; alſo, becauſe 
thoſe inconveniencies which other men 
would deſpiſe, they attack with a thouſand 
remedies, and often change them, wearing 
out phyſicians with their complaints, ſome- 
times one, ſometimes” another, Solicitaus 
about the event, and prognoſticating moſt 
unfavourably, though their appetites are 
good, themſelves vigorous, having the per- 
fect exerciſe' of all their functions, except 
the judgment relative to the diſeaſe. It 
affects the imagination, and is attended with 
great anxiety, melancholy, and fear; and 
ſometimes uncommon chearfulneſs, and de- 
fined a dyſpepſia, or diffrculty of digeſtion, 
attended with languor, uncaſineſs of mind 
and fear, from cauſes inadequate, in a me- 
lancholic conſtitution, and ariſes in general, 
from a ſedentary life, with cloſe application 


to ſtudy cold and humidity, with groſs and 


viſcid diet; anxiety and protracted griel— 
— 3 previous 
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previous - diſeaſes, particularly intermittent 
fevers, removed by powerful aftrir rents, 
without cleanſing the inteſtines; alſo wind, 
tough phlegm, worms in the ſtomach and 
bowels, aliments improper in their quantity 
and quality, ſchirrous or other obſtructions in 
the viſcera of the lower belly, profuſe eva- 
cuations, and violent paſsions, | 

The ſigns are, indolence, tremors, deſ- 
pondency, low-ſpiritedneſs, dread of dying, 
coſtiveneſs, difficulty of breathing, ſhort 
cough, flatulence, pale crude urine, ſpaſ- 
modic pains of the head, &c, 

With regard to the cure, we ſhould en- 
deavour firſt to cleanſe the alimentary canal 
| from viſcid mucus, by the uſe of emetics 
and cathartics—to invigorate the ſyſtem 
by tonics, and ſtimulant aſtringents to an- 
ſwer theſe purpoſes, the regimen ſhould 
conſiſt of ſuch food as is light and eaſy of 
digeſtion. Pyrmont water ſhould be recom- 
mended to be drank in common, and exer- 
iſe on horſeback. Repeated vomits, ſuch as 
thoſe formed of ipecacoanha, and tarta- 
riſed antimdny, are very proper here, and 
a due attention that the body be kept ſolu- 
ble with ſtomachic purgatives, ſuch as com-

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prize rhubarb, tartariſed kali, pilul. ex aloe 
cu myrrha, pulv. aloetic. and guaiac. In very 
obſtinate coſtive habits, a few grains of calo- 
mel may be given at bed time, and carried

Tur Peripneumonia Notha, or baſtard 


peripneumony, differs from the true peripneu- 


mon, or inflammation in the lungs, in 
having neither extraordinary heat, pain, nor 
thirſt; and by its commonly ſeizing the old 
and phlegmatic; and thoſe of weak and lax 
fibres, and groſs habit of body: and particu- 
larly hard drinkers. It generally appears at 
the cloſe of the winter ſeaſon, and is moſt 
prevalent in moiſt ſituations, and in foggy 
weather. | | 

This diſeaſe is by ſome only eſteemed a 
lighter degree of the true peripneumony, 
and differs from that, in the inflammation 
being milder, and the afflux of humours 
into the lungs more copious ; whilſt others 
eſteem it a very different diſeaſe, ranking 
it under thoſe of aſthma, and allow for its 
cauſe an accumulation of ſerum in the cellular

It comes on with a ſenſe of heat and cold 
alternately ; there is a giddineſs, and am acute 
pain in the head, when the cough is maſt 
troubleſome ; frequent vomiting, fometimts 
with, and at other times without coughing; 
turbid urine, with red fedimient; a quick 
difficult breathing, and a remarkable wheez- 
ing, whenever the patient coughs. A pain 
of the'whole breaſt accompanies this diſeaſe;

CHAP. IT. 


OF THE ASTHMA, 


Tur Aſthma is a diſeaſe, returning at in- 
tervals, attended with a great difficulty of 
breathing, and wheezing. It is commonly 


divided into the humid and dry aſthma ; ac- 


cording as it happens to be accompanied 
with expectoration, or not. 


It is conciſely defined in the following 


terms: there is a difficulty of breathing com- 
ing on at intervals, with a ſenſe of ſtraight- 
neſs in the cheſt, and a ſibilating noiſe in 

reſpi- 
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reſpiration, | In the beginning there is ei- 
ther a, difficult congh, or none at all; to. 
wards the termination it is free, with very 
often a copious ſpitting up of mucus. It is 
either /pontancous, coming on from no mani- 
feſt cauſe, or accompanying any other dif- 
eafe; or eranthematic, ariſing from a retro- 
pulſion of the itch, or fame other acrid ef. 
fufion ; or plcthoric,): from a ſuppreſsion of 
ſome uſual ' n e or ? 
ſpontaneous plethora. i slain 
However, it is ay 3 ook a 
difinclination to motion, Tofs of appetite, op- 
preſsion and flatulency at the ſtomach, and 
frequent eructations. After ſome time' the 
cheeks become red, the eyes grow promt- 
nent, and there is ſuch an anxiety and 
ſenſe of f ffocation, | that the patient can 
only breathe in an erect poſture, and is 
ſcarcely able to ſpeak or expectorate: when 
bee catches a little ſteep, he ſnores vehe- 
mently ; during the height of the paroxyfm, 
he is deſirous of a free cool air; he fweats 
about the neck and forehead ; and ſome- 
times, when he coughs, brings up a little 
frothy matter with great difficulty; the

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progrefs; of the difeaſę, a flight fever af no 
certain type comes on, with evening exa- 
cerbations$: the urine is pale, and di ſcharg- 
ed in great plenty. After: dinner, and more 
eſpecially after a full meal; there is com- 
monly much flatulenco in the; ſtomach, 
with drowſineſs, and encreaſed dyſpncœa; 
but the violence of the fit is commonly 
from about midnight, till towards morn- 
ing, when it s relieved by ſlecp. As the 
paroxyſm abates, there is more or leſs of an 
expectoration of mucus; the urine becomes 
higher coloured, and lets fall a copious ſe- 
diment. But when the caſe proves fatal, 
the face, the hands, and arms, begin to 
ſwell; the countenance is pale and lurid ; 
the legs become cedematous,' and aſcites, 
anafarca, a dropſy of the cheft, or a lethar- 
gy ſupervenes. A torpor of the arms is felt, 
preceding partial paralyſis; and the diſ- 
treſsing ſcene is cloſed by ſuffocation. 

The perſons moſt ſubject to this diſeaſe, 
are thoſe of a ſanguine temperament, with 
ſmall, but numerous veſfets;—the corpu- 
lent, and plethoric : but more particularly 
perſons of a contracted cheſt : the intem- 
perate, and ſuch as have been debilitated by 
| exceſ- 
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excefsive hæmorrhage, or in whom any ac- 
cuſtomed evacuations, either ſanguine or 
- ferous, have been ſuppreſſed; thoſe alſo in 
_ whom herpetic eruptions have been unſea- 
proce checked, or ulcers: ſuddenly dried 
up; but particularly thoſe who are much 
oppreſſed with flatulence z and all theſe 
more eſpecially, at the vernal and autum- 
nal equinox es.

Taz Dropſy is a preternatural collection 
of water or ſerum in ſome particular part 
of the body ; attended moſt frequently with 
ſwelling, thirſt, difficulty of breathing, and 
- a diſcharge of very little urine. Before 
this diſorder is perfectly formed, the patient 
is generally ſaid to labour under a cachexia; 
and agreeable to the parts affected it re- 
ceives different denominations: when there 
is a general accumulation of lymph in the 
cellular ſyſtem, it is called LEUCOPHLEG- 
MATIA, or ANASARCA, and manifeſts itſelf 
by a ſwelling on the ſurface of the body, 
not elaſtic, but pitting, by preſſure of the 
finger, and riſing ſtowly to its former full- 
neſs. It is a preternatural collection of ſe- 
rous fluid, in the cellular membrane, im- 
mediately under the ſkin, and uſually ap- 
pears, firſt in che lower extremities towards 

- night, 


— 
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night, but diſperſes before the morning. 


The urine is diminiſhed in quantity; thirſt 


encreaſes, and becomes intenſe; atrophy 
attends, and all the fat, with the oily por- 
tion of the marrow, is carried- off by the 
abſorbents.—The fluids may be either ſerous; 
from a ſerum being retained on account of 
ſome accuſtomary ſuppreſſed evacuations, 


or from an increaſe of ſerum, on account of 


too much water taken into the habit : or 
it ariſes from ob/truction, from a compreſ- 


ſion of the veins ; or it is exanthematic after 


eruptions have ariſen, and particularly after 
an eryſipelas, or from a thinneſs of the blood 
produced by hemorrhage, or from debility 


in patients who are weakened by long con- 


tinued diſeaſes; or many other cauſes. 
When there is a collection of watery fluids 


in the abdomen, it is termed an ASCITES, 
which is a tenſe, ſcarce elaſtic, but fluctu- 


ating intumeſcence of the abdomen, called 
abdominal, when there 1s a regular uniform 
tumor of the whole abdomen, with a ſuffi- 
ciently evident fluctuation, which proceeds 
either from obſtruction of the viſcera, from 
debility, or thinneſs of the blood. Or it 
Is named ſaccated, when there is a partial

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tumor ef the abdomen, at leaſt in the be. 
ginning, attended with an obſcure fluctu- 
ation. Not preceded by paleneſs, reſtleſſ- 
neſs, loſs of appetite, or other fymptoms 
of relaxation, and debility, nor attended 
by either much thirſt, or paucity of urine— 
it is conſidered in this ſpevies 4s incurable, 
for the fac is generally formed * a collec« 
tion of hydatids. 

When in the ſcrotum, TDROCELE, dil. 
tinguiſhable by a tumor not painful, In- 
 creafing by degrees, ſoft, fluctuating, and 
pellucid. The ferous fluids which cauſe 
this tumor, may be contained either in the 
cellular tunic, as in caſes of anaſarca; in 
the hernial ſac produced from the peri-

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vhſtructed perſpiration, or drinking large quan- 
tities of cold water, diaphoretics are very 
_ plainly indicated. I from hard drinking, 
exerciſe on horſeback, and the uſe of wine 
under proper reſtrictions, may be recom- 
mended; if from a conſumptive diatheſis, 
diuretics and corroborants will be moſt pro- 
per: if it happens after large hemorrhages, 
or long continued fevers, purge ſparingly. 
The chief dependence is then on bitters and 
chalybeates.

Sometimes an aſcites accompanies an ana- 
ſarca, theſe caſes are rarely cured; but we 
ſhould attempt to evacuate the water by 
every means, taking care not to weaken the 
conſtitution, by too powerful or ſtrong ap- 
' plications; and if all the medicines fail, 
the only chance left is to have recourſe to 
the paracenteſis, or. tapping, which ought 
to be oftener performed than it is, and 
much more early in the diſeaſe ; and not be 
deferred till the abdomen becomes greatly 
diſtended, and the viſcera ſpoiled by long 
ſoaking in the extravaſated fluids. After 
the waters have been evacuated, and the 
patient ſomewhat recovered, the bark, ſtecl, 
frictions, and exerciſe jn a dry country air, 
bid the faireſt to prevent a relapſe. 

IN A CACHEXIA, the kali acetatum, gum. 
ammon. oxymel. ſcil. tinct. aloes comp. pil. 
ammon. decoct. juniper, &c. with proper 
evacuants, riding on horſeback, and German 
Spa-waters, are of great uſe. 

IN THE HYDROCELE, or dropſy of the 
| ſcrotum, 
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ſcrotum; if the water is contained in the 
tunica vaginalis, and the diſeaſe confined 
to the part. The tumor here may be open- 
ed with a trocar-in the moſt depending part 
of the ſcrotum; and though this is not 


properly a radical cure, yet it ſometimes 


proves one, and is to be preferred to any 
other method. 

The radical cure of this diſeaſe, when the 
patient falls under the hands of a ſurgeon, 
has been attempted in three methods. The 


inner part of the cyſt, or tunica vaginalis, - 
was formerly entirely diſſected away; but 


this painful, tedious, operation is now moſtly 
diſuſed, and either a large opening is made 
with a cauſtic into the part, and the cyſt 
encouraged to ſlough or ſuppurate away ; or 
it is opened with the knife, and the cyſt 
filled with lint, whence is brought on an 
inflammation, and an adheſion produced 
or a ſeton is made into and through the 
lower part of the cavity, by which, means 
the water is let off, and effects ſimilar to the 
former produced. 

WHEN WATER IS CONTAINED IN THE 
CELLULAR MEMBRANE OF THE SCROTUM, 
it is to be treated as an anaſarca, and ſcari- 
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cations in the fkin of the legs will anſwer | 
as well as upon the part. 

In a DROPSY OF THE UTERUS, uſe fo. 
mentations, and vapour-baths, and give 
attenuant and reſolvent medicines, ſuch as 
ſoap, gum. ammon. pulv. e myrrh. comp, 
pil. ex hydrargyro. &c. with ſtimulating 
clyſters, and emetics. 

THE HYDROPS PECTORIS requires perpe- 
tual blifters on the legs, and the exhibition 
of diuretics; purgatives are ſeldom of ſer- 
vice in this caſe, but rather tend to weaken 
the body than to evacuate the water. If 
theſe prove ineffectual, the laſt reſource re- 
commended by authors is to puncture the 
thorax, which demands the aſsiſtance of a 
ſkilful and experienced operator. 

THE HYDROCEPHALUS EXTERNUS, is a 
diſtemper in a manner peculiar to young 
children; perpetual Vliſters, iſſues, ſetons, 
cauteries, and difcutient applications, are 
what are commonly adviſed externally, in 
this diſeaſe ; and internally, ſmall doſes of 
calomel, rhubarb, &c. with ſtrengthening 
medicines, and a carminative diet. 

THE HYDROCEPHALUS INTERNUS, OT 
dropſy of the bruin, happens frequently to 

children, 
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children, but ſometimes adults are its ſub- 
jects alſo. Many of the ſymptoms are ſo 
common to worm caſes, teething, and 
other irritating cauſes, that it is dithcult to 
fix upon any which particularly character- 
iſe the difeaſe. The moſt peculiar ſeem to 
be pains in the limbs, with fickneſs and head- 
ach inceſſant, which, though frequent in other 
diſeaſes of children, are neither ſo uniformly 
nor ſo conflantly attendant as in this. Ano- 
ther circumſtance obſerved to be familiar, 
if not peculiar to this diſtemper, is, that 
the patients are not only coſtive, but it is with 
the greateſt difficulty that flools can be pro- 
cured, Theſe are generally of a very dark 
greeniſh colour, with an oilineſs, or glaſſy 
bile, rather than the ſlime which accom- 
panies worms, and they are for the moſt 
part extremely offenſive. In complaints 
ariſing from worms, and in dentition, ſpaſms 
are more frequent than in this diſorder. 

This diſeaſe has been termed, by ſome 
authors, hydrocephalic fever, from the at- 
tendant ſymptoms ; and to prevent us from 
having the idea of a chronic diſeaſe, which 
that of a dropſy gives. Beſides what has 
8 | ne: been 
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been mentioned above, this diſeaſe has ſome 


other peculiarities: the patients fall into 
convulſions, and expire in a few hours, 
when there have not been the appearance 
of ſymptoms, which uſually foretel the 


fatal termination. Alſo the pulſe, from 


being fmall, hard, and frequent, becomes 
ſuddenly full, ſoft, and flow, but inter- 
mittent; and this points out the melan- 
choly change which is approaching; and 


when we find this the cafe, we are not to 


be deceived by many appearances, which 
are apt to flatter the unwary into a falſe 
ſecurity ; for the patients feel little or no 
pain or diſtreſs; they are not delirious, and 
are free from oppreſsion or ſickneſs; they 
have no great thirſt, ſcarce any præterna- 
tura] heat; indeed they have been known 


to ſpeak cheerfully, and even to eat with 


an appetite a few hqurs before the fatal con- 

vulſive attack. To this complaint children 

and young women are molt ſubject. 
When the hydrocephalus internus pro- 


_ ceeds from the rupture of a lymphatic veſ- 


ſcl in the brain, which ſome ſuppoſe to be 
the proximate cauſe of the diſeaſe, it can- 
; not 
0 | 
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not admit of a cure. If worms are the 
cauſe, anthelmintics ſoon relieve; if other- 
wiſe, there is very little hope. | 
As the ſymptoms are ſo ſimilar to thoſe 
ſaid to be from worms, and often may not 
be idiopathic, hut ſymptomatic, it will be 
proper to uſe anthelmintics, and ſuch means 
as may free the bowels from an irritating 
cauſe; thoſe medicines are calomel, rhu- 
barb: if the ſtomach ſeems to be over- 
loaded, give an antimonial emetic. Clyſ- 
ters of aloes diſſolved in milk, or decoct. 
ſem. ſantonic. cum ol. tereb. gut. xxx—x]. 
Small doſes of opium may, occaſionally be 
given. Heating medicines and warm rooms 
are hurtful.. This treatment may be ſuc- 
ceſsful in the ſymptomatic hydrocephalus: 
in the idiopathic, the re-abſorption of, tlie 
lymph accumulated in the brain is to be at- 
tempted. Bliſters applied to the head, and 
the uſe of mercury, even to the producing 
a ptyaliſm, have been recommended, and 
alſo the vapour-bath. In deſperate caſes, 
every remedy ought to be tried which ſeems 
calculated to effect the deſired purpoſe ; 
though the diſeaſe "hitherto has almoſt ever 
cluded the power of the medical art. Be- 
| E e 2 cauſe 
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cauſe when water has actually been col- 
lected in the ventricles of the brain, ang 
diſtenſion taken place, the abſorbent veſlels 
looſe their power, whilſt the exhalent pour 
out their contents more copiauſly. At a very 
early period before the abſolute effuſion of 
water, where ſanguinary accumulation only 
takes place, or where a ſmall quantity of 
water has been depoſited, the diſeaſe may be 
prevented by bleeding, and capious purging, 
intermediately uſing jam joined with 
diuretics.

without a fever, cough, difficulty of breath- 
ing, and other hectic ſymptoms, but at the 
ſame time there is an averſion for food, and 
weak digeſtion, the diſorder is called an 
atrophia, or nervous conſumption. ” 
There perhaps never is an atrophy with- 
out ſome fever ; at leaſt without a quicker 
pulſe than uſual: but the abſence of a hee- 
tic fever [almoſt always diſtinguiſhes this 
from a tabes. There are different ſpecies, 
which ariſe, 1ſt, from too copious evacua- 
tions: 2d, from deficiency. of food, as the 
want of milk in nurſes ſuckling young chil- 
dren: 3d, from corrupted nutriment : 4th, 
from the function of nutrition being de- 
praved, no evacuation, or very tritling, or 
cacochymia having preceded. . 5th, from 
viſcid mucus lining the ſtomach, and ſmall 
inteſtines: 6th, from poiſons, 7th, from 
{crophulous meſenteric glands, intercept- 
ing the chyle, in its paflage through the 
lacteals, to the thorax : 8th, from indigeſ- 
tion. In the beginning of this diſeaſe, the 
habit is œdematous, the face pale, ſqualid, 
and a loathing of all kinds of food, except 
that which is liquid. There is allo a lan- 
guor, which continually afflicts the patients 

4 while 
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while in bed; the urine is often ſmall in 
quantity, and high-coloured ; ſometimes 
pale, and copious; there is no fever, or 
ſcarce any, nor difficulty of breathing, un- 
leſs that which ariſes from extreme debility. 
In the beginning of this complaint, ſuch 
things are required as can reſtore the tone 
of the ſolids, ſuch as ſtomachic and ferrugi- 
nous medicines ; the body ſhould be purged 
every third or fourth day with rhubarb ; the 
common drink, wine, or ale medicated with 
bitters, aromatics, and ſteel; and pills made 
of caſcarilla, calamus aromaticus, and bark, 
ſhould be adminiſtered; alſo volatile ſpirits 
dropt upon ſugar: the mode of living ſhould 
be varied, and agreeable, in a pure air, and 
with chearful company.

If the-difeaſe proceeds from a venerea. tamt, 
which is indeed often the caſe, treat it with 
the decoct. ſarſaparil. pil. hydrargyri, ſmall 
doſes of calomel, a ſolution of bydrargyn 
muriati; and in ſome caſes with a milk diet 
and pectorals: but here, as in moſt confirm- 
ed conſumptive caſes, very little is to be exe 
pected towards its radical cure.

CHAP. V. 


OF THE JAUNDICE. 


| Tur J aundice i is an univerſal yellownek 
tinging the ſkin, chiefly- obſervable in the 
whites of the eyes; owing to the bile mix- 
| ing 
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ing itſelf in too great a proportion with the 
blood; it may be occafioned by obſtructions, 
viſcid bile, ſmall fiones, or ſpaſms in the 
biliary ducts, inflammation, feirrhus, or 
tough plegm in the duodenum, where the 
ductus communis chelsdoehus enters that 
inteſtine. 

Hence from the cauſes ariſe the following 
ſpecies : the calculaus, attended with acute 
pain in the epigaſtric region, increaſed after 
eating, and with dejections of biliary con- 
cretions: the ſpaſmodic, unattended with 
pain after ſpaſmodic diſeaſes and mental af- 
fections: the hepatic, where there is alſo no 
pain, but ariſes after diſeaſes of the liver: 
that of gravid. women, ariſing from preg- 
nancy, and going off after delivery : that of 
infants, appearing not long after they are 
born; and that of tough phlegm without 
either pain, gall ſtones, or ſpaſm, and re- 
lieved by a diſcharge of viſcid mucus by 
ſtool. 5 

Nature has made a great apparatus for the 
formation of bile; and its uſe is juſtly con- 
ſidered of infinite conſequence in the animal 
economy. Many diſeaſes depend on its 
viſcidity, which are apparent in the lives of

Ihe diet in common ſhould be attenuat- 
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the ſedentary by coſtiveneſs, &c. as the con. 
trary happens to free livers, where the ſalts | 
being exalted, diarrhœas and fevers fre- 
quently attend. 

The ſymptoms of a jaundice in general 


are, inactivity, laſsitude, anxiety, fickneſs, 
oppreſsion at the breaſt, difficult reſpiration, 


pain about the pit of the ſtomach, dry ſkin, 
coſtiveneſs, hard, white, or greyiſh ſtools, 
yellow and high-coloured urine, with ting- 
ing things thrown into.it of a yellow colour: 


in its progreſs the ſaliva acquires a - bitteriſh 


taſte, the yellow caſt of the complexion be- 
comes livid, intolerable itching: fucceeds, 
the legs ſwell, and the abdomen at length 


filling with water, deſtroys the patient by a. 


dropſy; which ſymptoms ariſe from the 
craſis of the blood being deſtroyed. A 
Jaundice from any of the above cauſes, ex- 
cept a ſcirrhous liver, are capable of being 
perfectly cured, or relieved from time to 
time; whilſt ſuch as proceed from ſcirrhoſity 
afford us little hope: however ſuch things 
ought to be fried as ſeem calculated to re- 


move or palliate it; amongſt which pet-

In caſes of viſeid bile, what has been above 
adviſed will almoſt always be ſucceſsful ; but 
where bilious concretions are formed, which 
may be ſuſpected when there are acute ſhoot- 
ing pains in the epigaſtric region, and right 
hypochondrium, encreaſing after eating 

ſometimes attended with ftraitned reſpiration, 
compreſsion of the cheſt, nauſea, frequent 

vomiting, and difficulty of walking upright 

—The ſickneſs, with inceſſant vomiting, 

generally precedes the jaundice—which is 

apt ſuddenly to diſappear, after which bili-

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ary concretions, called gall-ſtones, are to be 
diſcovered in the ſtools—hut add to this not- 
withſtanding the ſeverity of the pain, the 
pulſe appears not to ſuffer any material al- 
teration, and this by ſome has been conſi- 
dered as the pathognomic {ſymptom of the 
particular tatſe—and where theſe concre- 
tions are to paſs, opium- and the warm bath 
are the two chief  remedics, the opium is 
required! in large doſes, and frequently to be 
repeated. When the pain abates, an emetic 
ſometimes relieves, by puſhing the gall-ſtone 
back, or bringing it forward; burt after two 
or three evacuations upwards, give an opiate. 
Though vomiting in this caſe may be uſeful, 
it muſt be cautiouſly produced, for if it pro- 
cures not the paſſage, or retroceſsion of the 
concreted bile, it may be detrimental, if vio- 
lent: the gentler emetics ſhould only there- 
fore be exhibited. Purgatives, by increaſing 
the motion of the inteſtines ; and folititing 
the flow of the bile, are uſeful ; the beſt are 
the mildeſt, as ſea-water, neutral ſalts, in a 
weak infuſion of ſome bitter vegetable; theſe 
may be taken for months every day, or every 
other day, and not hurt the ſtomach : but 
if the difeaſe be of long ſtanding, we ſhall

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have. reaſon to ſuſpect the calculus to be 
large; or when the pain attendant gives us 
room to. ſuſpect an inflammation exiſting, 
vomits ſhould be prohibited altogether ; nor 
can ſtrong purgatives be proper; the body 
ſhould only be kept gently open, and on 
account of the pain, fomentations applied 
to the epigaſtric region. Ethereal oil of 
turpentine has been conſidered by ſome as a 
ſolvent of theſe concretions : out of the body 
they certainly are, but otherwiſe the cir- 
cumſtance ſeems highly diſputable. 

Tf a jaundice ſucceeds colics, it generally 
goes off ſpontaneouſly in a few days, and ſel- 
dom requires. the application of any remedies; 
but ſhould it continue, after gentle purging 
with infuſ. ſen. &c, order the ſaline draughts 
with confect. aromat, Ii, or ſoap and rhubarb 
joined with ſome of the antiſpaſmodic gums; 
theſe will generally anſwer every purpoſe. 
If it be accompanied with violent pain about 
the pit of the ſtomach, it muſt be aſſuaged 
by giving repeated doſes of opium. F 

Fit be attended with a fever, bleed mode- 
rately, and preſcribe a decoction of hemp- 
ſeed. If it proceed from fluggiſh viſcid bile, 
frequent vomits will anſwer better than any 
other

CHAP.. 
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,C H A P. VI. 


OF THE LEPRA ARABUM, OR THE ELE- 
PHANTIASIS, 


THE Lepr 0% of the Arabians is alſo known 
in the Weſt Indies by the name of the black 
ſcuroy. It is contagious, and an African 
diſeaſe, and comes on gradually. The ſkin 


grows thick, rough, wrinkled, and unctu- 


us : numerous ſpots appear on the body, 
of a yellow, brown caſt, which ſoon after 
turn purple, and of a copper colour. They 
chiefly appear on the, forehead and chin. 
Theſe increaſe, and grow. thick and rough, 
with hard ſcales ; a numbneſs ſucceeds in 
the fingers and toes; the hair falls off; the 
breath becomes difficult and ſœtid, and the 
voice hoarſe and naſal. The lobes of the 
ears grow thick, the cheeks large, and the 
face acquires a livid hue : reſt is diſturbed. 
Theſe ſymptoms increaſe until the parts 
crack with dry fiſſures and knots; then fol- 


low ulcers of a virulent kind, affecting the 


hands and feet with a fever, which cloſes 
the fatal ſcene. 


Perſons labouring under this terrible ma- 


lady are much diſpoſed to venery.

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With regard to diet, all fat or pickled and 
dried : meats ſhould be avoided, as well as 
pork, high ſauces, butter, cheeſe, beer, ſpirits, 
and wine of all ſorts. Uſe ſub-acid diluents, 
aperient infuſions, and gentle cathartics, 
This diſeaſe ſometimes, terminates in the 
arthritic, or joint evil, depriving the pa- 
tient of all ſenſation; and by degrees cor- 
rodes the tendons and veſſels, fo as to occa- 
ſion the dropping off of the joints; and at 
laſt ulcerating, the whole body becomes 
highly infectious and fatal, 

The kermes mineral, with camphor, may 
probably be of uſe in theſe cafes, with a de- 
coct. ſarſaparil.

Tr IE Leproſy of the Greeks is a diſeaſe much 
more known in hot countries than in our 
parts; and is very deſperate and deplorable 
in its effects, and not eaſily to be thoroughly 
eradicated. It appears in white, dry, fiſ. 
ſured, ſcurfy ſcabs and eſchars, and is deeper 
rootod in the ſkin than that of the Arabians. 
It is attended with great itching, and often 
deſtroys not only the cuticle, but even the 
excretory veſſels and ſurface of the ſkin itſelf, 
and diſcharges a thickiſli ſort of liquor, which 
forms itſelf into eruſts and ſcales, which is 
the pathognomonic ſymptom of this moſt 
| hideous diſeaſe. 

The diet ſhould be very ſparing, light, 
aud eaſy of digeſtion; the body kept lax, 
and frequent uſe made of warm baths, in 
which emollient herbs may be boiled.

The leproſy, commonly met with in Eng- 
land, ſeems to be a local diſeaſe of the cutis, 
and-its veſſels and glands; and may ſometimes 
be owing to what the common people call a- 


- ſurfeit, or cold. Of nine cafes in ten of the 


leprous patients who frequent the waters of 


Bath, as is found by long experience, the ſtag- 


nating humours ſeem to have acquired vari- 


ous degrees of acrimony, and to give a pre- 
ternatural hardneſs and thickneſs to the cutis. 


— Mercurials, and the remedies recommend- 
ed * with warm bathing, will contribute 


greatly 


greatly to cleanſe and ſoften the cutis ; and 
afterwards the cortex, ſea-bathing, exerciſe, 
and a milk diet, will be proper to ftrengthen 
. the whole body, and reſtore a natural and 
plentiful perſpiration. 

Scabby eruptions on the ſkin, which are ſo 
frequently met with in common practice, 
require the ſame kind of treatment which 
hath juſt now been preſcribed for the lepra. 
Theſe ſorts of cutaneous diſeaſes are com- 
monly called ſcorbutic eruptions ; but are 
carefully to be diſtinguiſhed from the real 
ſeorbutic ſpots, which are not of a ſcabby or 


ſcurfy nature, as in theſe caſes, but are pur- 


ple, yellow, or livid ſpots, not raiſed above 
the ſurface of the ſkin, but greatly reſemble 
bruiſe-marks, and flea-bites. A miſtake 


here might be of very dangerous conſe- 


quence ; for the true ſcurvy is a putrid diſ- 


eaſe, which requires lenient and antiſeptic” 
remedies, and where mercurials and rough 


medicines - might prove fatal; whereas in 


the cutaneous foulneſſes, we are now 
ſpeaking of, they are roquendy of the 


greateſt ſervice.

CHAP. VIII. 
OF THE SCURVY; ; 
Tur Scurvy 1 is a putrid diſeaſe common in 
cold countries after living on putrid ſalted 
animal food, where there is a want at the 
ſame time of freſh vegetables. It is very 


' fatal to ſeamen, and to people ſhut up in gar- 
a G g Ns, © 
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riſons and beſieged places, who experience 
the ſame deficiency, and alſo of fermented 
liquors, and a found nourifhing diet. It 
commonly begins with heavineſs, wearineſs, 
and a diſinclination to move or ſtir about; 
theſe are ſucceeded by fpongy putrid guns 
tehieh bleed, or ouſe out blood on flight. 
preſſure, an offentive breath, a ſallow and 
bloated countenance ; hæmorrhages from 
the noſe ; difficulty of breathing, eſpecially 
on motion; dejection of ſpirits : ſwelling of 
the legs; purple, yellow, or livid ſpots on 
the ſkin, particularly at the roots of the 
hair, not riſing above the ſurface, greatly 
reſembling bruiſe-marks, and flea-bites ; tu- 
mors in various parts of the arms and legs; 
and a contraction in the flexor tendons of the 
ham; the catching of the breath on motion, 
with theloſs of ſtrength, dejection of ſpirits, 
and rotten gums, are held as the eſſential, 
or diſtinguiſhing ſymptoms of this diſcaſe. 
Delicate females—old people—and young 
men, who have either ſuffered by anxiety 
and grief, or have been exhauſted by previ- 
ous diſeaſes, ſuch as hamorrhages, or fever, 
but more eſpecially thoſe who are remark- 


Able for fat, It is not eonfined to thoſe who 
are 


r 


are at ſea; for it is frequently obſerved on 
land, in low ſituations, where humidity with 
cold prevails—here it is endemic, more eſpe- 
cially near the fea, if the inhabitants live 
chiefly on fiſh, and ſalt proviſions; for theſe 
are apt to induce a relaxation of the ſolids, 
and a diſſolved ſtate of the fluids; which are 
conſidered as the proximate cauſe of this 
complaint. 

The cure of this diſeaſe depends entirely 
on the uſe of freſh vegetables, particularly. 
lemons, oranges, limes, apples, eitrons, 
{curvy-grals, creſſes, endive, lettuce, purſlain, 
dandelion, fumitory,, &c. Theſe are to be 
taken in ſuch forms as will allow the patients 
to conſume the greateſt quantities. If coſ- 
tiveneſs is not prevented, nor the ſkin becomes 
ſoft and moiſt by the uſe of theſe, ſtewed 


| prunes muſt be given, or a decoction of ta- 


marinds with cream of tartar to keep the 
body open: a light decoction of the woods, 
and warm bathing preſcribed, in order to 
ſoften the ſkin, and relax the pores, which 
greatly contribute towards the recovery of 
people thus afllicted. With regard to par- 
ticular ſymptoms, mouth - waters of decoction 
of bark, and infuſion of roſes, with tincture

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of myrrh muſt be uſed occaſionally ; fivelled 

and indurated limbs with ftiffened joints, muſt 
be bathed in warm vinegar, and relaxed 
by vapor-baths, confining the vapor to the 
parts by means of cloſe blankets. To ul- 

cers of the legs, lint, impregnated with bark 

decoction, muſt be applied in preference 
to greaſy or oily applications, which are 
detrimental]. 

The method of cure in other caſes, ought 
to be adapted to the circumſtances of thoſe 
who are. moſt ſubject to this diſeaſe ; that is, 
ſea-faring people during long cruiſes, and 
tedious voyages: for it would be ridiculous to 
preſcribe plenty of vegetables and freſh 
broths for the cure of ſuch patients as theſe, 
where neither vegetables, nor broths, are to 
be had. 

For the prevention of this diſeaſe at ſea, 


ſome have adviſed malt to be carried abroad, 8 


and à wort freſk made from this to be uſed 
daily, which may likewiſe cure- the com- 
plaint after it has appeared, of which there 
have been many ſucceſsful experiments. 
Some have recommended ſour crout, or ſour 
cabbage. Others advife an allowance of ſugar, 
molaſſes, and orange or lemon juice to the men, 

and 
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and others the impregnation of the water, which 
is drank, with fixed air. But this is an im- 


portant ſubject not to be fixed by mere ſpecu= 


lation, requiring more trials than has yet been 
made, before the moſt beneficial method of 


conducting ourfelves can be aner . 255 


mined. 


C HAP. XI. 


or THE SCROPHULA. 
THIs diſeaſe generally ariſes between the 


third and ſeventh year, yet ſometimes later, 
even to the age of puberty, particularly in 
perſons of a fine ſkin, an irritable fibre, and 


a relaxed habit; frequently it has attended, 


or followed the rickets, and in ſubjects who 
are diſpoſed to ſcrophula, we ſee it apparent- 


ly produced by ſmall-pox. 
It is not ſettled among authors whether 
or no it may be tranſmitted by contagion ; 


however, if it is capable, it is not equally ſo 
with the itch, and lues venerea. When it 
makes its' appearance, it is attended with 
ſcirrhous unequal tumors, which chiefly af- 
ect the conglobate glands, eſpecially about 
the neck, and under thejaws.—ln the eye it

creates inflammation ; in the eye-lids, a fore. . 
neſs and ſmall ulcerations; and in the can- 
thi, a fiſtula lackrymalis : there is a thick. 
neſs of the upper lip; and chaps in the lips; 

| the columna naſi tumid, and ſometimes it 
even ulcerates the noſtrils; the face is florid, 
the ſkin ſmooth and ſhining, and the abdo- 
men ſwelled. There are different ſpecies of 
this diſeaſe, by ſome authors eight are reci- 
ted, but practically they may be reduced to 
four—tirſt, . the common, which is ſimple, 
external, and permanent, and frequently 
terminates in pulmonary conſumption ; the 
meſenteric, a ſimple internal ſcrophula, with 
' pateneſs of the face, want of appetite, tus 
mor of the abdomen, and anufual fœtor of 
the feces, this terminates in atrophy ; ſugi - 
tive, or flying, the moſt ſimple of all, and 
only ariſes about the neck, quickly vaniſh- 

ing, and as ſpeedily returning, produced, 
for the moſt part, from a reforption from ul- 


oer of the head, or a fudden ſtoppage of a 


purulent diſcharge from the ears in children; 
amd the American, joined with the yaws. 
| Theſe affections generally are not attended 
with pain, neither do the tumors readily fup- 

purate; but in * time their contents 
| 3 acquire 
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acquire acrimony ſufficient to irritate and 
corrode the living ſolids, the parts affected 
grow red, hot and painful, and end in ſup- 
puration. The matter of this abſceſs is thin, 
and mixed with a whitiſh, curdly ſubſtance, 
and this curdly matter, together with the hard 
lumpy feel, which theſe tumors have before ſup-- 
puration, are the diſtinguiſhing marks of theſe 
from others. Sometimes the humor does not 
ſhew itſelf externally, but ſettles on the in- 
terior parts, which the thickneſs of the upper 
lip indicates, and in this caſe, waſting, hec- 
tic fever, and death enſue. Sometimes the 
ſame kind of matter ſettles on the lungs, 
producing cough with phthiſis. 

In children theſe tumors may proceed from 
bad diet, which time, exerciſe, and a pro- 
per courſe of alteratives, may poſsibly re- 
lieve; without which care and cireumſpec- 
tion the malady increaſes, and they n 
truly ſerophulous. | 

Ihe diet ſhould be light 5 of eaſy agel. - 
tion, with a due attention to the non-natu- = 
rals.

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CHA p. XII. 
OF THE RICKPTS, 


Tunis disorder affect the bones of chil- 
dren, and cauſes a conſiderable protuberance, 
incurvation, or diſtortion of them: 


It may ariſe from various cauſes, but more 


particularly, when proper care has not been 
taken with children ; when they have been 
too tightly ſwathed in ſome parts, and too 


looſe in others; keeping them too long in 


one and the ſame poſition ; not keeping them 
clean and dry. Sometimes it may proceed 


from a lax habit; at others os want of 


proper motion. 


A deficiency of bd matter in the fluids; 


has been aſsigned as a cauſe; which depends 


in ſome meaſure upon a general laxity; and 


debility of the moving fibres of the organs 
that perform the functions of digeſtion and 
aſsimilation or from a deficiency of nutri- 
mental juices, which depends upon depraved 


digeſtion, ill conditioned chyle, and ob- 
ſtructed lacteals—add to theſe an impeded 
ſupply of nervous influence to the ſpinal mar- 

row, either by obſtruction or compreſsion,

preventing the nutrition of all the parts, 
which derive nerves from it. 

It uſually appears about the eighth or ninth 
month, and continues to the ſixth or ſeventh 
year of the child's age.

Tir Cholera Morbus is a violent vomit- 
ing and looſeneſs; from the bile regurgi- 
tating into the ſtomach, and deſcending 
\ liberally into the bawels; attended with 
acute ſharp pains, gripings, and inflations 
in the upper inteſtines ; ſpaſms of the abdo- 
minal muſcles ; great thirſt, heat, and anx- 
iety; a quick and unequal pulſe; cramps

of the thighs and legs; cold ſweats and in 


the laſt ſtage, a ſyncope, and coldneſs in 


the extremities. It is divided into two 


ſpecies; ſpontaneous ; that which ariſes in 
a warm ſeaſon, without any manifeſt cauſe; 
accidental, when the cauſe is acrid ſub- 


ſtances taken internally. This diſeaſe is 


moſt frequent in ſummer, and in the au- 
tumn; and more particularly attacks young 


perſons and children; old people ſeldom ; : 


but when it does, is very formidable. It is 
a very bad ſign, when what is diſcharged 
by a vomit has an excrementitious fmell. 


This diſeaſe is owing to a ſuperabundance 


of acrid, and highly ſtimulant bile, dif- 
fuſed through the whole extent of the ali- 
mentary canal, bringing on an acceleration, 
and inverſion of the periſtaltic motion of 
the ſtomach. and inteſtines,. and by ſympa- 


thy, producing ſpaſmodic affections of the 


abdominal muſcles, and thoſe of the ex- 
tremities. 


The cure muſt therefore be coated by | 


carrying off the offending cauſe, by copi- 
ous dilution : and allaying the irritability 


by opiates. Emetics, and cathartics, in 


this complaint are attended with danger. 
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oo. CHOLERA MORBUS. 
Therefoxe, chicken-broth ſhould be freely 


drank to the quantity of fix or eight quarts, 
and as faſt as poſſible ; milk, and warm-wa- 
ter, new-churned butter-mulk,  decoctions of 
rice or barley; or, what is preferable, an in- 
fuſion of oat-bread toafied brown, in water; 
or of oatmeal made brown like coffee, which 


will lay on the ſtomach, and generally ftops

' OF THE FLUOR- ALBUS, 


Tur Fluor Albus is a flux of matter from 
the vagina, of different conſiſtencies, of a 
pellucid or white colour; attended with 
general debility—loſs of appetite—indigeſ- 
tion—faintneſs—palpitation of the heart 
pain in the loins, and irregularity in the 
menſtrual periods, or by its preceding, or 


following this diſcharge; if it has continued 


any time under which circumſtances the 


flux will be greeniſh or yellow—ſharp and 


corroding, and often foul and fœtid. It is 


owing either to a general relaxed ſtate of 


the ſolids, or a diſſolution of the fluids, or 
may be particularly local, and have its ſeat 
in the uterus, but more n in the 
vagina. : ; 

In a natural ſtats, the 8 veſſels 
become blood - veſſels at the menſtrual pe- 
riod, and when their plenitude is regularly 
diſcharged, contract to their former dimen- 
ſion and tone. But when by immoderate 


menſtrua, or any other cauſe, their elaſtic 


| power is much weakened, they never fully 


* 
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contract, but ſeparate the ſerous part of the 
blood, which, by its ſtagnating, or by a par- 
ticular ſtate of the body, acquires various 
degrees of acrimony and conſiſtence. 

If this diſeaſe is moderate, it may be 
borne a long time without much 'inconveni- 
ence; but if it is in any violent degree, the 
fade Weroskes pallid, the digeſtive powers 
are weakened, and a general bad habit pro- 
"duced, whence women become cacheRtic;

A BUBO i is a fondle tumor of the 
conglobate glands.—When' buboes become 
painful and inflame, if they cannot be carried 
off by reſolution, the ſuppuration may be 
aſsiſted by adheſive plaſters, or the bread and 
milk poultice ; and when completely matu- 
rated, ſhould be opened either by the cauſtic 
or inciſion, A venereal bubo in its firſt 
appearance, unaccompanied ' with other 
ſymptoms, may in general be carried off by 
bleeding, purging, and rubbing in the un- 
guent. hydrargyri fort. But if matter be 
formed, encourage the ſuppuration by lay- 
ing aſide all evacuations, and apply the gal- 
banum plaſter, or cataplaſma maturans 
warmed, twice or thrice a day, and open it 
in due time by cauſtic.

CHAP. u. 


OF A CANCER. 


A Cancer is a round unequal ſchirrous tu- 
mor, of a livid colour, ſurrounded with vari- 
coſe veſſels, and ſeated in the glandular parts 
of the body, running on to a foul ulcer, 
mali moris. 

The eyes, the noſe, the 8 the pa · 
late, the cheeks, the lips, the groin, the 
axillæ, the uterus, and the breaſts of wo- 
men, are the parts moſt frequently infected, 

and thoſe in which its ravages are moſt ſe- 
Vere. - | 
Some of theſe tumors are fixed, others 
moveable; ſome pale; others, again, in- 
flamed. They ſometimes remain harmleſs 
and indolent for many years; at other times 
they increaſe haſtily to a large ſize, ulce- 
rate, and diſcharge a fœtid ſanious ichor, 
and ſoon prove mortal. 


There is, perhaps, no diſorder of the 
whole 
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whole body, which more abſolutely requires 
an eaſy diſpoſition of mind, and a flender 
light regimen, than this. In the beginning 
the ſwelling may be retarded by the anti- 
phlogiſtic regimen in its fulleſt extent—alſg 
electricity with the exhibition of hemlock, 
have done great things. — But the ferrum 
ammoniacale has been in England the moſt 
ſucceſsful medicine—and may be given in 
any kind of mucilage.—Bleeding, in gene- 
ral, is indicated in the palliative cure, after 
which, ſome ſuch as the following medi- 
cines may be adminiſtered :

When vomiting is occaſioned by ſea-ſick- / 
neſs, it is ſcarce ever got the better of, eſpe- 
cially in ſhort voyages, till the ſhip gets 
into harbour, and the patient is put on 
ſhore. In long voyages, indeed, uſe fre- 
quently wears it off. Many things are re- 
commended for removing it, but, I appre- 
hend, to very little purpoſe. ' Sea-water 
may be- drank; and the following anti- 
emetic mixture often ſtops ſiekneſs and 
vomiting, when other things fail:
